City Slights

I believe in grace and redemption. So much 
of the time people level judgments in a way 
that seems capricious, mean-spirited, and 
unjust. Paraphrasing Lawrence Ferlinghetti, 
to believe is to love again Kyrie Eleison, 
Hallelujah! 

Life is magnificence. Life is dark and light, 
honesty and lies, the beginning of any pos- 
sibility, and the elephant’s graveyard of all 
hope. But to pretend the future is greater than 
we are as people is to engage in a cowardly 
act of surrender. Vicious hatred spewed vilely, 
often across the Web, has become a lazy road 
to individual identity, which is pathetic any 
way you cut it. 

Life is about taking chances, about caring 
if one accepts it not as an end but as a quest. 
Mostly it is about being defined by yourself 
and your passions. It is not about being afraid 
of what others think. Every time someone 
calls another person an “asshole,” “jerk,” 
“scum,” or “moron,” every “we’re going to 
get you,” “die because you have ideas differ- 
ent from mine,” “mean old witch,” and “head 
up your ass” is heard by all not as condem- 
nation or daring, but rather the whining of 
someone so afraid that they do not think and 
are scared of breath itself. 

One’s heart should go out to any public 
servant trying to do his or her job in Austin. 
Offhand, I can’t think of a single issue so 
trivial and mundane that there are not at 
least some citizens taking two different posi- 
tions on it and fighting over it - and each 
side being just as vicious, militant, and con- 
vinced it is right as the other. Finding issues 
for which there are only two sides would be 
almost, but not quite, as difficult as finding 
those for which there is any kind of even 
near-harmonious agreement. One can easily 
claim that Austin is not as progressive a city 
as it likes to believe or that it is also not as 
hip, enlightened, or aware as it thinks it is. 
(I’m not making those arguments, but they 
can be made.) But to decry Austinites for 


being apathetic is a lost cause. They may 
be apathetic on some issues near and dear 
to someone’s heart, but generally apathetic 
they are not. Ann Richards said that Texas 
politics is a contact sport. Well, in Austin 
it’s a blood sport, one so viciously partisan 
it makes passionate football loyalties look 
like undercommitment. 

This is not to argue that this is in any 
way unique to Austin. This is a microlevel 
consideration of the city’s tendencies, not 
a macro look at the world. Here, the only 
positions more wildly attacked than stand- 
ing still are those moving forward, sideways, 
or back. In the same way that Gertrude Stein 
noted that there is no there there, there is no 
right action here. 

Any issue is cause for controversy, while 
any civic expenditure removes civilized con- 
straints from the discussion. Politics in Austin 
is not about reason, compromise, or consid- 
eration. Sure, those exist; many citizens, poli- 
ticians, and public servants operate largely 
within those guidelines. At best, though, 
there are far too few of them to curb the pol- 
lution of the public discussion. 

This intensity of feeling leads to a com- 
bative mode, in which one’s position does 
not represent mere personal opinion or one 
way of approaching an issue, but instead 
is the only reasonable truth. If someone 
disagrees, he or she is seen as purposefully 
evil. Usually when the city acts on any issue, 
there are almost always more people con- 
demning the decision as heresy motivated 
by corruption, stupidity, and derisive cru- 
elty than there are those in any way happy 
or placated. 

In the eyes of at least some, and usu- 
ally many, any city expenditure is corruption; 
almost all public servants are either incom- 
petent, overpaid, or unneeded - as often as 
not, all of those. In so many ways, given the 
level of vitriol that so many believe is the only 
dialect for public discussion, it is amazing 
anything gets done. 


This is, of course, about Toby Futrell leav- 
ing her position as city manager. An aggres- 
sive, visionary, proactive city manager who 
doesn’t just love Austin but gets it, she was 
doomed from day one. One of the lovely 
things about Austin is that, with all too many 
folks, if you make 30 decisions and they like 
all but one, they respond with a kind of ver- 
bal violence, as though they’ve never agreed 
with you at all: “You are hateful, and how 
dare you do this?” The less a city manager 
does, the longer he or she might last, though 
many in Austin don’t hesitate to shoot at a 
sitting target. 

Certainly, I'm not even suggesting that any 
prominent public figure should be immune 
from criticism, second-guessing, and even 
attacks. In Austin, it is the ferocity, the 
accepted vileness, the unrestrained hostility, 
and pure, uncut hatred that shocks me. 

“Smart Growth” is now a term that has 
the same resonance to many along the lines 
of “ethnic cleansing.” It represents massive, 
deliberate civic stupidity and a significant 
misspending of the taxpayers’ money. It’s 
best to leave aside for the moment the 
thought that absolutely any civic expendi- 
tures are regarded by one sizable group or 
another as corrupt misspending of monies. 
Certainly Smart Growth provided little relief 
from the suburban sprawl surrounding our 
city as it was supposed, and prophesied, to 
do. There were, as well, at least three major 
development fiascoes associated with Smart 
Growth, when tax abatements and incentives 
were given out, only for the city to lose big 
(although all three ignored the established 
guidelines for such projects). So let’s bum 
the head of Smart Growth, spit on its body, 
and curse its children, salting the ground 
where we bury it and throwing its ashes to 
the winds. 

The only problem is that one of its most 
significant goals was to ensure a healthy, liv- 
able, vital Downtown so that Austin didn’t 
experience the “doughnut” phenomenon 


common to so many American cities, where- 
in population and economic vitality move 
outside a central city to the surrounding 
suburbs, expanding outward so that a hol- 
low downtown is eventually ringed by hollow 
suburbs as the geography of the “doughnut” 
expands. Our Downtown is now vital, with an 
extraordinary number of new dwellings, more 
on the way, and an almost shocking growth of 
retail businesses. 

Austinites, ever quick to switch the target if 
it dares move, are now complaining not about 
an empty, dying Downtown but of one yup- 
pified with dwellings so highly priced there is 
no affordable living. 

Again, this is not to say these aren’t legiti- 
mate issues; they are, in fact, of vital concern 
to the city. But, to many, we live in a city 
where nothing positive ever happens. No 
civic venture, no matter how successful, is 
not tainted with accusations and unrelent- 
ing opposition. There is no good deed or 
progressive action that is ever acknowledged, 
though certainly they are all punished. The 
civic atmosphere has become so densely 
polluted that one is forced to wonder why 
anyone would devote themselves to this city 
to the extent to which Toby Futrell and her 
team have. 

Some will cite her salary, always the most 
dishonest and cheapest of shots. Given 
Futrell’s brains and abilities, she could make 
far more in the private sector. This is a silly, 
self-righteous accusation to begin with, indic- 
ative of the attack mode, in which everybody 
besides oneself is paid too much and required 
to do too little. 

The truth in what I’m saying here is prob- 
ably evident in the shock so many Austinites 
will have that it is being said. Better to criticize 
than compliment, better to viciously attack 
than try any kind of reasonable appraisal: 
How, why, and what is wrong with anyone 
who would dare celebrate a local public fig- 
ure? Almost everyone has the issue or issues 
on which he or she feels Futrell has not sim- 
ply betrayed but has aligned with the devil. 
Finding criticisms of her accomplishments, 
her management style, her vision of the city, 
and relationships with city staff is easier than 
finding grackles. 

Again, this is not to say she should be 
praised without hesitation. It is not to say 
she has not displayed faulty judgment, taken 
awkward positions, and made questionable 
choices. But a review of her tenure is not the

concern here. Even if one were to do that, and the result was an overall 
negative picture, her management should not be denounced out of hand. 
The job performance of any public figure is difficult to assess and over time 
demands reappraisal. 

The point is that, in the current political dialogue in this community, grace 
has been banished and respect is regarded as a sign of degeneracy. Accusations 
of the vilest motivations over the smallest issues are seen as not simply one’s 
right, but a duty. Slander and vileness are viewed as necessary linguistic ele- 
ments, lending validity and coherence to any political discussion. 

I’m sick of it. I’m not sick of criticism, or ongoing skepticism about 
city government, or genuine disappointment over council actions, or even 
despair with the city manager’s performance. I’m not asking for Pollyanna, 
Oz-like Technicolor or unrealistically tinted sunglasses that make everything 
seem bright and shiny. It is not the substance that I question, nor the rights 
and participation of all citizens. Any urban dialogue is going to be unreason- 
ably charged and tainted with longstanding prejudices and unquestioned 
assumptions. The Chronicle is the baby in that bathwater and the bowl 
holding it. But the level of just plain mean-spirited viciousness that insists 
on white and black, heroes and villains, definably good actions and clearly 
intentionally evil ones has become too much the accepted norm. 

It is time for common decency and a return to grace. 

(May the first person to suggest that I’m celebrating Futrell and 
her accomplishments because of the city’s interactions with South by 
Southwest, including substantial fee abatements, read the above just one 
more time before doing so. I’m sure it won’t stop them, but at least we 
can all acknowledge how ugly, venal, and sadly motivated they are. In 
this column I try to be as honest and reasonable as I can. I don’t attack 
9/11 conspiracy theorists because I’m scared that, if I agree with them, 
the Chronicle will lose advertising [truly one of the dumbest accusations 
made in that ongoing debate]. I don’t tailor my opinions to gratify adver- 
tisers, staff, or friends. And I certainly would never demean my deep 
commitment to the integrity of this paper to use this column to repay 
debts or service political favors. Not that I don’t expect such charges to 
be made and believed. If I didn’t, why would I have bothered to write 
the above at all?) ■

Amendment Requires Study 

Dear Editor, 

Redevelopment is a hot issue all over town. City staff, 
environmentalists, and developers spent more than nine 
months looking at how redevelopment affects the Barton 
Springs Watershed. Some levels of agreement were 
reached, but some tough elements are outstanding, such 


as how density and traffic factor into redevelopment 
approvals and how to amend the Save Our Springs 
Ordinance without spurring a building boom over our eco- 
logically fragile aquifer. 

The argument being made for a redevelopment amend- 
ment to the Save Our Springs Ordinance is that redevelop- 
ment with some water-quality improvements is better than 
having older, polluting development continue in operation 
because the owner is unwilling to redevelop under SOS 
Ordinance standards. 

That approach makes some sense if what is torn down 
is replaced with something roughly the same size. But 
if a one-story development is redeveloped into six-story 
condos, the result is more cars, more oil and grease, more 
sewage, and more demand for additional services (roads, 
schools), ultimately increasing pollution loads in the creeks 
that feed Barton Springs. Maybe some pollution is treated 
on the development’s premises, but lots of new pollution 
is created, both during and after construction, on-site and 
off-site. 

SOS Alliance has participated in Council Member Lee 
Leffingwell's advisory group and advocated for a cap on 
increased density and public hearings under a redevelop- 
ment amendment. Without a density cap and public hear- 
ings, we risk inviting a building boom to the Barton Springs 
Watershed, increasing - not decreasing - sources of pol- 
lution and undermining city policies to steer new develop- 
ment downstream. Without a density cap, a redevelopment 
amendment would have an elephant-sized loophole that 
bulldozers would run right through.

As participants in the advisory group, we are 
not aware of a consensus on SOS Ordinance 
amendments, but we will work toward solutions 
that increase protection for the Barton Springs 
Watershed. Any recommended changes should 
consider the whole picture (including traffic gen- 
eration) and demonstrate real benefits.

NAKED CITY 


Members of the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization’s new peer review com- 
mittee are preparing to hire a consultant to 
review the governance, financing, and planning 
of Capital Metro, where the biggest looming 
issue is finances. At a CAMPO work session 
last week, Cap Metro’s chief of staff, Andrea 
Lofye, told the subcommittee that Cap Metro, 
once a cash cow flush with local sales-tax dol- 
lars, is only three years away from expenses 


exceeding projected revenues. Most of the tran- 
sit authority’s reserves have gone into the initial 
leg of its commuter rail line. Cap Metro has 
already begun the process of proposing a fare 
hike, its first since 1984. - Kimberly Reeves 

Speaking of getting around, at this week’s meet- 
ing of CAMPO's Transportation Policy Board, the 
group Fix290 pleaded for more time to com- 
plete a mediation on the toll road project pro- 
posed for the “Y” in Oak Hill, the junction of 
U.S. 290 West and State Highway 71. Other 
groups involved in the mediation are more skep- 
tical of Fix290’s intentions, questioning whether 
the group is using a delay tactic simply to push 
its own parkway plan for the road project. Public 
hearings for all aspects of what is known as the 
region’s Transportation Improvement Plan - the 
rolling three-year plan of the most immediate 
road construction programs, including toll roads 
- will be scheduled around CAMPO’s three-coun- 
ty region in September; members are slated to 
consider and vote on the region's remaining toll 
projects at its October meeting. - K.R. 

Austin cyclist Vilhelm Hesness, 56, was 

killed last Wednesday morning near the corner 
of Manchaca and FM 1626 southwest of Austin 
when he was struck by a sport utility vehicle, 
which at some point lost control and came to 
rest on its side. This is July’s second car-on- 
bike fatality. Texas Department of Public 
Safety spokeswoman Lisa Block said Tuesday 
that the crash was still under investigation and 
that no determination had been made as to 
whether charges would be brought against the 
SUV driver, Richard Alan Lee, 43, also of 
Austin, who was taken to Brackenridge Hospital 
with cuts and bruises. In recent years, the 
cycling community has blasted areawide 
authorities for failing to punish drivers who kill 
or injure cyclists, creating little deterrence 
against motorists intimidating or assaulting 
bicyclists. Block said Hesness was riding legal- 


ly when he was struck by the SUV, which was 
also heading southbound on Manchaca. 
Hesness, who was riding a recumbent, or sit- 
down, bicycle, was described as an experi- 
enced bicyclist by cycling community members 
and is believed to have been wearing a helmet. 
Block said Lee could possibly be ticketed for 
failure to control speed or other violations, but 
those citations are based on factors still under 
investigation. - Daniel Mottola 

According to a tentative agreement reached by 
Austin Independent School District 

Superintendent Pat Forgione and Education 
Austin, the local teacher’s union, a beginning 
salary for Austin teachers would be raised to 
$40,240 for the 2007-2008 school year. AISD’s 
board of trustees will have to approve the 
increase. The wages would be $1,700 more 
than they were this past school year, with 
$1,310 of the increase coming from the district 
and $390 coming from the state. The teachers’ 
salary would be 3.9% higher than 2006-2007, 
and all other district employees would receive a 
3% increase. The new salaries are part of the 
preliminary budget that AISD trustees are con- 
sidering, which totals $762.9 million in expendi- 
tures in 2007-2008 and would be financed by a 
tax rate of $1,178 per $100 of assessed prop- 
erty value. Trustees are scheduled to adopt the 
budget in August. - Michael May 

County leaders have sent Sun Coast Resources 
back to negotiate with neighbors over a plan to 
put six 20,000-gallon gasoline-holding tanks 

on the company’s property on Johnny Morris 
Road. Neighbors, who still remember the 
Springdale tank-farm fiasco, are not satisfied 
with the company’s assurances the tanks are 
safer than most gas stations. A community 
meeting was scheduled for Wednesday, July 18, 
with the goal of putting the item back on the 
county agenda on July 24. - K.R.

Futrell's 

Farewell 

Not much suspense, but 
plenty of melodrama

As reported first by Council Member Betty 
Dunkerley in this space last week and sec- 
onded by several of her colleagues, Austin will 
have a new city manager by spring. The news 
was confirmed Monday by Toby Futrell herself, 
as she released a memorandum addressed 
to the mayor and council members, under 
the heading, “Ending the Suspense.” After a 
lengthy review of city accomplishments under 
her tenure, Futrell wrote, “I will be retiring in 
ten months with thirty-one years of service on 
May 31, 2008.” During the interim, the coun- 
cil expects to be engaging in a national search 
for Futrell’s successor. 

I’m flogging the column’s prescience this 
week, because on Tuesday the local media 
treated Futrell’s inevitable (and belated) 
announcement as just this side of Longhorn 
recruit signing day and as supposedly end- 
ing the “rumors” concerning Futrell’s retire- 
ment. Futrell herself wrote, “I had originally 
intended to publicly announce my plans in 
early September after the 2008 budget adop- 
tion, but I’ve decided to put an end to what 
feels like mounting media frenzy and conjec- 
ture.” In the first place, it isn’t a “rumor” if 
everybody knows it - and Futrell had publicly 
indicated her intentions to step down shortly 
after her annual review, in April. And secondly, 
a September announcement would have made 
a hash of any deliberative council timetable to 
hire a successor before the municipal campaign 
season, as Futrell herself acknowledges two 
sentences later: “This [announcement] will 
give the Council eight months to complete 
a national search . . . and leaves another two 
months for notice requirements and potential 
slippage in that schedule.” 

It took nearly a year to find a new police 
chief and a year not to find a director for the 
water utility - 10 months for a new city man- 
ager is hardly too much to ask. 

Cue the Sharks 

Frankly, what’s been more puzzling about 
Futrell’s farewell is not that she’s retiring 
- she’s said on the record several times that 
30 years as a city employee and a half-dozen as 
city manager is more than enough - than the 
elongated tap dance that has surrounded her 
announcement, as well as the melodramatic 
backstory now leaking from multiple sources 
at City Hall. I wouldn’t even bother rehears- 
ing this charade (and embarrassing some of 
the principal players) if the words “mounting 
media frenzy” hadn’t prominently disfigured 
Futrell’s self-serving announcement. 

If anybody’s frenzy is at issue here, it’s the 
city manager’s own.

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Take a Breath Already 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Call Her Irreplaceable

According to several reliable witnesses, 
here’s what happened. During council’s 
April executive review, Futrell made it 
clear that she expected this to be her 
final personal job review as well as her 
last budget season. Accordingly, coun- 
cil members began privately (but not 
secretly, since there was no secret) dis- 
cussing succession planning, including 
an eventual national search for a succes- 
sor, which would be publicly announced 
shortly before the summer hiatus. But 
when Futrell was told that the search was 
headed for a June council agenda, she 
“freaked out” - several sources report her 
loud and even hysterical objections, fea- 
turing real tears. Reportedly, she pleaded 
that she wanted more time to make her 
own announcement to her staff members, 
and the request was readily (if somewhat 
confoundedly) granted. 

And then nothing happened. 

Now, if her memo is to be believed, 
Futrell apparently expected the City 
Council to sit politely on its hands until 
September - one told me as recently as a 
week ago, “It’s Toby’s call” - wondering 
when and if they would be allowed to 
discuss publicly, in a professional manner, 
what everybody knew was happening and 
moreover what is the city’s most powerful 
position and the council’s most impor- 
tant hiring decision. 

Then came, out of the blue, Tony 
Plohetski’s “brother-in-law-by-marriage” 
scoop in the Statesman, and the editors’ 
extremely strenuous overinterpretation of 
that story and Futrell’s response to it, even 
sternly encouraging her departure. The edi- 
torial was over-the-top, but from long and 
shameful practice mainstream editors have 
exquisite noses for the precise moment a 
public official - until then treated with poli- 
tic deference - has become a lame duck. 
Call it a real taste for blood in the water. 

From here. I’m only speculating - but 
it appears that even Futrell’s closest coun- 
cil ally, Dunkerley, and perhaps Futrell 
herself, began to realize that this entirely 
unnecessary ordeal was no longer worth 
prolonging and decided to acknowledge 
the elephant in the drawing room. Thus 
came Dunkerley’s suggested schedule last 
week, followed Monday by Futrell’s offi- 
cial announcement. 


We’re regularly contacted by official and 
unofficial sources pissed about something 
the city has done - that’s where many 
news stories begin, and satisfied citizens 
don’t call reporters - but ordinarily I try to 
resist personalizing what are usually insti- 
tutional, structural, or singular failures. It’s 
grimly amusing to hear people who once 
proclaimed Futrell walks on water now speak 
of her disdainfully as “Queen Toby.” Futrell 
has every reason to be very proud of her long 
city of Austin tenure and many accomplish- 
ments, and she’s been no slouch as a city 
manager. (Her congratulatory memo is at 
tvww.austinchronicle.com, and it’s only intermit- 
tently hyperbolic. I encourage you to read it.) 
I’ll point only to her performance during the 
hurricane evacuee emergencies, when her 
indefatigable nature and visible dedication 
helped thousands of people and rightfully 
made the whole city proud. But this time, 
her legendary determination always to be in 
control of absolutely everything has spectac- 
ularly backfired. What should have been the 
start of a triumphal march has begun with a 
pointless and unnecessary pratfall. 

In the last couple of weeks, I have heard 
Futrell recite a half-dozen times that as city 
manager she has been working “100 to 120 
hours a week.” If that’s true (and I have no 
reason to doubt it), it helps account for her 
increasingly eerie 1,000-yard stare. It’s also 
the sign of something seriously wrong in the 
way things are currently run at City Hall. If 
the next city manager has to routinely work 
those kinds of hours, it means the elected 
officials on the City Council are frankly mak- 
ing a botch of policy and procedures for the 
whole city staff and are not doing the job 
they are elected to do. They need to take 
back authority, along with responsibility for 
what ultimately happens in this city. Then 
they won’t be blindsided by stuff they should 
have handled directly in the first place. ■ 

For the record: Last week, due to a confusion 
in my own notes, I clumsily misattnbuted a state- 
ment by Betty Dunlzerley concerning Futrell’s 
remarkable city career - “it’s a Cinderella story 
in itself” - to Brewster McCracken. McCracken 
also had effusive praise for Futrell, but that 
quote was not his. I apologize to the council 
members (who had generously ignored my mis- 
take) and to my readers. 


If, indeed, it took a year to replace former police 
Chief Stan Knee - now likely ingratiated as thor- 
oughly with Afghanistan’s beleaguered citizenry as 
he was with Austin’s at the peak of his popularity 
-just think how long it’s gonna take to replace the 
best city manager on the face of the earth! 

BTP's more persistent readers may remember 
the most pressing question at Toby Futrell’s 
golden handshake/performance evaluation was 
whether our Toby was “the best in the country” (to 
wit, one Brewster McCracken) or “the world” (the 
Voice of the Municipal Almighty, Betty Dunkerley). 
With the bar so dizzyingly high, how long does 
Futrell anticipate the city taking to fill her shoes? 

Eight to 10 months, right? 

That was what we learned Monday, as Futrell 
announced her retirement. While she wanted to 
keep her plans quiet until after the 2008 budget 
adoption, she relented in the wake of “what feels 
like mounting media frenzy and conjecture." 

Britney, Lindsay ... meet Toby! 

By announcing now, she’s giving council eight 
months to complete a national replacement 
search - “if desired” - while leaving two extra 
months “for notice requirements and potential 
slippage.” Thing is, in that process - as our 
police and water-utility search troubles testify - 
Austin can be dangerously akin to a thousand 
Astrogliding Slip ’n Slides. 

More mysterious was Futrell’s former timeline. 
Announcing after the budget adoption would 
have meant the earliest council could've consid- 
ered replacement was in its Sept. 27 meeting. 
So if proceedings were to resemble the current 
course - discussing options in executive ses- 
sion during its first meeting back from break 
(next week, July 26) and likely issuing a formal 
search resolution the following meeting - we’d 
be well into October before the search truly 
began. While we all want to give Futrell her fare- 
well tour (Don’t Let the Door Hit Ya! ’07, SRO), 
would it have been reasonable cutting that 
deeply into the search to do so? 

We are replacing the best in the world, after all. 

Is eight months enough? “I really do think so,” 
says Council Member Mike Martinez. "When 
you’re talking about a top-level executive position 
like that, you’re not gonna have 60 candidates. 
You’ll have 60 that want the job but not that much 
top-tier talent. There are five to maybe 10 candi- 
dates, at the most, and well whittle it down from 


there.” Still, for a nationwide search, “the more 
time we have the better we are.” Colleague Lee 
Leffingwell’s a little less certain. “I think eight 
months is gonna be really tight,” he says, citing 
the search for new Austin Police Department 
Chief Art Acevedo. "Certainly the police chief is 
very important, but the city manager's job is even 
more important than that; the police chief reports 
to her." Ultimately, he says, “I think waiting that 
long would have increased the pressure to get it 
done in a shorter amount of time.” 

Waiting also contains its own political calcula- 
tions; with a tighter timeline, Futrell might have 
had more luck installing one of the replacements 
subject to deafening whispers at City Hall: assis- 
tant city managers Laura Huffman or Rudy 
Garza, Chief of Staff Kristen Vassallo, Austin 
Energy general manager Juan Garza - with Rudy 
and Juan (unrelated) still smarting from the fallout 
of Toby’s big story last week. (The frantic backstage 
maneuvering bodes well for a national search, 
right?) But it’s also likely council would’ve had 
less problem kicking her to the curb - 31 years 
of service or no, there'd be business at hand. 

But now Futrell has more goodwill - and poten- 
tial control in the selection process - than had 
she held out until the bitter end. As decreed last 
week by Betty Dunkerley, there's work to be 
done by staff and sympathizers - how unconscio- 
nable would it be for Dunkerley to leave the dais 
without dispensing her grandmotherly wisdom on 
the new city manager! Or even worse, having it 
devolve into something as base as - gasp! - an 
election issue! (For irony-deficient readers, 
Dunkerley's election worries, and the suggestion 
that frosh council members would be ill-equipped 
to choose Futrell’s replacement, are as absurd 
as concerns council would be lost in the thickets 
of the budget without the tag team's guidance. 
But as long as they sidestep those responsibili- 
ties, blame lies with the council members.) 

Tears or no, the behind-the-dais drama over 
when to begin Futrell’s replacement search is the 
most push-and-pull between council and staff 
BTP's seen in ages. Council needs to assert its 
independence, to check and balance a city staff to 
which it has devolved too much decision-wielding 
power. Otherwise, we're left with the pseudo-con- 
sensual, gray-goo governance of the council-man- 
ager system, one that green-lights undifferentiated 
growth and cultivates bureaucratic complacency. 

As they replace the Greatest, council mem- 
bers need to ask if council-manager is their offi- 
cial form of government - or simply the city 
manager's job description.

The city’s second day-labor site, in the parking lot of Midnight Rodeo on 
Ben White Boulevard near South Industrial Drive, opened last week. In the 
meantime, Day Labor Community Advisory Committee membersstill await 
council reaction to a number of suggestions made by the group, including 
increased input from local neighborhoods on a recommended advisory board. 
Kim Bernson of the Ridgetop neighborhood, near the initial day-labor site, sat 
on the board that recommended the new location and says it's time for both 
day-labor sites to have better feedback between day laborers and their local 
neighbors. Lori Renteria, another committee member, said she’s disappointed 
the city decided to pursue a city-run facility to operate the day-labor site, rath- 
er than a private contract. Some committee members wanted a more innova- 
tive site model, such as a worker-run facility with day laborers paid to assist 
in supervising. - K.R. 

Late last week, Place 5 Council Member Brewster McCracken released a 
statement confirming that he and his wife, Mindy Montford, have agreed to a 
divorce after a separation of seven months. Montford is an assistant district 
attorney with the Travis County DA's Office. “With great sadness, I am confirm- 
ing that Mindy and I have agreed to end our marriage. We are incredibly 
blessed to have a wonderful son together. We both love our son very much, 
and we will work together to be great parents for him." - We//s Dunbar 

Caritas of Austin is fighting the good fight against poverty, one year at a 
time. Recently released is the agency’s 2006 annual report, which marks 43 
years of service and documents the agency's ever-expanding mission. Caritas 
assists families in avoiding eviction and homelessness, feeds hundreds of 
people each day, and advises job seekers as they become self-sufficient, 
among many other services. Especially timely is Caritas’ Refugee 
Resettlement program. In 2006, Caritas provided crucial help with transporta- 
tion, housing, food, health care, employment, language, and financial needs 
to 165 documented refugees from Cuba, Iran, Ethiopia, Liberia, Congo, 

Sudan, Vietnam, and Afghanistan. In the report, Executive Director Beth 
Atherton thanks agencies, businesses, and individuals lending time and 
money to Caritas’ many programs. “Your ... dedication ... allows us to not 
only provide basic needs in times of crisis but also offer opportunities to 
achieve self-sufficiency," Atherton wrote. According to the report, revenue 
sources were $2,608,636 in government contracts, $522,900 in funds gener- 
ated by special events, $716,815 from individuals, $711,200 from founda- 
tions, $136,096 from faith-based organizations, $97,788 from the United 
Way, $292,783 from businesses, $50,463 in interest income, and $315,293 
in in-kind contributions - for a total of $5,451,974. Expenses listed were the 
Basic Needs Coalition, at $1,285,198; basic-needs services, $2,018,151; 
self-sufficiency services, $1,295,937; and administration/fundraising, 
$677,307 - for a total of $5,276,593. - Patricia J. Ruiand 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


On Friday, from noon to 1pm, protesters will gravitate to the Austin location 
of Corrections Corporation of America, at 8015 Shoal Creek Blvd., to 
object to CCA's profiting from immigrant detention, particularly at the T. Don 
Hutto Family Residential Center in Taylor, which houses 400 immigrant 
women and children. The facility is co-sponsored by U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement and the Williamson County Commissioners Court. For 
more info on CCA, check out www.shareholder.com/cxw, where the company 
touts itself as “industry leader” and “industry founder,” providing 63 facilities 
“at less cost to the taxpayer," which is what probably lured WilCo officials. In 
2006, CCA set a company record of $1.3 billion in revenue, for there’s a 
“growing need" for beds, as stated in the section entitled “Why CCA.” The 
report doesn't hearken, however, to when T. Don Hutto, a former overflow jail, 
faced hard times after counties and states built new corrections facilities; 
before WilCo ratified the contract with ICE, in December 2006, T. Don Hutto 
was on its last legs. - PJ.R. 

Gov. Rick Perry has chosen Don McLeroy to serve as chair of the State 
Board of Education. McLeroy, a Bryan dentist, is a member of the board’s 
conservative bloc, which wrested control of most SBOE committees during a 
February board meeting. This will be the first time conservatives, rather than 
moderates or liberals, have had control of both the board and most of its 
committees. The Texas Freedom Network expressed its displeasure at the 
appointment, calling McLeroy “a clear ideologue.” This new conservative- 
majority SBOE will likely provide plenty of fodder for the group's protest. This 
week, the SBOE is expected to take up, among other things, textbook legisla- 
tion and curriculum standards for the proposed elective Bible course. - K.R. 

In other education news, No Child Left Behind is failing Texas high school 
students, according to a recent policy brief by the Alliance for Excellent 
Education. The report, titled “in Need of Improvement: NCLB and High 
Schools," comes as Washington lawmakers contemplate whether to reautho- 
rize President Bush's nationwide accountability system and argues that NCLB 
is too focused on kindergarten through eighth grade, largely ignoring the 
needs of high school students - including 33% of Texas students, the per- 
centage of which failed to graduate last year. Among the report's key findings: 
NCLB forces schools to be accountable for test scores while ignoring gradua- 
tion rates, the law doesn't include reading programs for middle and high 
school students, despite the fact that 74% of Texas eighth-graders read below 
a proficient level, and the tools NCLB provides to low-performing schools do 
not reflect modern research and academic best practices. Instead of “short- 
sighted” proposals to merely extend testing regimes to high schools, the alli- 


ance is urging Congress to draw on education research to develop a systemic 
solution. “While well-intentioned, the current NCLB simply does not address 
the dropout problem and permits far too many students to finish high school 
without adequate preparation for college or the modern workforce,” said alli- 
ance President Bob Wise. -Justin Ward 

Opponents of the Oak Grove power plant, TXU’s lignite-coal-burning behe- 
moth proposed 115 miles northeast of Austin - expected to drastically 
exacerbate pollution from smog, greenhouse gases, and toxic mercury in 
Central Texas - filed a motion this week for a Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality air-permit rehearing; TCEQ granted the permit in a 2-1 
decision last month. In addition to faulting TCEQ commissioners for overrul- 
ing a prior denial recommendation from two state administrative judges 
(based on a lack of evidence that TXU's pollution controls are adequate), 

Oak Grove's opponents - who include nearby community groups, environ- 
mental organizations, and a majority of downwind metropolitan city govern- 
ments - say the TCEQ erred by not requiring TXU to consider cleaner fuels 
to reduce pollution and by not considering whether the plant’s emissions 
would worsen air pollution in Dallas-Fort Worth and Austin; opponents also 
take issue with the fact that the case was heard under Gov. Perry's coal- 
plant fast-tracking executive order, ruled unconstitutional by Travis County 
Judge Stephen Yelenosky in February. - D.M. 

Texas has its own version of Jessica’s Law, with the signing by Gov. Rick 
Perry of the stringent new anti-pedophile House Bill 8 at a press conference 
on Monday. With Mark Lunsford, father of murdered Florida 9-year-old Jessica 
Lunsford, by his side, Perry signed the bill, officially making sexually violent 
acts against children more serious criminal offenses in Texas than sexually 
violent offenses against adults. Jessica's Law sets a 25-year sentence for 
sexually violent offences against a child younger than 14 and makes a sec- 
ond offence a capital felony. It also removes the possibility of parole or time 
off for good behavior for anyone convicted under this bill. Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst called the Texas version the toughest take on Jessica’s Law in the 
country and said it is intended to discourage sexual predators from moving to 
Texas. The press was then shooed out of the governor’s reception room so 
he could sign seven other, less photogenic bills. - Richard Whittaker 

Snake-oil vendors are alive and thriving in Texas, according to Attorney 
General Greg Abbott, who recently filed charges in Travis County against 
Mannatech Inc., a Coppell-based nutritional-supplement firm, for using bad 
science, and even religion, to claim its products cure everything from Down 
syndrome to AIDS and even fight off bioterrorism attacks. Abbott calls the 
products a sham in the petition and claims that Mannatech CEO Samuel 
Caster deliberately misled and endangered Texans. He alleges that to sell the 
products, Mannatech used inflated research about the benefits of “glyconutri- 
tion" by Dr. Reg McDaniel of the Fisher Institute for Medical Research, a sup- 
posedly educational charity run by McDaniel's wife, Candace. McDaniel also 
serves as medical director for MannaRelief Ministries, a religious group 
founded by Caster to solicit donations to send Mannatech's miracle supple- 
ments to developing nations. Caster, McDaniel, MannaRelief, and the Fisher 
Institute are also named in the suit. (This is no fly-by-night operation: Last 
year, the NASDAQ-listed Mannatech as making $400 million.) If convicted, 
they all face fines of $20,000 per violation under the Texas Deceptive Trade 
Practices Act, plus Mannatech faces charges under the Texas Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act, with fines of $25,000 per day per violation. - R.W. 

Texas may become home to the U.S. government's new biowarfare research 
facility. Homeland Security announced the Texas Research Park outside of 
San Antonio, along with sites in Kansas, Georgia, North Carolina, and 
Mississippi, has been short-listed as a potential host for the $500 million, 
520,000-square-foot National Biological and Agro-Defense Facility. A joint proj- 
ect by the departments of Homeland Security, Agriculture, and Health and 
Human Services, the lab will research defenses against potential biological 
threats to humans and the food chain. It replaces the Plum Island Animal 
Disease Center, located off the New York coast and once famously referred to 
by Hannibal Lecter in The Silence of the Lambs as Anthrax Island. The other 
leading Texas bid, backed by Texas A&M University, failed after the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention suspended all bio-defense research at the 
university when it failed to report two separate incidents of researchers being 
exposed to dangerous diseases. - R.W. 

Challenging the four-decade-long economic blockade against Cuba and the 
U.S. government’s rigid restrictions against travel to the socialist republic, 
Pastors for Peace, a project of the Interreligious Foundation for Community 
Organization, was detained by U.S. border authorities this week when 
attempting to cross into Mexico as part of the group's 18th annual Cuba aid 
caravan. The caravan includes 12 brightly painted vehicles carrying 126 
activists and 90 tons of aid, such as crutches, wheelchairs, commodes, and 
medical supplies. PFP reported Wednesday that the majority of the caravan 
has been released, after exhaustive searches and X-raying, and has entered 
Mexico en route to Tampico, where the vehicles will board ferries and sail 
toward Cuba. U.S. officials are still detaining one bus loaded with computer 
aid, including CPUs, modems, cables, and toner cartridges. Authorities did 
the same thing two years ago and didn’t release the aid for nearly a year. 
“What they are taking from us today is purely symbolic. They are trying to 
show us that they are in charge. But we know that we are the ones in charge 
and that the people’s power will prevail," said the Rev. Luis Barrios of PFP 
The caravan’s blog is temporarily disabled and is being investigated by gov- 
ernment officials, but more info is available at www.pastorsforpeace.org. - D.M.

WilCo Animal Advocates Hire Bulldog Attorney

Defenders of an increasing number of 
unfortunate critters at the problem-plagued 
Williamson Co. Regional Animal Shelter in 

Georgetown have hired Austin lawyer and for- 
mer Travis Co. Judge Bill Aleshire to press 
for a more vigorous investigation into allega- 
tions of animal cruelty and neglect. 

Animal welfare advocates turned to Aleshire, 
a longtime "good government” rabble rouser, 
after Williamson Co. attorney Jana Duty trans- 
ferred the investigation from a constable’s 
office to the sheriff's office. The probe was ini- 
tially launched out of Precinct 1 Constable 
Gary Griffin’s office, based on a police report 
stating that conditions at the shelter warrant- 
ed an investigation. Aleshire’s clients suspect 
a “cover-up of evidence,” according to a July 
13 public-information request Aleshire filed on 
their behalf with WilCo officials. (See the com- 
plete open records letter at austinchronicle. 
com.) As Aleshire told the Chronicle, "We have 
reason to be concerned whether the investiga- 
tion, so far, meets the criteria of fair, profes- 
sional, and thorough. We will make sure that 
records critical to the investigation are pre- 
served by the county.” 

While Aleshire also represents Griffin in an 
unrelated lawsuit pending against the county, 
he said his animal-advocate clients were 
referred to his firm by the president of the 
Texas Humane Societies, Patt Nordyke, 
for whom the firm, Riggs & Aleshire P.C., 
has done some pro bono work in the past. 
“Our clients were not aware that we represent- 
ed Constable Griffin ... until we told them,” 
Aleshire said. 

In filing the records request, Aleshire seeks 
to obtain copies of all correspondence relat- 
ing to the shelter scandal, as well as audio 
and video surveillance tapes from the shelter. 
The request also seeks a missing county 
camera that volunteers say contained images 
of sick animals, including a pregnant Chihuahua 
that died uneuthanized, apparently from compli- 
cations stemming from the pregnancy. Copies 
of the request were sent to shelter interim 
director Dana Boehm (filling the post of for- 
mer director Melanie Sobel, who left office 
June 1), WilCo Sheriff James Wilson, County 
Judge Dan Gattis, and county commissioners 
Lisa Birkman, Cynthia Long, Valerie Covey, 
and Ron Morrison. 

Aleshire’s letter to county officials also 
explains his motive for filing the public-infor- 
mation request. “If the sheriff’s office is con- 
ducting an actual criminal investigation, we 
understand that could affect whether 
Williamson County is required to disclose 
some of the requested records to us at this 
time,” the letter states. “On the other hand, if 
there is no actual criminal investigation under 
way, we maintain that we are entitled to 
prompt disclosure of all of these records.” 

County officials did not respond to requests 
to comment on the ongoing controversy, but 
Public Information Officer Connie Watson, in 
an e-mail response, defended the shelter 
operations, saying the facility “follows all 
state requirements in the care of its animals. 
The staff of the shelter takes great pride in 
their work and shows great concern for the 
animals’ overall welfare." Public outcries over 
the shelter’s conditions erupted in mid-June - 
three weeks after Sobel’s resignation - when 


reports surfaced that the multimillion-dollar 
animal shelter was allegedly failing to safely 
and humanely care for stray dogs and cats. 
Initially billed as a regional facility that would 
seem more like a pet store than a pound, the 
new shelter now carries the reputation of a 
dirty, disease-infested, last-ditch dungeon for 
strays. Photographs taken by volunteer Lori 
Rogowski, especially one of a dead blue- 
eyed cat in a blue box next to a splotch of 
excrement, have served to reinforce activists’ 
complaints. “I must say that the picture the 
Chronicle ran of that little kitty last week 
[“Dying Alone in Williamson County,” July 6] 
brought tears to the eyes of even us mean ol' 
attorneys," Aleshire said. “I cannot imagine 
the breach of human decency, let alone viola- 
tion of legal responsibilities, that could lead 
someone to let that happen, not once, but 
over and over.” 

The situation turned even stickier last week 
with the abrupt firing of shelter vet tech and 
staff supervisor Kathy Lopez (Abdella), a 

vocal critic of the shelter’s practices. While 
making her rounds at the shelter July 12, 
Lopez said she came across a parvo-infected 
dog languishing in its own waste and vomit. 
She summoned two animal-control officers on 
duty, but no one was able to access the “drug 
drawer" containing euthanasia fluid because 
the locks had been changed. “I was told the 
dog should have been euthanized yesterday,” 
Lopez recalled of the incident. “It was inhu- 
mane.” Not only that, Lopez said she saw as 
many as 19 cages that were piling up in the 
un-air-conditioned sally port - an area where 
impounded animals are dropped off - two 
times the recommended number of sick ani- 
mals in quarantine. 

When volunteer Rogowski called WilCo Capt. 
Richard Blake to report the dog's illness, 
along with overall conditions at the shelter, he 
told her he could not take any more of her 
“hysterical calls," Rogowski said. Tempers 


boiled over around midday, Lopez said, when 
interim director Boehm chastised her about 
working too many hours. “I’ve never gotten 
mad at her, but we told her I wouldn’t have to 
be doing this if we hadn’t become fucking ani- 
mal hoarders,” she said. It was shortly after 
that discussion, Lopez continued, when Boehm 
confiscated her keys, security card, and badge 
and escorted her out of the building. 

Lopez said she called 911 later that after- 
noon to report the worsening conditions at 
the shelter, and within the hour, Capt. Shawn 
Newsom, a brother of shelter worker Jack 
Shannon Newsom, called her and reportedly 
insisted his officers had seen no evidence of 
cruelty or neglect. 

Aleshire believes serious conflicts of inter- 
est are clouding the county's ability to investi- 
gate and resolve the shelter's problems. For 
one, Boehm is the niece of former County 
Commissioner Frankie Limmer (who was no 
stranger to conflict-of-interest charges during 
his tenure), and Newsom’s phone call to 
Lopez may have compounded the nepotism 
conflicts, Aleshire said. “Having Captain 
Newsom directly involved in the investigation 
of the shelter is an obvious conflict of inter- 
est, considering that his brother works there," 
he said. 

It should also be noted that Lopez was fired 
two days after a July 14 Statesman story quot- 
ed her saying she feared that mass euthana- 
sia would soon be the county's only recourse. 
Lopez said she received no advanced warning 
that her job was in jeopardy, although in a 
memo given to her at the time of her dismiss- 
al, Boehm stated Lopez was fired because she 
had “created a disruption in the workplace as 
well as a hostile environment for me.” 

“1 wish those animal-control officers would 
come forward and tell what they see,” Lopez 
said. “But they're probably afraid.” (Shelter 
officials could not be reached at press time 
because the shelter’s voice mailbox was full.) 


If that's the case, such punitive measures 
are doing nothing to stem the tide of lost or 
unwanted animals pouring into the shelter by 
the day. According to eyewitnesses, including 
Lopez, cages are routinely stacked in the un- 
air-conditioned sally port, hallways, offices, 
and bathrooms. Sick and healthy animals have 
more than nose-to-nose contact - they practi- 
cally live on top of one another. According to 
Rogowski and others, coughing cats with 
noses dripping green puss sit in glass cages 
on view for potential adopters, but go ignored 
by officials passing by. Moreover, they say, 
dogs sleep in the same cramped crates where 
they relieve themselves, which is altogether 
contrary to the nature of canines. Some dogs 
may go “cage crazy,” becoming vicious enough 
to “bite your face,” Lopez said. 

It’s uncertain how county and city officials 
will move toward resolving the controversy. At a 
July 12 meeting of the Round Rock City 
Council, Assistant City Manager David Kautz 
admitted the facility had a “rough beginning" 
marked by “instability” but that the problems 
are “solvable.” Meanwhile, the prevailing ten- 
dency is to publicly fault former shelter director 
Sobel, while heaping praise on interim director 
Boehm. At last week's council meeting, for 
example, Council Member Joe Clifford took a 
verbal swipe at Sobel, claiming she was slow 
to get the facility up and running. 

“It is amazing that no one involved in this 
project has any knowledge or experience in 
shelter management," Sobel told the Chronicle, 
possibly pinpointing a more plausible reason 
for the shelter fiasco. Nevertheless, at last 
week’s council meeting, officials announced 
their intention to conduct a “nationwide 
search" to hire the “best pro” in the country to 
take the reins of the shelter. But with all the 
bad publicity, it’s questionable whether even 
the “best pro” would want to accept the job. 
Maybe the county will just have to hire another 
family member. - Patricia J. Ruland 
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Anthony Graves Update: Defense team shot down again 


When it comes to the retrial of death row 
inmate Anthony Graves, Burleson Co. 

District Judge Reva Towslee-Corbett appar- 
ently doesn't feel the need to comply with the 
5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals or, for 
that matter, with the opinion of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. Perhaps Justice Antonin 
Scalia simply isn’t conservative enough for 
the Texas judge. Or maybe Towslee-Corbett is 
- dare we say it? - completely biased against 
Graves. Considering the latest ruling she’s 
made in Graves’ case, it would seem that one 
or the other - if not both - must be true. 

On July 12, Towslee-Corbett denied a 
motion by Graves’ defense team, ruling that 
special prosecutor Patrick Batchelor may 
use the recanted - and likely perjured - testi- 
mony of Robert Carter, who fingered Graves 
as his accomplice in the 1992 multiple mur- 
der of Bobbie Joyce Davis, her daughter, 
and four grandchildren in Somerville. Carter, 
who was convicted of the crime, later recant- 
ed, saying Graves was not involved in the gris- 
ly murders - a recantation he repeatedly reit- 
erated, including in his final statement before 
being executed in 2000. 

“Anthony Graves had nothing to do with it,” 
said Carter from the Texas death chamber. “I 
lied on him in court.” 

And although the veracity of Carter’s trial 
testimony, implicating Graves in the crime, 
was at the heart of the 5th Circuit’s decision 


to overturn Graves’ conviction and death sen- 
tence last year, Towslee-Corbett last week 
ruled - without any explanation - that she will 
allow the state to use a transcript of the dead 
man’s questionable testimony as evidence in 
Graves' upcoming retrial. (Although originally 
scheduled to begin Aug. 10, Graves’ new trial 
has been postponed until sometime this fall.) 

Towslee-Corbett’s decision stunned Graves’ 
defense team - the ruling is “just clearly erro- 
neous, and we don’t know how she reached 
this decision,” says David Mullin, one of 
three attorneys working to finally exonerate 
Graves. Mullin is flummoxed: He doesn’t 
understand how the 5th Circuit could rule that 
Carter had “given perjured testimony, and 
then [Towslee-Corbett] says, ‘Oh, yes, we’ll let 
that [testimony] back in,”’ Mullin muses. 

In overturning Graves’ conviction, the feder- 
al appeals court found, in part, that the night 
before Carter testified against Graves, Carter 
told prosecutors he’d acted alone and that 
Graves was innocent. The state failed to pro- 
vide that information to Graves’ defense and 
instead threatened to prosecute Carter’s wife 
as a party to the murders. Allowing the tran- 
script of Carter’s questionable testimony to be 
used in Graves’ retrial is akin to declaring the 
5th Circuit’s decision was wrong, Mullin said. 

Additionally, Towslee-Corbett’s bizarre deci- 
sion directly contradicts the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s 2004 ruling (in a case styled 


Crawford v. Washington), written by conser- 
vative Justice Scalia, reaffirming that the 
direct confrontation of witnesses is the only 
way to satisfy the Sixth Amendment. Scalia’s 
opinion in that case tossed out a patchwork 
of exceptions that allowed prosecutors to 
legally introduce as evidence at trial the testi- 
mony of witnesses that, for one reason or 
another, are not available to testify - like, say, 
when the “witness” is dead, as is the case 
with Carter - thus allowing their “testimony" 
to remain unchallenged by the defense. (The 
Supremes’ Crawford decision was also the 
basis for the appellate courts’ overturning the 
convictions of Robert Springsteen and 
Michael Scott, who were charged with mur- 
der in connection with Austin’s infamous 
1991 yogurt-shop slayings.) “I don’t know’’ 
what Towslee-Corbett was thinking, Mullin 
says, and “there is no decent explanation for 
what she did." 

At press time, a change-of-venue motion 
filed by Graves’ attorneys was still pending - 
given Towslee-Corbett’s rulings to date (includ- 
ing the imposition of a gag order that was 
more like a death grip stranglehold on Graves 
and his defenders and which was ultimately 
tossed out by the Waco appeals court), it 
seems unlikely she’ll grant the request. 

Graves’ case is scheduled for a pretrial 
hearing on July 31 in Caldwell Co.

Warren's Woes: FLDS honcho's legal troubles mounting 


Polygamist prophet Warren Jeffs, leader of the Mormon breakaway 
sect the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, who is in a Utah prison awaiting trial on a charge of rape-as-ac- 
complice, has been served with two new arrest warrants from Arizona, 
charging him with additional felony counts related to his allegedly 
conducting polygamist marriages between teen girls and older, 
married men. 

Jeffs, once an FBI Most Wanted poster boy, was 
arrested last August outside Las Vegas, bringing to 
a close his life on the lam, dodging arrest in Utah 
and Arizona, as well as a federal charge of unlawful 
flight to avoid prosecution. Since then, Jeffs’ home 
has been the aptly named Purgatory Correc- 
tional Facility in Washington Co., Utah, where he 
faces a felony charge of aiding in the eventual rape 
of a 14-year-old girl forced to marry her 19-year-old 
cousin in a ceremony over which Jeffs presided. 

Jeffs has challenged the charge, arguing through his 
attorneys that the state lacks enough evidence to 
prosecute the case and, alternately, that his prosecu- 
tion should be barred because the definition of “entice- 
ment" in Utah law is unconstitutionally vague. Trial 
Judge James Shumate disagreed, and on July 6, 
the Utah Supreme Court denied Jeffs’ appeals. 



Jeffs received more bad news on July 12, when he was served with 
two new arrest warrants issued by Arizona officials, charging him with 
eight new felony counts in connection with two new cases involving 
marriages he allegedly performed, uniting two teenage girls with two 
men over 50 - in both cases, the men are so closely related to their 
teen brides the unions also constitute incest. Jeffs is facing four felony 
charges in connection with both alleged marriages he performed 
- including two counts each for being an accomplice to unlaw- 
ful sexual conduct with a minor and being an accomplice to 
incest, reports The Sait Lake Tribune. The daily also reports 
that Mohave Co., Ariz., officials allege both marriages took 
place in the FLDS stronghold of Colorado City, Ariz. (To- 
gether with Hilldale, Utah, just across the state line with 
Colorado City, the twin towns are commonly referred to 
as Short Creek, an isolated municipality inhabited almost 
exclusively by fundamentalist Mormons for nearly 100 
years.) Arizona officials are preparing to prosecute the two 
new cases against Jeffs as soon as his Utah trial - slated 
to begin Sept. 10 - is over. In the meantime, the Tribune 
reports, both women described in the new charges remain in 
protective custody; at press time, no charges had been filed 
against either of their middle-aged husbands. - Jordan Smith

Austin Boards 
Biofuel Bandwagon 

By early 2008, the city of Austin will begin running 
many of its fleet vehicles on veggie-based biofuels. In 
recent years, as bio-diesel and ethanol have become 
more widely available, many an Austinite has inquired 
whether the city's ecologically savvy leadership would 
consider employing biofuels - not only as a means to 
cut pollution but to diminish dependence on foreign oil. 

The wheels of progress have indeed been steadily turn- 
ing within the city, and now, as departments citywide 
work to implement the ambitious Austin Climate 
Protection Plan (enacted by City Council in February), 
biofuels are being sought as an immediate means to 
reduce the municipal fleet’s climate-changing carbon- 
dioxide footprint, in pursuit if the plan’s ultimate goal 
of a carbon-neutral fleet by 2020. 

City sustainability officer Fred Blood explained that 
Austin can offset carbon output from its electricity use 
by buying renewable energy like West Texas wind 
power, but the only way to cut carbon from vehicle 
fuels is to transition to biomass. “Carbon from the 
exhaust isn’t fossil carbon; you’re not digging up carbon fixed 
millions of years ago," said Blood, adding that using bio-die- 
sel and ethanol, followed by allowing the city to focus on con- 
servation and not simply displacement, are the quickest and 
easiest ways to cut carbon before more electric and plug-in 
hybrids become available. 

The city plans to have all of its diesel vehicles, including 
those operated by Austin Independent School District and 
Capital Metro, running on B20, a blend of 80% low-emis- 
sions diesel (already specially formulated to reduce smog) and 
20% bio-diesel, which can be made from virgin or recycled veg- 


etable oils like soy or cottonseed and is chemically processed 
to run in unmodified diesel engines. The city of Dallas began 
using B20 in April. The city's current fuel-supply contract 
expires in January, according to fleet officer Tom Wieczorek, 
and the new supplier will begin bringing in B20 by February. 
Wieczorek said Austin looked to Las Vegas, whose fleet has 
been using alternative fuels, including bio-diesel, for five 
years, as has Denton, which supplies itself with bio-diesel for 
B20 blending from its own bio-diesel plant, built in 2005 atop 
a decommissioned landfill and powered by belched methane 
gas. Wieczorek said Austin officials have considered mimick- 
ing the concept but first need to implement the fuel to begin 


with. Asked about higher bio-diesel blending, such as 
Blood's stated desire to use B80, Wieczorek said he's 
still in search of guarantees that higher blends won’t 
affect engine longevity. 

Wieczorek says ethanol implementation is more 
complex, as ethanol requires separate fuel storage 
since only so-called flex-fuel vehicles can run on E85, 
ethanol’s typical incarnation: a blend of 15% gasoline 
and 85% ethanol, often made from corn or sorghum 
grass in the U.S. Many cities on the 1-35 corridor 
already use up to 10% ethanol in gas to cut smog 
emissions. Corn-based ethanol takes a regular beating 
from critics for its historically low energy-yield ratio 
(taking nearly as much energy to make as it contains), 
for relying on an already heavily subsidized crop, and 
for diminished fuel economy compared to gas. But 
recent announcements are encouraging, like Georgia’s 
permitting of a cellulosic ethanol plant, which will 
make fuel from formerly unutilized logging scraps, in 
addition to a newly operational, closed-loop corn etha- 
nol plant located on a large cattle feedlot in Nebraska 
that’s powered by cow manure and facility byproducts, 
making ethanol from the sugars extracted from live- 
stock-grade corn, which is then fed to the farm’s cat- 
tle. The latter plant boasts an impressive 46-1 energy- 
yield ratio, while cellulosic ethanol holds the potential for mak- 
ing fuel from all kinds of waste vegetation (think yard waste, 
seaweed, etc.). Wieczorek says Austin will have up to 300 flex- 
fuel vehicles by the end of 2008, including pickups and police 
cars, and that he’ll be buying exclusively alternative-fuel-com- 
patible vehicles from now on. 

While few energy-watchers look to biofuels as the climate- 
change or oil-independence panacea, more governments and 
individuals are seeing the increasingly abundant fuels as a 
way to reform the pollution and oil-addiction ills perpetuated by 
the vehicles on which our cities must depend. - Daniel Mottola

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Solar Car Race Enlightens, 
Enriches Students 


Here’s an idea: If high school-aged kids want to drive around, make them design and build 
their own solar-powered cars. 

Well, that's exactly what about 100 kids from around the country did - albeit for educational, 
not cruising, purposes - and on Monday they departed from Dell headquarters in Round Rock 
for a nearly 2,000-mile race through eight states, ending up in Newburgh, N.Y. The sunshine- 
fueled motoring is part of the 12th annual Dell-Winston School Solar Car Challenge, 

designed to give teams of teens hands-on experience in the science, engineering, and technol- 
ogy fields; build teamwork and communication skills; and foster interest in alternative energy 
and environmental responsibility. Race director Lehman Marks, a 40-year veteran science edu- 
cator, who teaches at The Winston School in Dallas, said the event presents an invaluable 
opportunity to immerse students - including the occasional scientifically apathetic pupil - in 
the learning experience of a lifetime. While many racers have engineering careers in mind, oth- 
ers indicated they signed on to the solar challenge because, as extracurriculars go, it beats the 
shit out of drama club. 

Much more than a science class on wheels, the challenge provides ample opportunity for 
cheap thrills. Members of Team Sundancer, students at Houston Vocational Center in 

Houston, Miss., grinningly recalled betting a Memphis cop that they could break 70 mph and 
winning. They said they’ve reached 78 mph in their vehicle, which looks more like a small plane 
than a car. Most cars expect to average about 40 mph during the race; the team that racks up 
the most miles wins. 

Sundancer is the car to beat, having won its division the past seven consecutive years. Team 
member Lance Whitworth said he hopes to pursue an electrical engineering career at 
Mississippi State University and subsequently apply his high tech experience to the auto indus- 
try. Another team member said that, aside from high school football, the race team is about all 
its town of about 4,000 has going for it and said the community plays a crucial role in support- 
ing the crew - both financially and emotionally. Among other things, when Team Sundancer 
returns to town, members are treated to a parade, complete with an Elvis impersonator. 

Soft-spoken Tia Anderson, captain of Team Tushka Hash! Ill (or Sun Warrior), described 
her involvement in the challenge as “one of those things you try out, to see what you want to 
do in the future." Her team, hailing from Choctaw Central High School in Choctaw, Miss., is 
composed entirely of Native Americans. Team members think their newly built, supersleek, car- 
bon-fiber-bodied Sun Warrior car can dethrone Sundancer. Regardless, the competition is a win- 
win: souping up young folks' enthusiasm for renewable energy, as well as careers in the sci- 
ence and engineering fields, both of which are strongly needed in upcoming generations. For 
more, see www.winstonsolar.org/challenge.

“What's so patriotic about making false accusations of mass murder ?" 
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Mr. Dubose Goes to Washington - Part Time 


"Haven’t you guys got anything better to do over there?” 
laughs Lou Dubose, a bit mystified that the Chronicle would 
find him worthy of a story. That’s typical Dubose - self-effacing 
and dubious that the spotlight should even briefly move from 
his journalistic subjects onto himself. But after six books in 
seven years about the corrupt administration of George W. 
Bush - including three co-written with the late, legendary 
Molly Ivins - the former Texas Observer editor must admit 
that he is at least a minor media celebrity in Austin. And he 
caught our interest again precisely because that celebrity has 
reached beyond Austin - specifically, to The Washington 
Spectator , a biweekly national politics newsletter where he 
has been hired on as editor, a couple of months ago. 

It’s a job that, despite the implications of the publication’s 
name, won’t require too much of a change in Dubose's life. 
First off, the Spectator’s website says, "Since 1974, our feisty 
bi-weekly bulletin has given independent-minded readers 
behind-the-scenes insight into significant news that is ignored 
by the corporate media” - in other words, what Dubose (who 
also had a brief stint as the Chronicle’s news editor) has been 
doing for most of his journalistic career. 

Secondly, he intends to do some of his spectating from out- 
side the Beltway. “I think I’m going to spend some time in 
Washington," he says, adding, “I'll continue to live here [in Austin], 
But I’ll probably spend a week or two weeks a month in D.C. At 
this point, we're not really sure what we want to do with the news- 
letter. ... Clearly, I will never be a deeply sourced Washington 
reporter, and I know that. So that's not what we’re looking for.” 

Instead, the Spectator - which is published by The Nation 
veteran Kevin Walter, funded by the Public Concern 
Foundation, and headed by foundation President Hamilton 
Fish - wants more of what Dubose delivered in 
Bushwhacked: Life in George W. Bush's America, which he 
co-wrote with Ivins (Random House, 2003). “The conceit that 
informed it was looking at public policy, but how it actually 
sort of hit people on the head, or impacted people. So rather 
than writing policy-oriented stories from Washington, I’m going 


out, traveling around a bit - extensively, actually, with 
Bushwhacked - and doing dateline pieces, extensive pieces 
on what actually happens to people when, particularly, the 


Bush administration’s public policy is inflicted on them. ... 
We’re looking for a mix of sort of capital Washington coverage 
and datelined coverage from around the nation.” 

At the same time, those frequent trips to Washington com- 
fort Publisher Walter that the magazine can still stay true to its 
mission. “I had misgivings about having an editor who was not 
in Washington," Walter says. “The history of the newsletter 
going back to 1974 has been that our full-time editor has been 
in D.C. or suburban D.C. But Lou right off the bat said he 
didn’t think he could do the job unless he spent a consider- 
able amount of time in Washington, so I knew we were on the 
same wavelength in that regard. And the fact is, Lou's going to 
wear out a lot more shoe leather than any editor we’ve ever 
had. We may have had somebody perched in suburban D.C. all 
those years, but I think Lou’s going to do a lot more active 
reporting and working his contacts than we’re used to.” 

That’s obviously going to require substantial overhead - not 
something lefty political mags, especially small newsletters, 
can usually afford. But remarkably, the Spectator - which is 
only about four pages per print issue - has attracted an 
impressive 85,000 subscribers, which, combined with some 
fundraisers, has made the publication a self-sustaining “tidy 
little revenue engine,” according to Walter. (That will be quite a 
change from the Observer, where Dubose and current 
Chronicle News Editor Michael King co-edited a magazine 
held together in the 1990s with folksinger fundraisers, liberal 
donors, and spare change - although recent foundation sup- 
port has made it more sustainable.) 

The Spectator found Dubose about 2 V 2 months ago, thanks 
to a recommendation from Bernard Rapoport, the Waco phi- 
lanthropist who kept the Observer afloat during those lean 
years. After the death of previous Spectator Editor Benjamin 
A. Franklin in 2005, Walter engaged in a “meandering” 
search for a replacement. 

“It’s a quirky job,” Walter says. “When you’re editing The 
Washington Spectator, it means you’re the editor and writer all 
rolled into one. What attracted us to Lou were his skills as an 


editor, but also his hard-nosed background as a reporter. A 
guy who can write, who can wield a dangerous pen. That’s a 
rare skill and something that we wanted to bring here. 



“Obviously, another attractive thing was his unique perspec- 
tive on this gang of Texas politicians, which is currently in cen- 
ter stage. We saw ourselves in a good situation here for the 
next couple of years to really make some noise and thought 
Lou could be the guy to do that." 

Will the new job mean an end to book writing? 

“It's possible to do both,” Dubose says. However, “I think 
I’ve written too many books, to tell you the truth. I mean, i 
think I’ve been writing too fast on books and would like to 
slow down a bit, and this provides the opportunity to probably 
do both, but I’m not particularly interested in doing a book at 
the moment.” (One more Bush book co-written with Ivins - Bill 
of Wrongs - is due in October from Random House.) 

Dubose insists the death of his longtime collaborator Ivins 
was not a factor in the change. “Not at all,” he says. “It was 
an enormous loss, but I still intend to write books. But you 
know, six books since 2000 is a bit faster than one should 
go. I’d like to take my time on a couple more books, but not 
such a treadmill.” - Lee Nichols

Same Old Song for Texas GOP 



After a handful of presidential-hopeful 
fundraisers and a few exploratory commit- 
tees, Texas Republicans have formally 
kicked off their 2008 election campaign. 
Anyone expecting policy changes would be 
disappointed, because at Monday’s launch 
of Victory 2008, it quickly became clear: 
same old message, same old faces. The 
campaign, Gov. Rick Perry told the assem- 
bled crowd of media and party operatives at 
the Omni Downtown, will concentrate on 
core conservative values and core conserva- 
tive voters. 

Flanked by U.S. Sen. John Cornyn and 
Republican Party of Texas Chair Tina Benkiser, 
Perry announced that his former secretary of 
state, Roger Williams, would serve as the 
Victory campaign chair. This puts Williams, 
who resigned as the state's chief elections 
officer on July 1, back into his true calling of 


campaign fundraiser. Prior to becoming Perry’s 
secretary of state, the Weatherford car-dealer- 
ship owner served as a senior fundraiser and 
organizer on every Bush campaign since 
1994, state finance chair for Cornyn in 2002, 
and chair of the Republican National 
Committee’s big-donor-baiting Eagles program. 
Williams also has political ambitions of his 
own and is mentioned as a potential candi- 
date for governor or U.S. Senate in 2010. 

At Monday’s press event, the governor, the 
senator, and the fundraiser each launched into 
campaign talking points. Perry stressed that 
property taxes were down and “frivolous” law- 
suits were on the decline. Williams talked up 
the free-market approach and credited “com- 
monsense taxes” for the state’s success in 
attracting new business and new residents. 
Cornyn talked about sparking a national 
debate and how Texas Republicans would 


never become Beltway insiders. Yet it’s clear 
that the ride to 2008 will require much more 
than talking points. Williams called this a criti- 
cal year for Republicans in Texas, with GOP- 
held slots on the Texas Supreme Court and 
the Railroad Commission, as well as Cornyn’s 
own seat, heading to the ballot box. Cornyn, 
with two Democratic opponents on his tail, 
admitted that in recent years Texas had been 
a low RNC priority in terms of time and money, 
because the state was considered safe territo- 
ry. But that is no longer the case. Cornyn him- 
self has become a political liability because of 
his vocal resistance to an immigration-reform 
plank favored by President Bush. There was 
also a snub or a major faux pas when 
Williams told the assembled media and party 
operatives that there is “not a Republican 
Texan on the [presidential] ballot” - something 
that would probably come as a great surprise 
to Texan Republican presidential hopeful and 
U.S. Rep. Ron Paul. - Richard Whittaker

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Queen Lo-La Facing RV Park Exile 


Unless reason returns to the Royal Palms trailer court by 
Saturday, July 21, Queen Lo-La will be looking for a new estate. 

Like her popular Eastside restaurant, Nubian Queen Lo-La's 
Cajun Soulfood Kitchen, Lozina E. Stephens’ new recreational 
vehicle is dark, cool, and comfortable, done up tastefully in 
burgundy and purple crushed velvet, with recorded gospel 
music in the air. It is remarkably tidy for its small size, espe- 
cially given that it houses not only Stephens but also her two 
teenage daughters and a small dog. The level of order 
Stephens and her girls maintain is artful: Just beyond the 
houseplants that serve as dividers between the sitting area 
and the kitchen, bags of potato chips are carefully displayed 
on a built-in rack on the counter. Outside, the garden is just as 
tidy, with windmills and other colorful trinkets sprucing up the 
rented lot at the Royal Palms Manufactured Home and RV 
Community, at Ben White Boulevard and Highway 183, where 
the RV has been parked for less than two months. Fourteen- 
year-old Lisa recently personalized the home with a carefully 
executed present to her mom: She painted the trim, hitch, and 
door of the off-white home in Stephens’ signature color, purple. 

Two weeks later, Stephens received a phone call at the 
Cajun Kitchen. It was her daughter saying that Royal Palms’ 
manager Darshan Jani had just knocked on the door to 
inform the family that the paint job was unsuitable. Stephens 
called him to see what was up. “He said that he wasn’t going 
to have Queen Lo-La and her colors,” she explained, exasper- 
ated. “He said one of us was going to have to go.” Stephens 
refused, explaining that she hadn’t received any park rules dic- 
tating her color choices. A quick drive around Royal Palms 
finds homes painted all manner of colors in varying combina- 
tions: gold, red, teal, brown, yellow, orange, mint green, baby 
blue, navy, and now, with Stephens’ RV, purple. 

Royal Palms' owner, Sidney E. Lanier, says that Stephens 
was never formally asked to leave but that Jani did post a 
notice on her door informing her that while Royal Palms appre- 
ciates the efforts she has made to improve her home and lot,

she needs to paint her RV by July 21 because the current 
paint job does not comply with community rules. Stephens 
maintains she hadn’t been informed of this rule when she 
signed the agreement; Lanier explained that the rules present- 
ed to her were abridged. 


For Stephens, this was the last straw. Within her first month 
at Royal Palms, she was cited for breaking other rules: first, 
keeping a plastic set of drawers outside her RV to hold her 
gardening tools; she removed the drawers. Also in the first 
month, she says her donated sport utility vehicle was towed 
for what Stephens says was a bit of her tire poking out onto 
Palma Circle Drive, a parking violation. Stephens says she had 
to pay $200 to get it out of hock. 

This RV is Stephens’s first home in a while: She was 
homeless for 2Vi years after being flooded out of a trailer 
community on Johnny Morris Road, where she had lived for 
12 years. Stephens says she "hid like a mouse” in her res- 
taurant with her children. During that time, she rode her bicy- 
cle around town, searching in the ditches and under houses 
for others without homes, letting them know that she hosted 
free meals in her restaurant’s back yard every Sunday. She 
also hosted fundraisers for Katrina refugees, giving all the 
money raised directly to those displaced. Her good works 
have not gone unnoticed; she has received gifts small and 
large: community recognition, anonymous donations of money 
and food, her SUV, and, most recently, her RV, donated to her 
by people she calls the “flying angels” of Westlake Hills 
Presbyterian Church. 

“I'm not going to paint this RV, because I’m not going to 
compromise,” Stephens insisted. “When somebody gets so 
worked up over a color, believe me, it’s not going to end at a 
trailer. Next thing, he’ll be asking you to change the color of 
your skin, change the color of your car, change the color of 
your hair.” 

“This has nothing to do with color anymore; it has to do with 
someone who draws all these forces together to get her way,” 
said Lanier. “Now that she is trying to mobilize all these forc- 
es, there is no resolution. We are not trying to be unreason- 
able, and we can’t deal with unreasonable people.” 

Reason hasn't played a major role in this situation yet - it 
was certainly out of town when Jani and Stephens met to talk 
the matter over. According to Stephens, when she arrived at 
the Royal Palms management office with the church members 
who had given her the RV, Jani “screamed” at the others to 
“get out,” refusing to let them accompany her into the office. 
Once inside the office, Jani says Stephens became the aggres- 
sor. According to Lanier (who was not present), “Lo-La came 
into the office and was inflammatory. She was unwilling to dis- 
cuss the situation in an acceptable manner.” Stephens admits 
that she symbolically drew a line with "the Blood of the Lamb 
in the name of Jesus Christ” between herself and Jani as pro- 
tection from his “evil” - a religious gesture that Jani interpret- 
ed as aggressive. Stephens says Jani is misrepresenting their 
conversation. “I have yet to yell about this, and I promise I 
won’t,” Stephens insists. "I didn’t go in there violently.” 

Stephens has the support of her immediate neighbors in 
Royal Palms, 29 of whom signed a petition asking Lanier to 
“personally reconsider the eviction notice that has been 
issued to Lo-La. We appreciate and enjoy the improvements 



that Lo-La has made to her home and yard. Her flowers, 
plants, whimsical frogs, and bright, cheerful lavender accents 
... add a vibrant, cheerful atmosphere to our neighborhood.” 

Lanier plans to write the neighbors and explain his position. 
“I don’t think the petitioners know how she behaved,” he said. 
He also points out that the term “eviction” does not legally 
apply to this situation. “We are not obligated beyond what our 
residents pay for up front. It’s more like a motel: You pay for 
four days; you stay for four days.” Stephens’ rent is paid 
through Aug. 4; if the matter is not resolved by then, she’ll 
have to leave. 

Angel Kalinec, who has lived in Royal Palms for 14 years 
and under two previous managers, says the current manager's 
style is oppressive and likens the new atmosphere to a prison. 
“He’s a little dictator,” she says of Jani. “I think it's time that 
Mr. Lanier re-evaluate his management.” 

But for Lanier, it's Stephens’ rabble-rousing that isn’t welcome 
at Royal Palms. “I don’t need somebody who makes World War 
III out of something like this,” he explains. “Who knows how 
she’ll respond if a larger issue arises?” - Diana Welch

@ Chronic: Slusher Speaks 

In the fallout over Toby Futrell’s 2002 staffing of a specially created 
Austin Energy position with her brother-in-law, a name familiar to longtime 
council hounds has been brought up for comparison: Daryl Slusher, a for- 
mer Austin Chronicle Politics editor and City Council member. In the article 
disclosing the quasi-nepotistic hire, and the subsequent editorial admonish- 
ing Futrell, the Austin American-Statesman notes Slusher's 2007 hire by 
Futrell as illustrative of the city manager's ability to both create a new posi- 
tion and fill it with a hand-picked candidate - in this case, Slusher, then 
working on Austin Energy’s Plug-in Partners hybrid-vehicle campaign, went 
on to become assistant director of environmental affairs and conservation 
at the water utility. An unmentioned but implicit subtext is that Slusher’s 
employ under Futrell is a role reversal from the days when Futrell was under 
Slusher’s council direction - raising questions of whether Slusher is benefit- 
ing from a revolving-door arrangement of 
sorts. So we asked him. 

“I knew the Statesman would bring it up, 
but it’s a legitimate question [they] ask; it 
was in the first article they did when I got 
the job. It’s still a legit question. I expected that kind of thing to happen - 
that’s fine,” Slusher says. “I thought about all that stuff before I took the 
job. I talked to Toby about it, pointed it out [to her], thought all that 
through. I came to the decision that I was very well suited to the job; it’s a 
continuation of what I’ve been doing most of my adult life: working to pro- 
tect the environment," he continues. “It allows me to keep working [where 
I’m most effective] - I balanced all that out and decided to keep the job.” 

While saying he feels the Statesman treated him fairly in his time on the 
council, he wonders if the attention from the daily is overdue payback from 
his Chronicle days, when he would mercilessly needle then-Statesman 
Editor Roger Kintzel for his conflict of interest. “I would repeat that over 
and over again in my columns: ‘Did I mention that Roger Kintzel is chair- 
man of both the Austin Chamber of Commerce and publisher of the 
Statesman?' That’s a pretty serious conflict of interest.” - Wells Dunbar

COUNTRY OF ORIGIN LABELING 

Those steaks, veggies, and other foods you 
buy at the supermarket - where do they 
come from? 

Most consumers assume that since the 
USA is the greatest food producer in the 
world, all of these staples come out of 
America’s own, good soil. But chances are 
they come from China, Eastern Europe, or 
other countries where U.S. processors and 
supermarkets can get food on the cheap. 

With the recent exposes of contaminated 
foods from China, however, we’re learning 
that “cheap" imports can come at a heavy 
price for consumers. Shouldn’t there be a law 
to label meats and produce, so we shoppers 
can know from where we’re buying? 

There is! It's called Country of Origin 
Labeling, and it was passed five years ago. 
Don’t bother checking your supermarket 
labels, though, because corporate lobbyists 
and the Bushites have quietly prevented the 
implementation of COOL. 

Lobbying groups like the American Meat 
Institute don’t want consumers knowing that 
much of the meat its corporate members sell 
is not American at all. The conglomerate food 
processors and such giant retailers as Wal- 
Mart also don’t want us to know that they’re 
filling their packages and shelves with stuff 
from places with little food-safety regulation. 
So they’ve pumped campaign money into the 
pockets of Congress critters to get them to 
stall the law. For example, Rep. Henry Bonilla, 
who was key to sidetracking COOL, took more 
than $368,000 from the meat industry alone. 

The food importers also stacked Bush’s 
Agriculture Department with their own hench- 
men. One beef industry-trade group, for exam- 
ple, put three of its former executives in top 
Agriculture Department slots - including the 
deputy undersecretary, who would have over- 
seen the labeling program.

PUNISHMENT' DOCTRINE 

“There’s leaks in the executive branch,” 
George W. declared four years ago when CIA 
Agent Valerie Plame’s identity was illegally 
disclosed.

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Streetcar Desires 

The Austin streetcar has a consensus - 


it could use a few champions 



The Portland, Ore., streetcar line opened in 2001. Initially a tough sell, the system has proved 
popular with riders beyond expectations and an economic engine of nearby development. 

After an initial cost of $57 million, the system has helped produce nearly $3 billion in new 
development, including 7,200 housing units (25% designated affordable). The line has spurred 
compact, high-density, mixed-use projects in what had been an urban-renewal district. 


What will it take to get a streetcar system up 
and running in Austin? 

Within that perplexing query are two inter- 
related questions - one about financing, the 
other about political coalition-building and 
regional partnering. Both are bigger than the 
streetcar project itself. As Central Texas slouch- 
es toward a regional vision to be born - for 
transportation, land-use planning, and the 
environment - big-picture solutions increas- 
ingly will demand complex partnering and 
financial co-investments among multiple enti- 
ties. Intergovernmental and public-private col- 
laboration on regional transit requires everyone 
to join hands, sing the Envision Central Texas 
“Kumbaya,” and pony up multimillions of dol- 
lars. What better place to practice than on a 
small streetcar system? 

“Paying for the streetcar is a microcosm of 
the larger financial dance that’s going to con- 
tinue to happen, and that will get harder and 
harder,” says Glenn Gadbois of local nonprofit 
Alliance for Public Transportation. 

“Solving circulator transit Downtown - call 
it a trolley or a streetcar - is a microcosm for 
the larger issues we face at Capital Metro and 
CAMPO [Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization],” Sen. Kirk Watson echoed. “If we 
can’t solve it here, how are we going to solve the 
whole, much larger regional transit issues?” 

To kick-start a serious financial conversation 

- timely for a number of reasons - Capital Metro 
commissioned the Austin Streetcar Financing 
Study. The regional transit authority had con- 
cluded from its own long-range planning that 
1) circulator transit for Central Austin - for 
example, a streetcar system - is critically needed 
and broadly desired and 2) Cap Metro can’t pay 
for it. So the transit authority proposes forming 
an investment club. Invited in as charter mem- 
bers - at a test-case $25 million to $80 million 
a pop - are the city of Austin, Travis County, the 
state of Texas, the University of Texas, Austin 
Independent School District (as a tax-revenue 
gainer, not a giver), and the private sector. The 
final financing study report, delivered in May by 
engineering consultant HDR/WHM - and first 
publicly released by Cap Metro for this article 

- presents “the basis for discussion among eco- 
nomic stakeholders at the local level in forming 
a partnership to invest in the project.” (For the 
full study, see this story at austinchronicle.com.) 

Unclear is whether the stakeholders named are 
ready to partner, how to strategically approach 
such a high-stakes negotiation, and who should 
lead it. But there’s clearly an upswelling of heat 
and desire to get a deal brokered. 

“I feel confident that people are starting to 
say, ‘This makes sense! How do we pay for 
it?”’ said streetcar advocate Wade Cooper, an 
attorney with Jackson Walker. “This is a once- 
in-a-generation opportunity. The consensus is 
out there. So we ought to find a way to do it.” 
“Does there need to be a champion that steps 
forward to do this?” asked liveable City Chair

Mark Yznaga. “In most communities, that’s 
what it’s taken.” Indeed, numerous advocates 
and stakeholders interviewed for this article 
wished they could rub a magic lantern and have 
a streetcar genie emerge. The right coordinating 
champion could organize a strike team, with 
one authorized agent representing each investor 
group, to hammer out a co-financing consensus.

Streetcar Politics 

The May emergence of the Austin Streetcar 
Financing Study coincides nicely with other 
recent forces pushing the long-stalled streetcar 
project to roll again. The MetroRail Red Line 
will deliver the first suburban rail commuters 
to Downtown in 2008, where they’ll need “last 
mile” transit to get to work. ROMA Design 
Group’s initial recommendations for the solve-it- 
all Downtown Austin Plan are due by year’s end; 
they will highlight a need for circulator transit. 

Cap Metro knows a streetcar project can’t 
leave the station without political support and 
financial partnership from the city of Austin. 
For starters, Austin voters must give Cap Metro 
the authority to proceed. (While not formally 
adopted by Cap Metro’s board of directors as 
the “locally preferred alter- 
native” for circulator transit, 
a streetcar system has been 
the technology pursued by 
staff since 2004 and is widely 
supported as the best choice. 

To understand why, see “10 
Reasons to Love a Streetcar,” 
p.29.). Yet for the last year and a half, city sup- 
port for the streetcar has been held political 
hostage by Cap Metro’s persistent labor trou- 
bles. City Council members Lee Leffingwell 
and Brewster McCracken, who represented 
Austin on Cap Metro’s board, would not 
endorse streetcar plans as a tool to motivate 
the transit authority to become more respon- 
sive to the transit union, now back in con- 
tract negotiations. “People just stopped talking 
about it; the labor issues stopped everything, 
and there was no conversation of any sort,” 
Cooper said. 


In March, Cap Metro finally agreed to offer 
labor the terms urged by the city: rights to 
meet-and-confer bargaining and to bargain 
as a unified workforce on the commuter rail 
projects. While those terms still have not been 
accepted by the union - wary of relinquishing 
its right to strike - apparently the offer alone 
freed the hostage; McCracken is enthusiasti- 
cally back at work on the streetcar. (Leffingwell 
still believes it’s unwise to hold a rail election 
without the full support of labor; he resigned 
from the Cap Metro board after only a year and 
was replaced in June by Mike Martinez.) 

“I will be a champion for the streetcar within 
the city of Austin,” pledged McCracken recent- 
ly. “As a member of the Capital Metro board, 
I will also support the streetcar. However, the 
bulk of the energy on the streetcar system 
needs to be in building consensus on the 
financing structure. It’s clear to me that leader- 
ship for creating this consensus on the financ- 
ing structure will rest heavily with the city.” 
Toward that end, McCracken recently has 
been developing proposals for how the city can 
do its part - which Cap Metro’s financing study 
test case floated at $80 million. The sale of the 


decommissioned Green Water Treatment Plant 
Downtown could yield $60 million-70 million 
for the city; all or part could be earmarked as 
a special endowment fund for the streetcar. 
In addition, Austin could dedicate revenues 
from the new underground parking garage 
planned at the site; Portland, Ore., sold bonds 
backed by parking revenues from city-owned 
parking garages to raise $28.5 million for its 
phase one streetcar. McCracken has gotten a 
favorable opinion from city legal that soaring 
“bed tax” funds also could be used, from the 
Austin Convention Center account. Together, 


McCracken thinks those three sources could 
cover the city’s portion of at least a Downtown 
phase one line - with no new taxes. 

Steadfast transit advocate Will Wynn also 
said he’s ready to champion the Downtown 
circulator, “both personally and municipally.” 
The mayor has his own complicated his- 
tory (including labor mediation) with Capital 
Metro, which hasn’t always made best use of 
his proffered political support. But as maestro 
of the Austin Climate Protection Plan, Wynn 
said he “desperately” wants to see Austin and 
its neighbors make fast progress on rail transit. 
“Our inability to come up with good mass- 
transit solutions - including the streetcar - just 
sticks out like a sore thumb,” he said, shortly 
after returning from the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors. “Effective mass transit in this town is 
so soundly behind our peers - and even the 
smaller cities that want to be our peers.” 

“I think the city is going to have to play 
a major role, not only politically but likely 
financially,” Wynn said. As for crafting an 
investment club agreement, he said, “Cap 
Metro probably shouldn’t play that role. I think 
it should be a relatively small group of folks 
who want to see it happen. 
A few key members of the 
state delegation, key city and 
county officials, and at least 
have UT officials at the table 
- and go get it done! I think 
the stage is set to get it in 
front of the citizens and vot- 
ers by November of 2008.” Others believe the 
long-deferred circulator rail referendum should 
go to voters even sooner - this November or 
next May. 

Progressive Yet Traditional 

Speaking for the Capital Metro board, 
Feander Mayor John Cowman welcomed out- 
side help. “In my opinion, we have gone as 
far as we can without public support and 
partners,” Cowman said. “In looking at how

10 Reasons to Love a Streetcar 

The 'streetcar effect' - offering Austinites far more 
than a free ride 


Before Austin digs deep for an expensive 
streetcar system, it’s sensible to ask, “Why not 
just run more buses or ’Dillos on the same 
route?” In fact, that’s what Sen. Kirk Watson 
asked recently - and as chair of the Capital 
Area Metropolitan Planning Organization, he 
is spending more time than most at the busy 
intersection of transit, land use, money, and 
local politics. 

For the answers, we turned to the recently 
published Street Smart: Streetcars and Cities 
in the 21st Century. Rich in well-documented 
case studies on cities like Portland, Ore.; San 
Francisco; Tampa, Fla.; and Little Rock, Ark., 
that are running successful new streetcar sys- 
tems, Street Smart compellingly makes the case 
that “It’s time for a streetcar renaissance.” It 
explains why Austin is one of 80 U.S. cities 
pursuing, or already operating or building, a 
new streetcar system. 

Below, for the benefit of Sen. Watson and 
our readers, is a summary of received wisdom 
from Street Smart on why streetcars - when 
compared to buses - are an innately superior 
circulator-transit beast. 

1) Streetcar systems shape a city - positive- 
ly. Well-conceived streetcars do much more 
for a city besides move people from point A 
to point B. As fixed-rail transit, they unique- 
ly shape urban land-use, development, and 
growth patterns. The “streetcar effect” serves 
to stimulate desirable development along the 
line. In fact, streetcar lines shaped how most 
American cities (including Austin) developed 
in the early 1900s. 

A streetcar system’s power to affect land- 
use patterns will never be shared by buses; 
the public investment in streetcar rails along 
a fixed route is an assurance of permanence. 
Developers and investors need to mitigate risk; 
they get no help from a bus route, which could 
move or disappear overnight. Emerging data 
from numerous U.S. cities show that develop- 
ers will vigorously invest in compact, high-den- 
sity development along a streetcar line, almost 
from the moment that it’s confirmed. 

2) Streetcars are place-making tools that 
promote compact, walkable, people-friendly 
development. Streetcars help create the kinds 
of streetscapes where people want to walk, bike, 
shop, and hang out in a neighborhood. With 
their frequent stops and supportive effect on 
storefront shops and cafes, they excel at shaping 
lively and appealing “people places.” 

Streetcars also are proving themselves as pop- 
ular image-makers for rising neighborhoods: As 
an amenity, a streetcar makes a neighborhood 
more desirable to live, shop, and get around 
in. Known as a “pedestrian accelerator,” the 
streetcar encourages outings that are part walk- 
ing, part streetcar ride. Streetcars shaped the 
older neighborhoods dike Austin’s Hyde Park) 
that we now celebrate for being handsome, 
walkable, mixed-use, and human-scaled. These 
central-city neighborhoods remain popular 


because people are drawn to diverse, interest- 
ing areas where they can walk to destinations. 

New transit-oriented development can be 
required to include livable-city amenities such 
as affordable housing, public open space, 
desired redevelopment, high-quality urban 
design, and public art. (TOD planning is ongo- 
ing in Austin for MetroRail stops and would 
occur around the streetcar line as well.) When 
backed by intelligent planning and policy, a 
positive place-making effect becomes a positive 
tool for shaping the kind of city we all want. 

3) People like to ride streetcars. Mass tran- 
sit will only work if people choose to use it. 
Getting people out of their cars requires entic- 
ing “choice riders” - people who own a car but 
choose to use transit instead. Everyone knows 
it, so let’s say it: Buses lack sex appeal and yup- 
pie appeal. In our image-conscious culture, who 
wants to ride the bus? Yet in cities around the 
world, people love taking the streetcar. Maybe 
it’s our happy association with the choo-choo 
trains of childhood - whatever, it works. 

Both affluent and working-class folks are 
attracted to the streetcar’s image of comfort, 
convenience, and charm. The ride is smoother, 
quieter, more comfortable - and somehow more 
upscale. Recruiting white-collar transit users is 
tough in Texas; a streetcar is the “breakthrough” 
ride that can change attitudes. (Of course, 
downtowns also want to attract the disposable- 
income set - as consumers of entertainment and 
shopping.) Plus, like developers, we’re all reas- 
sured by the permanence of rails in the ground. 
People don’t mind standing at a trackside stop 
for 10 minutes, because they feel confident that 
the streetcar will come - even without seeing a 
schedule or route map. Other American cities 
recently have replaced bus lines with streetcar 
lines on the same route, then documented their 
power to attract many more riders. 

4) A streetcar entices people to tide regional 
rail. As circulator transit, a streetcar system 
typically serves just a few mifes in the central city. 
(Cap Metro’s current recommended alignment 
for Austin, at 6.7 miles, is fairly long.) An inter- 
facing streetcar system provides the critical “last 
mile” connection for riders on regional commuter 
rail (such as the 32-mile MetroRail Red Line from 
Leander that opens in Austin in late 2008). 

Commuters will only switch to transit if they 
are delivered to their final destination - within 
a couple of blocks. Failing to provide that “last 
mile” transport can doom an entire regional 
rail system. If far-flung suburbanites hate the 
bus, and their offices are too far to walk from 
the last rail or rapid-bus stop, then they’ll just 
keep driving, however long their commutes. 

In Austin, the new MetroRail Red Line cur- 
rently plans to deposit its suburban commuters 
at the Convention Center. Then what? (ROMA 
urban designer Jim Adams has suggested - 
only half-joking - that Cap Metro should meet 
the first year of commuters at the MetroRail

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other cities have built streetcars, it’s clear that 
all the work cannot fall on the shoulders of the 
transit authority. You have to have both public 
and private parties who are willing to step up 
and make the project a reality.” 

Nationally, the bipartisan political sun is 
shining on streetcar systems. Recent articles 
in both USA Today and The Wall Street Journal 
discussed the dozens of cities nationwide 
planning new streetcar systems and neighbor- 
ing transit-oriented development. Because of 
streetcar’s positive effect on property values 
and overall economic development - the same 
effect enjoyed by American cities when they 
first adopted streetcar systems, early in the 
20th century - it’s proving popular with many 
conservatives as well as progressives. 

“It’s critically important for Austin to have 
a Downtown circulator. It should have been 
done two years ago,” said Rep. Mike Krusee 
recently. “We desperately need to do it.” 


Is the Round Rock Republican ready to help 
broker a financing consensus with Wynn and 
McCracken? “I’d link arms with those guys any 
day of the week to get that done,” said Krusee, 
chair of the House Transportation Committee. 
“Why wait until 2008?” 

The Downtown Austin Alliance was the first 
local business organization to embrace the 
streetcar. Wade Cooper, a DAA advisory board 
member, said it has the group’s enthusiastic 
backing as a solution to access and mobility for 
Downtown and as “the hub of a regional transit 
plan.” The DAA passed a 2004 resolution calling 
(unsuccessfully) for inclusion of a Downtown 
circulator rail in that year’s Cap Metro ballot 
proposal. The DAA passed another resolution in 
2006 calling again for circulator rail and urging 
further study of alternate route alignments. 

“There’s a general sense that this would be 
a great thing for our community,” Cooper said.

DOWNTOWN: EAST-WEST 

This segment effectively would extend the commuter MetroRail across Downtown, from the 
Convention Center to Seaholm and the future San Antonio rail station. If continued to Lamar, it 
could link to Whole Foods - a major tourist attraction and urban-dweller resource. 

DOWNTOWN: NORTH-SOUTH 

A streetcar could replace buses running on Congress Avenue, but some prefer putting it on 
other streets, where it would foster redevelopment. Together, the Downtown segments total just 
under 2 miles. 

STATE PROPERTY 

The urban desert of state parking garages could be redeveloped as lush live-work-play 
mixed-use, benefiting both the community and state coffers, and connect directly to the MLK 
museum district. 

UT CAMPUS 

To date UT has declined to support the streetcar project; if it doesn't invest, bet that the 
campus won’t get streetcar service - gutting the longer route and the Mueller connection. 

MANOR ROAD 

A streetcar along Manor Road, connecting UT to the MetroRail line, would create a huge 
mixed-use redevelopment opportunity for the private sector. But it makes sense only if UT par- 
ticipates. 

MUELLER 

Mueller is designed as a transit village, with Berkman the designated transit corridor. A 
stand-alone streetcar could link to MetroRail as shown, or at 51st Street. 

* Segment designations are the Chronicle’s. 
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station with hired limos, to take them to work 
and keep them using the train.) The proposed 
streetcar line would scoop up those commut- 
ers, carry them across Downtown and at least 
up Congress Avenue. If the entire proposed 
route up through the UT campus and out to 
Mueller is built, it effectively will link regional 
rail into much of Central Austin. 

Folks who have good experiences taking the 
streetcar become open to using other transit. 
In this way, streetcars can help build ridership 
(and voter support) for expanded regional rail 
and rapid-bus systems. 

5) Streetcars are green transportation. All 

the enviro -reasons that mass transit is prefer- 
able to cars - for clean air quality, for environ- 
mental sustainability, for climate protection 

- apply equally to streetcars. Because streetcars 
promote 1) high-density, compact develop- 
ment instead of sprawl and 2) regional transit 
use, they pack a far stronger sustainability 
punch than their short routes suggest. As an 
incentive for patterns of sustainable growth, a 
streetcar fits neatly within the Envision Central 
Texas goals being increasingly embraced by 
regional governments and organizations. 

Every transit user is one less car on the 
road, which helps reduce traffic congestion 
and emissions. Streetcars run on electricity, not 
gasoline and emit no exhaust. In fact, some cit- 
ies have tapped federal programs for reducing 
traffic congestion and emissions to help fund 
new streetcar systems. 

6) Streetcars attract tourists, convention- 
eers, and visiting grandchildren as fun 
“transportainment.” A city’s visitors, tour- 
ists, and convention attendees can be count- 
ed upon to deliver a steady base of riders 

- provided that the streetcar conveniently 
takes them where they want and need to go. 
Neighborhoods with streetcars - and cool 
places to see or visit - typically become tour- 
ist destinations. Cities with streetcars linked 
to their convention centers and major tourist 
destinations have become more successful at 
attracting major convention business. That 
yields more “bed tax” and rental-car and park- 
ing-fee dollars - which can in turn be used to 
fund the streetcar system. 

7) Where streetcars go, private develop- 
ment follows. Quality development becomes 
more economically feasible when it requires 
less parking. (In Portland, new streetcar-area 
housing averaged just 1 to 1.3 parking spaces 
per unit.) With structured parking in Austin 
costing up to $25,000 a space, a developer 
can save tens of thousands on parking for 
projects near transit. This can offer an “in 
lieu” revenue stream to help fund the street- 
car system. Developers are able to build 
higher-quality and better-designed projects 
or to fund community benefits like affordable 
housing and parks. 

8) By generating new value and revenues, a 
streetcar system can pay for itself. The built- 

in development boon from streetcars makes a 
new system an excellent public and private 
investment. The “streetcar effect” predictably 
raises property values for three blocks on either 
side of the line, immediately for existing struc- 


tures, dramatically for new high-rise develop- 
ment. If properly captured by the public sector, 
the increased property-tax yield (in Austin, 
to the city, county, and Austin Independent 
School District) can sustain investments in the 
streetcar system. 

Streetcars also tend to boost retail and 
restaurant sales - and, thus, sales-tax rev- 
enues. Business improves because more 
customers are walking down the street and 
because new residents flock to the transit- 
oriented development. 

In most cities, funding comes through pub- 
lic entities from the business sector - often 
through special tax assessments or tax-incre- 
ment financing on surrounding business- 
improvement districts. 

9) Streetcars are much less expensive than 
light-rail. Streetcar systems can be started up 
for less than $10 million per track mile; typical 
costs are $10 million to $15 million per mile, 
rising up to $25 million per mile for systems 
with new, modern trains. By contrast, light-rail 
systems run $30 million to $50 million, even 
up to $75 million, per mile. At roughly one- 
third the cost of comparable light-rail, streetcar 
systems have about 65% the rider capacity. 

They’re also fast and simple to build, 
impacting traffic and neighborhood on each 
block for just a couple of weeks as they go in. 
The lines fit easily into existing neighborhoods 
and streetscapes, with minimal disruption. 
They don’t require the expensive infrastructure 

- like passenger stations and parking garages 

- needed for regional rail. 

Streetcar systems are also a cost-effective 
investment over decades. Cars last at least 30 
to 50 years and can be refurbished for another 
50 years of service. Buses, by contrast, wear 
out after eight to 12 years. Plus, tracks don’t 
require the constant maintenance and expan- 
sion of roads. 

10) Streetcars can be historic and charm- 
ing - or sleek and modern. Vintage streetcars 
have been retooled and put back in service in 
Seattle; Memphis, Tenn.; and San Francisco. 
New replicas of vintage trolleys were ordered 
up for Tampa and Little Rock. Old systems 
with vintage cars still survive in New Orleans, 
San Francisco, Toronto, and Philadelphia. 
Systems using modern streetcars - which 
Cap Metro has favored for Austin - operate in 
Portland and Tacoma, Wash., and are planned 
for Atlanta, Miami, and Washington, D.C. 

Modem vehicles are faster, quieter, larger, 
carry more riders, are more comfortable, and 
don’t have to stop as long. But they’re also far 
more expensive ($800,000 vs. $80,000) and 
less historically charming as “transportain- 
ment.” San Francisco has acquired some 90 
vintage streetcars from around the world to 
gradually refurbish for service; their colorful 
variety is part of the fun. Replica cars (which 
can be air-conditioned) provide a middle 
ground of practicality and charm. ■

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“I’m not discouraged in terms of the funding. 
We’ve really just started the debate and con- 
versation about how to fund this, to cobble 
together multiple revenue sources.” 

“It will take the whole community - the 
business community needs to take a leading 
role,” Yznaga concurred. Like the DAA, he’s 
not convinced Cap Metro’s proposed align- 
ment is the best one. But he passionately 
wants to get a streetcar moving - as a boon 
to Downtown traffic, community connectivity 
and mobility, environmental sustainability, oil- 
and-gas independence, better streetscapes, and 
more lively people places. 

As ROMA Design Group’s Jana McCann 
observed, in discussing how circulator transit 
has emerged as a common theme in multiple 
stakeholder group interviews for the Downtown 
Austin Plan: “Any time you get Liveable City 
and the DAA agreeing on something, you have 
an impressive community consensus.” 

Returns on Investment 

Will the Austin Streetcar Financing Study 
prove a catalyst for turning all that rich con- 
sensus into rich project dollars? The num- 
ber-crunching study by itself is not a terribly 
persuasive tool - which is one reason Capital 
Metro hasn’t simply handed it around. What’s 
required strategically is first to sell a positive 
vision that supports the stakeholders’ own 
expressed agendas, rather than to lead with 
a price tag. As Sen. Kirk Watson observed, 
“There’s no ‘vision-absent’ funding.” He con- 
tinued, “If you lay out a vision, then people can 
decide, ‘Is that what we want to pay for?’ Then 
they can back away from that, if need be, to get 
what they can afford.” 

As CAMPO chair, Watson has charged 
the planning organization’s Peer Review 
Committee (chaired by Betty Dunkerley) with 
reviewing Capital Metro, focusing on its prog- 
ress, changes, and successes from 1997 to 
2007. Recommendations that emerge could 
inform action in the next legislative session. 
Watson said he’s advocating through CAMPO 
for “methodical, systematic, transparent, and 
accountable processes of decision-making in 
all areas of transportation.” 

The financing study makes brief references 
to “broader community benefits” but narrowly 
focuses on selling the streetcar as a 20-year 
investment. For each potential investment part- 
ner, the study projects investment returns as 
fiscal gains - primarily driven by property-value 
increases projected along the streetcar line. 
While the national consultant’s broad-brush 
formulas are useful, the report lacks specific 
understanding of the local players, their specific 
interests, and what would truly motivate them 
to participate. (For example, a “UT benefits 
test” optimistically tries to woo $25 million 
from the university by citing UT property-value 
increases and parking cost savings - paper gains 
meaningless to UT, according to Vice President 
Pat Clubb, because they would create no new 
revenue stream.) What the financing study 
does well is provide collaborative-financing con- 
cepts, as well as projected costs, benefits, and 
returns. For each potential partner, a benefits 
test includes fiscal impacts, suggested ranges for 
contributions, and possible funding sources. 

It’s a place to start. 


A $300 Million System 

The numbers in the financing study are 
based on Cap Metro’s recommended align- 
ment, a 6.7-mile, double-tracked line. As is the 
job of circulator transit, the proposed route 
would connect major nodes of mixed-use 
activity and development. The assumed route 
(which could be expanded later) emerged from 
years of community input - but isn’t yet set in 
steel. While connectivity is king, each econom- 
ic stakeholder no doubt will have relatively 
greater interest in getting its own segment built 
(see map, p.30): 

A) across Downtown, from the Convention 
Center to Seaholm; 

B) up Congress Avenue to the state Capitol; 

C) up San Jacinto Boulevard through state- 
owned property to UT; 

D) through the UT campus; 

E) out Manor Road, intersecting with the 
MetroRail commuter Red Line; 

F) through Mueller to 51st Street. 

For that entire 6.7-mile route, Cap 

Metro’s latest price tag is a capital cost 
of $210 million, plus 20-year operating 
costs of $90 million, for a total of $300 
million (expressed in 2008 dollars). 
Alternately, the financing study runs 
the numbers for a phase one starter 
route - just the Downtown inverted 
“T” portion (A, B, C on map). That’s 
projected at $130 million - $100 mil- 
lion in capital costs and $30 million in 
20-year operating costs. 

According to the recently published 
Street Smart: Streetcars and Cities in the 
21st Century (see “10 Reasons,” p.29), 
new systems started up by other cities 
recently have come in at $10 million to 
$15 million per track mile. Assuming 
Cap Metro uses double tracks (for two- 
way traffic) along the entire 6.7-mile 
route, its system would have 13.4 track 
miles. At $210 million, that translates 
to $15.67 million in capital costs per 
track mile. The proposed Downtown- 
only phase one route is 1.94 miles 
(3.88 track miles); at $100 million, that 
equates to a pricier $25.77 million per 
track mile (due to fixed start-up costs, 
lost economies of scale, and dispropor- 
tionate utility relocation costs). 

Capital costs run higher for cities 
like Austin - that is, ones that don’t 
have usable historic tracks still in place 
(our old streetcar tracks were pulled up 
decades ago) and that use new mod- 
ern vehicles (which can run $800,000 
each) rather than refurbished vintage 
streetcars (available in the $80,000 
range). Still, some stakeholders ques- 
tion whether a sharpened pencil could 
be taken to the Austin system costs. 

“Ours is a preliminary and conservative esti- 
mate, with substantial contingencies, and pre- 
cedes any engineering work to better define the 
costs,” said Cap Metro’s Todd Hemingson of 
the project estimates. 

The Street Smart article, “Why Conservatives 
Should Want Streetcars,” notes: “The most 
dangerous enemy of streetcars today is expen- 
sive overbuilding, usually driven by consul- 
tants who know nothing of traction [streetcar 


track] history and promote gold-plated ‘high 
technology.’ ... Confucius says, ‘If consultants’ 
figure is higher than $10 million, Heaven 
decrees new consultants.’” 

Mueller's Time 

But the main roadblock to building the 
entire current alignment isn’t cost; it’s UT’s 
unfortunate disinclination to participate. 
“UT won’t even discuss a route through its 
campus!” Krusee said. “Their attitude has 
been, ‘We are an island.’ They don’t care 
about the quality of life of their students, or 
faculty and staff, on this issue. As a univer- 
sity, they should be open-minded, demon- 
strating leadership, connecting themselves 
to their community. But they’ve refused to 
engage. It’s an outrage!” 

Chop out the middle UT segment, and 
Mueller is left orphaned. Inexplicably absent 


from the financing study’s short list of eco- 
nomic stakeholders is Catellus, Mueller’s 
master developer. After all, the recommended 
route goes out to Mueller. Within its 700- 
plus acres, the same return-on-investment 
principles apply: Densities and property 
values could increase along the streetcar line, 
yielding additional tax revenues. Yet since 
it’s such a special case, Mueller requires 
its own thoughtful financing solution. Matt 


Whelan, the lead for Catellus at Mueller, said 
he hadn’t even heard from Cap Metro about 
the financing study but noted, “I’d be very 
interested in seeing a proposal.” Whelan 
pointed out that because the Mueller align- 
ment would incur no costs for right-of-way 
and expensive utility locations, its cost-per- 
track-mile will be much lower. 

Mueller was designed, after all, as a transit- 
oriented town. The Mueller master plan “calls 
for alignment of the future rail through the 
heart of Mueller in a manner that will put the 
majority of residents and employees - more 
than 20,000 people - within a ten-minute 
walk of transit.” Mueller first was promised 
light-rail; then didn’t get in on the 2004 rail 
referendum. “[Vjerbal promises were made” 
that rail for Mueller would be on the ballot 
next time Capital Metro goes to voters, con- 
firmed Krusee, who believes Mueller is owed 
a proactive solution for getting a streetcar on 
this go-round. If necessary, it could be 
a stand-alone starter line that connects 
to the MetroRail Red Line; its street- 
cars could even share the commuter 
rail transit barn. 

“How much more advocacy does 
Mueller have to do?” asked a frustrated 
Jim Walker, who’s led the Mueller 
community involvement. “This is 
where we were in 2000 and again in 
2004.” He added, “If Mueller is left 
out of this one, it’s going to be really 
hard to explain and hard for advocates 
of transit to support Cap Metro.” 

Looking for Investors 

So let’s swallow for the moment the 
whole-enchilada route at $300 million 

- the premise of the financing study. 
Paired with that financial premise is 
another (debatable) central concept: 
Cap Metro’s natural investment part- 
ners for the streetcar system are the 
other major public-sector entities in 
Austin. As stewards of the region’s 
vision of sustainable growth (a la 
Envision Central Texas), the six public 
entities named should be motivated 
to step up financially to help get cir- 
culator transit built. All have a major 
economic stake in the region’s growth 

- and in property values and the tax 
revenues they generate. In particular, 
the city, county, and school district 
could potentially enjoy significantly 
raised revenues from property-value 
increases and transit-oriented develop- 
ment projected along the streetcar line 

- in theory, enough to fund their por- 
tions of the 20-year streetcar bill. 

As for the private sector, the huge 
economic development boon that 
accompanies new streetcar lines could hand- 
somely profit landowners within three blocks 
of the line, as well as developers and the 
business and real estate communities. The 
financing study estimates that business and 
property owners along the line could receive 
a total financial benefit of $802 million. That 
would accrue from property-value increases, 
as well as parking and other project cost sav- 
ings. If private interests collectively invested 



Streetcars: Fast facts 

■ Streetcar systems run on fixed steel rails. Most often laid 
directly in the street, rails also can run in a dedicated median 
or beside the street. 

■ Streetcars usually operate in mixed traffic and share a traffic 
lane with vehicles; they can share sidewalk stops with buses. 

■ Streetcars are powered by electricity. Typically overhead elec- 
trification is provided by a catenary or string wire. 

■ Streetcars are slow - they run at speeds of 3 to 10 mph. This 
makes them pedestrian-friendly and lends a traffic-calming 
effect. 

• Most new U.S. streetcar lines start up with about five cars in 
service; the streetcars run about every 10 to 15 minutes. 

■ Starter streetcar systems typically average 2 to 3 miles to 
serve a defined loop, area, or streetcar district. Most cities 
with new systems in place are planning expansions. 

■ Fares charged nationally range from a free ride to one-way 
fares in the $1 to $1.50 range. (Cap Metro’s model is a free 
streetcar, to promote ridership.) Fares cover at most 25% to 
30% of operating costs. 
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Learning From Portland 

“Transportation is never an end in itself,” notes Portland, Ore.'s U.S. 

Rep. Earl Blumenauer, a leading national streetcar advocate. “It’s 
always been about shaping growth.” 

The envy-inspiring success of Portland’s modern new streetcar sys- 
tem has been credited to “a perfect storm” of planning and priorities, 
city policy, community attitudes, collaborative decision-making, zoning 
strategies, development opportunities, and public-private investments. 

It’s proven popular as transit: When the system opened in 2001, 

Portland had projected 3,500 weekday streetcar rides. By 2005, it had 
wildly surpassed those projections, attracting more than 9,000 rides 
on weekdays and more than 6,600 on Saturday. (Portland’s excellent 
light-rail and bus systems interface with the streetcar, delivering a 
large portion of those riders.) 

But most compelling, Portland’s streetcar system has delivered eye- 
popping economic development returns on the investment. The streetcar 
system cost about $57 million to start up in 2001; by 2005, the system 
had helped produce some $2.3 billion in new development (now pushing 
$3 billion), within two blocks of the line in an urban-renewal district (including 
70 acres of abandoned rail yards). The new development has included more 
than 7,200 housing units (25% of them designated as affordable). Developers 
have built compact, high-density, mixed-use projects all along the streetcar line 
- at 90% of allowable density, compared to 45% in other areas. 

Austin can take heart from the fact that Portland’s streetcar system took 
several false starts and community initiatives to finally come to fruition. 

What worked: creating a community nonprofit - Portland Streetcar Inc. - to 
get the voter support needed, the financing in place, and the job done. On 
the Portland Streetcar board were public sector representatives - like the 
Austin economic stakeholders identified by Cap Metro - as well as property 
owners and residents along the route. It was this independent stakeholder- 
governed organization - rather than the city or the transit authority - that 
drove the project. The stakeholders defined it, built support for it, and 
helped market its success. They won support from businesses, who agreed 
to be voluntarily taxed through a local-improvement district to help fund the 
first segment of the streetcar. The innovative LID assessed a tax on the prop- 
erty owners along the line, predicated on a future financial benefit from their 
proximity to the streetcar. Indeed, the businesses immediately enjoyed 
much-increased property values and gradually increased sales from all the 
new pedestrian traffic and area residents. 

With neighborhood stakeholders in control, the system could be designed 
to address the concerns of existing neighborhoods and businesses - as of 
the new high-rise urbanites moving in. Once the right consensus for a com- 
munity vision was in place, Portland Streetcar Inc. contracted with the city to 


design, construct, and operate the streetcar system. Helping immeasurably 
was the visionary and innovative Portland Development Commission, which 
has long crafted public-private partnerships to achieve ambitious civic goals. 
The project encountered minimal opposition as it moved through rounds of 
City Council votes. Notably, the city itself chose to shape and control the 
local circulator for downtown - rather than leave it to the regional transit 
authority, which had more far-flung problems to solve. 

In Portland, financing for streetcar capital costs drew creatively from many 
different sources. The fare-box wasn’t one of them: Riding the streetcar is 
free. (The Cap Metro financing study also recommends free rides, at least 
until ridership is at full capacity.) Parking revenues, fittingly, provided more 
than half the capital cost of the phase one segment: The city sold bonds 
backed by parking revenues from city-owned parking garages to raise $28.5 
million. It also increased its parking rates by 10 cents to provide another 
chunk of change. A tax-increment financing district provided $7.5 million. 

The LID provided $14.6 million. A mix of other sources (including state and 
federal monies) provided another $11 million. Entrepreneurial revenue 
sources included sponsorships and advertising (some cities have sold nam- 
ing rights to cars, stops, and the whole system). 

Once people around Portland saw the streetcar up and running and heard 
about the incredible return on investment it was producing, it became an easy 
sell to raise funds for the systems expansion. The Portland City Council enact- 
ed tax-increment financing to pay for most of phase two; regional transporta- 
tion funds paid for phase three. The regional transportation agency pays for 
two-thirds of the operating costs; the city pays for the other third. - K.G. 


$50 million (as suggested in the test case), 
that could generate a 16-1 return on invest- 
ment. Under the partial phase one scenario, in 
which the private sector is pencilled in at just 
$10 million, the projections show its members 
enjoying financial benefits of $641 million - a 
stunning 64-1 return. 

So what’s wrong with this rosy 
scenario? One major problem: 

Capital Metro isn’t well-positioned 
to forge the investment partnership 
described or to win the big-ticket 
contributions this project needs. 

While it has dutifully communicated 
with the community and these same 
stakeholders over the years about 
the streetcar, a whole different kind of commu- 
nication is required with someone from whom 
you’re asking for $25 million or $50 million. 
To test the waters on its test-case contributions, 
Cap Metro sent staffers and a consultant to 
make the rounds with a simple PowerPoint. Not 
the right approach, nor on the right level. No 
wonder the transit authority was disappointed 
in the initial responses - described as lacking a 
sense of urgency. Now regrouping, Cap Metro 
is not quite sure where to go from here. 


As a regional transportation authority - and 
given its particular history and current challenges 
- Cap Metro probably is not the right entity to 
broker a financing partnership for the streetcar, 
in any case. As Street Smart notes: “Cities cham- 
pion streetcar projects more often than transit 
agencies do because while streetcars provide 


transportation, they are also tools for changing 
land use and promoting economic development 
and job generation - all areas under the purview 
of cities, not transit agencies.” 

Power Breakfast of Champions 

So who should broker this deal? Just for 
fun, we asked around for nominations for a 
champion of champions - the right “outside 
yet inside” person to spearhead the streetcar 


investment club. For the ideal mix of passion, 
skill set, charisma, and connections, the nomi- 
nee is: Wade Cooper. Upbeat on the streetcar’s 
future, he’s well-versed in the whole Austin 
circulator rail story, having served with Cap 
Metro’s Future Connections advisory group. 
A former DAA chair (now co-chair of the 
DAA’s Streetscapes & Transportation 
Committee), he’s a suit from Dallas 
who’s become a transit true believer. 
Active with the Alliance for Public 
Transportation, he’s also on the 
board of Envision Central Texas. 
And as managing partner at Jackson 
Walker, he runs a good meeting 
and knows how to get things done. 
Spread too thin? Well, he can always share the 
job with fellow J-W attorney Brandon Janes - 
who’s also thick-as-thieves over at the Greater 
Austin Chamber of Commerce (he went on its 
2006 InterCity Visit to Portland), not to men- 
tion an APT man himself. 

So pull out your BlackBerrys, ladies and 
gentlemen, assemble the investor strike team, 
and organize that weekly Power Breakfast of 
Champions. Austin’s waiting to put a streetcar 
referendum on the ballot. ■

Waxing Aphoristic

Some of us write declarative sentences meant 
only, or mostly, as instructions to ourselves 
- sudden insights or hunches like messages in 
bottles, except they’re not in bottles. They’re 
in notebooks, diaries, drawers, or stuffed in 
an envelope marked “This Is a Bottle.” Some 
of mine get taped to my walls in no particular 
order, scrawled almost illegibly. It’s not just 
writers who do this. Traffic cops and wait- 
resses, landscapers and nurses, housepainters 
and bricklayers, doctors and ad executives, all 
kinds of people suddenly have thoughts that 
they jot down and keep somewhere. Or I may 
scribble a line in a novel or essay that doesn’t 
stay put - it follows me around and repeats 
itself in my ear at inconvenient yet appropriate 
moments, as though I didn’t write it, it said 
itself somehow, and it wants me to remember. 
If I hadn’t become a writer - if I were still in 
one of those jobs I once worked: typesetter, 
vacuum-cleaner salesman (oh yeah!), hospital 
orderly (“The patient in 219’s had an accident” 
means you’re cleaning feces from unlikely sur- 
faces, including the ceiling) - I’m sure I would 
still keep a notebook or have a drawer of tom 
scraps that I’d take out and ruminate over now 
and again. My father did so till almost the day 
he died, and he was (among other things) a 
cabdriver and wallpaper hanger. 

Here’s one of Pa’s, one of his last, written 
not long before his death, which was a week 
shy of his 83rd birthday: “A man’s sexuality 
is under attack beginning from the cradle. His 
dependence on the mother coupled with that 
innate desire in every mother to make of her 
son everything she may have thought an ideal 
husband should be. To be the molder of the 
clay within her.” 

So here are a bunch of scraps, in no special 
order - fragments of an inner life that, like 
anybody’s, knows no special order. 

• Never say “I love you” when what you 
mean is “Good morning.” 

• There is no way to learn by fantasies. 
You’ve got to learn by experience. 


• (Scrawled perpendicular to the above): 
Fantasies teach only what you’re frightened of, 
which they do by trickery, seeming to be about 
what you desire. If you have to fantasize about 
it, you don’t have it, and you probably don’t 
have it because you’re scared of it. 

• What is right or wrong about what you’re 
doing will prove itself in the richness or pov- 
erty of whatever comes next. Life is always 
the judge. But people get consequences they 
don’t deserve, for better and worse, so - by 
what is life judging? Consequences meted out 
impersonally? I can live with that, provided I 
can get a little fun out of it. Let’s don’t ever 
underestimate fun. 

• Guilt isn’t responsibility. Guilt is wishful 
thinking. Guilt is hoping someone will forgive 
you. Hoping somebody will make it all right. 
Don’t hold your breath. 

• I suppose the only way to leam something 
important is through love, because love forces 
you to live through what you’re learning. In 
love, you are your own consequence. 

• Remember the Sufi tale that admonishes 
against looking for cause and effect in the same 
story. Cause and effect aren’t linear. (Wrap 
your brain around that, Ventura!) 

• You are forgetting how reality works - that 
it rarely works through “important decisions.” 
Important decisions are almost always reac- 
tions. The real decisions, through which reality 
actually works, are usually so small we don’t 
even know they’re being made; we don’t take 
responsibility for them. (Perhaps the wise, the 
truly wise, can sense the importance of the 
small decision as it’s being made and infuse it 
with responsibility.) 

• The song belongs to anyone who sings it. 

• Your secret purpose, the one you don’t 
know about, is always the purpose truly being 
enacted. So it’s silly to explain your “reasons,” 
’cause you don’t know ’em yet. 

• The following note has another note 
attached which reads, “Written at age 24, 
found decades later, is it still in me?” And the 


note goes, “A sense of pity for everything living, 
a sense of the innocence of all things. I find 
myself in an absurd, chaotic, vicious time. I 
can’t help but look upon it as innocent of itself, 
like a beast.” 

• The strength of small words. All those 
words no one really knows the meaning of 
- they’re very small. Love, God, time, you, me, 
I, they, is, was - the smallest, biggest words! 

• Friends are where your heart is. Lovers are 
where your psyche is. 

• Never say “I love you” when what you 
mean is “Good night.” 

• People are lonely. Everybody. I wonder if 
my deepest achievement is making a friend of 
my loneliness. When your loneliness becomes 
your friend, there is very little left in life to fear. 

• The older I get the more certain I am that 
absurdity is the key to just about everything. 

• To say you need hope to live is to say you 
need an excuse to live. Hey, Ventura. If today 
needs tomorrow for justification, screw it. 


great things, it must speak to what is great in 
us. It must find what is great in us, seek it out, 
wake it up, address it - such that, in the very 
act of speaking to us, the work nurtures what 
is best in us. 

• The violence of my artistic life is rooted 
in a tense, no-quarter-asked-no-quarter-given 
paradox. That, on the one hand, one must be 
open and receptive, tuned to one’s inspiration, 
or whatever you want to call it - the beating 
of wings as things fly about in the psyche, 
the messages from other worlds (perhaps), 
the tracks of wild beasts. On the other hand, 
one must be disciplined, tough, to master the 
techniques of one’s craft - and to survive in a 
world at best indifferent and often hostile. Too 
open, and you don’t last long. Too tough, and 
you lose the capacity for discovery. How to be 
tough and open at the same time - that’s the 
hat trick!

RUDE MECHANICALS: 

Grrl Action impacts Austin 

Rude Mechanicals, Austin’s best-known theatre 
collective, has received extensive recognition for 
artistic excellence since its inception in 1995: doz- 
ens of local theatre nominations and awards, voted 
Austin’s Best Theatre Company in the Chronicle 
“Best of Austin” readers poll four years in a row, an 
off-Broadway run and two national tours of Lipstick 
Traces, and currently an international tour of Get 
Your War On, to name just a few. But the Rudes 
recently received a grant from Impact Austin that 
they must place among the most illustrious of their 
achievements. 

Community outreach is part of what the Rudes 
do, and they founded their Grrl Action program, a 
three-week summer intensive for 13- to 16-year- 
olds, back at the turn of the millennium. The pro- 
gram focuses on girls creatively expressing them- 
selves and developing that expression into an artis- 
tic presentation. “When the Rudes started Grrl 
Action, they did a lot of research,” says Carrie 
Fountain, who, along with Sarah Myers, co-manages 
the program. “The teenage years are the age when 
body-image issues kick in, and all the images that girls see in the media 
start affecting their self-esteem. At that time, it was a crisis of epic pro- 
portions. The Rudes created this program in response to that.” 

Especially in the current political and economic climate, money is 
tight for arts organizations, most of which operate on a nonprofit basis 
and therefore depend on public and private funds. Though little money 
was available for Grrl Action last year, the Rudes and Fountain and 
Myers still forged ahead. And then they decided to apply for a grant 
from Impact Austin. 

For three years running, Impact Austin, now a group of close to 400 
women, has given sizable grants to local nonprofit community organiza- 
tions. These grants are awarded in one of five categories: culture, envi- 
ronment, education, family, and health. “Their grant process is very rigor- 
ous, very thorough," says Fountain, “It helped us define our program.” It 
involved several stages: writing a letter of inquiry, writing the grant, having 
a site visit, and finally doing a presentation in front of the assembled 
Impact Austin members. Then each member voted, and the majority 


ruled, making the Rudes one of only four community nonprofits to receive 
such a grant this year and the first arts organization to gain Impact 
Austin’s recognition. 

It's a good fit. “They’re interested in the development of new projects," 
says Myers, “and we had already planned to expand Grrl Action into a 
year-round program. We just needed help to make it happen. Being in 
that transitional, transformational stage was something that set us up 
very well. We had years of research and experience behind us to prove 
our commitment to Grrl Action, and we had a clear vision for the future.” 

Certainly, and perhaps most importantly, the members of Impact Austin 
can relate to what it was like to be a girl. “I think they were really attract- 
ed by our mission,” says Fountain. “If we produce the next generation of 
great artists and performers, that's wonderful, but really what we want to 
do is try to help girls love themselves and find their voices.” - Barry Pineo

1 a.m.: No sloppy seconds 

You want to know what time it is? We’ll tell 
you what time it is: It’s 1 a.m., and it’s time for 
improv. The world is a big clockworks, see, and, 
if we’re fortunate, then this world's gears mesh 
as interestingly as the improvisations of facial- 
hair impresario Chris Trew and wily wiseacre 
Tami Nelson. Onstage together, the two are 
known as 1 a.m. 

Some who witness the machinations of 1 
a.m. might not consider such meshing as fortu- 
nate. This is because those witnesses are, we’d 
suggest, at least in this instance, dolts. This is 
because those witnesses want their improv no 
more outre than the tangents assayed to 
accommodate a spur-of-the-moment narrative 
and its conclusion. You’re not going to get that 
from 1 a.m., most likely, and it's not because 
they can't give it to you. You’re going to get sce- 
naria and dialogues that partake of the self- 
aware, the metafictive, the sort of performative 
apparatus more intricately constructed by non- 
improvisers Pinter and Beckett, and you’re going 
to get that on purpose. 


Trew and Nelson, two parts of the ex-Nyawlins 
improv powerhouse called ColdTowne, work their 
weird magic in one long continuous scene, with- 
out flashbacks, without narrative cutaways. Just 
two people extending a real-time relationship 
based on audience 
suggestion, each 
working to match 
whatever bizarre 
tack the other has 
gone off on. And, 
yes, that’s what 
improvising is basi- 
cally about. But the 
way 1 a.m. goes at 
it, it’s both transpar- 
ent and tricky, 
sometimes offering 
an illusion of gear 
lock that turns out 
to be a working part 
of their mechanism, 

and then, wham, you’re shaking with laughter. 

This is comedy improv, after all, and they 
don't let you forget that. While you’re gamely 


following the twists of plot and dialogue, you’ll 
likely think two things: 1) that Trew is out of his 
fucking mind and 2) that Nelson’s reactions to 
such madness are the sharpest and fastest 
this side of The Matrix’s bullet time. Also, 

Nelson is funny. Not just 
ingenious in her improv 
gambits, not just wacky 
in a weird situation, 
although she’s got that 
as well, but funny in an 
arch and knowing way, 
like Dorothy Parker on a 
good day. 

All of this is what 
helps inform the excel- 
lence of the larger 
ColdTowne, which we’ll 
talk more about in a 
later review. As wit- 
nessed at the Hideout's 
Threefer show, it’s also 
what’s distilled, in the duo dynamics of 1 a.m., 
into a fiercely enjoyable brain warp of a time.

ARTHOUSE: 

America's Got Talent! 

Local juried shows such as Austin 
Museum of Art’s triennial “New Art 
in Austin," the nonprofit Texas 
Biennial, and Arthouse’s annual 
“New American Talent” exhibition all 
aim to promote emerging artists. 
Juried exhibitions serve the impor- 
tant function of opening new doors 
to cooperation, community aware- 
ness, new audiences, and business 
networks. One significant difference 
that distinguishes “New American 
Talent" from the others is that a sol- 
itary juror picks all the works. This 
gives focus; this show carries the 
personality and specific interests of 
the curator. This year that person is 
Anne Ellegood, curator for the 
Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture 
Garden in Washington, D.C., and 
next Thursday, July 26, Arthouse is 
open late, so you can see “New 
American Talent: the Twenty-Second 
Exhibition" and, after cultivating your 
own reactions, hear Ellegood offer 
her insights into the show. 

On the Arthouse website, Ellegood 
has already described her selection 
of works this way: “Every one of 
these artists has something to put 
forward about the world - their 
observations, experiences, criti- 
cisms, and passions - and yet each 
one does so in his or her own way.” 
Vagueness is understandable here 
considering the topic of the show - 
new American talent - is overly 
broad. Most jurors just seem to con- 
centrate on the “talent” aspect, 
which means works that get them 
personally excited. You might get a 
better sense of where Ellegood’s 
coming from by knowing that while 
she worked for the New Museum of 
Contemporary Art, she organized 
exhibits with titles like “Superficial: 
The Surfaces of Architecture in a 
Digital Age”; “Out of Site: Fictional 
Architectural Spaces”; and “Candice 
Breitz: Babel Series." This distinct 
interest in how architecture acts cul- 
turally - as fantasy, as prototype, as 
urban reality - is conveyed in this 
show. For example, former Austinite/ 
current Houstonian Mark Schatz 
presents a wavy cardboard chair 
sculpture called Moving Gehry. 

And speaking of homegrown art- 
ists, it’s worth noting that the Texan 
talent pool makes its mark on this 
show. Of the 45 artists chosen for 
“New American Talent” by Ellegood, 
nine are from California, eight are 
from New York, and 15 are from 
Texas, leaving 13 from all the other 
states. Part of this may be just 
regional awareness, but selection is 
based on the images only. The art 
available in our state is of a certain 
caliber, and experts from other 
states agree! Texans have talent!

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Hustle and Show 

City Theatre Company's first year is 
a lesson in building a new stage and 
mounting a season at breakneck speed

Some theatre companies plan for years to take over their own 
theatre spaces. They plan; they raise funds; they research. They 
take months and months to build. 

The City Theatre Company did it in about five weeks. 

Austin’s newest resident theatre company opened the doors 
of its performance space last October as it simultaneously 
launched its first production, the local premiere of Frozen, by 
Bryony Lavery. Since then, City Theatre has mounted a full sea- 
son of eight productions and initiated a summer theatre camp 
for fifth- through ninth-graders while also offering a new and 
much-needed rental space to other local companies that don’t 
have their own venues or are in need of another stage. 

Andy Berkovsky, the City Theatre Company’s artistic director, 
says his group’s success in getting the company on its feet so 
quickly boils down to “luck, perseverance, hard work.” 

Berkovsky arrived in Austin from Bay City in June 2006 after 
leaving his position as a high school drama teacher. He brought 
with him to Austin his former student Travis Tinnin, who left his 
undergraduate work in drama at New York University to serve as 
the City Theatre’s production manager. 

Together, the pair planned, researched, and scouted several 
locations. 

“You do your best to look at what’s going on, what’s suc- 
ceeded so far, and you hope for the best,” says Tinnin. 

“Then it was, ‘Let’s try it,”’ says Berkovsky. “‘Let’s do it. g 
We’re ready for the Austin scene; let’s see if they’re ready for | 
us.’ My experience running a high school theatre department | 
was a big help going in.” 

Stacey Glazer joined the pair after Berkovsky saw her at a 
combined audition and decided to both cast and hire her. 
Glazer, who came to Austin from West Palm Beach, Fla., for 
a summer-stock performance, now assists with publicity and 
administration. She plans to direct in the fall as well. 

“I’m glad I stayed,” she says. “I like New York, but there are 
so many actors that it’s already saturated. Here, I feel like I’m 
on a little more level playing field. Here I stand out.” 

The City Theatre has taken up residence in a small strip mall 
on Airport at 38Yi Street. The outer lobby showcases work by 
local visual artists. Farther inside is a second lobby, which is 
open to the 85-seat proscenium space. 

Says Berkovsky, “I basically did the design of the space with 
our crew working around the clock to get everything in place, 


tions. “A young woman who was expecting went into 
labor during intermission of Parallel Lives on Sunday,” 
he says. “She was enjoying the show so much that 
she stayed to see act two because she didn’t want to 
miss the second half.” (The woman later delivered at 
a hospital, not the outer lobby.) 

Glazer says the production also showed that the 
company can attract audiences that aren’t limited 
to the friends and family of the performers. “In the 
past,” she says, “it’s always been, ‘Oh, I’m friends 
with so-and-so.’ But with this show, it was the first 
time I heard, ‘Oh, I heard about it in the Chronicle. I 
read about it on Craigslist.’”

“We’re very happy with what we’ve done with each 
show,” Berkovsky says. “It’s been building.” 

The season has had its challenges and low points 
as well. Not all shows enjoyed the same high atten- 
dance as Parallel Lives. Technical problems have 
come up, as when a breaker failed during a recent 
performance of the company’s current production, 
The Last Days of Judas Iscariot, leaving half the stage 
in the dark. The actors continued, mostly unfazed. 
And the 2006-’07 season roster changed in mid- 
stream more than once. Potential legal problems 
with the notoriously vigilant Samuel Beckett estate 
led the group to cancel its planned production of 
Waiting for Godot using female actors. The com- 
pany backed off a scheduled summer production of Alice in 
Wonderland for young audiences and also postponed the pre- 
miere of Assisted Living, a play written by Tinnin. 

“It’s not the first draft, but it wasn’t the last draft, either,” 
Tinnin notes. 

Plans for next season include modem and contemporary 
classic plays. Glazer directs her first City production this fall 
with The Laramie Project, a widely produced play about Matthew 
Shepard’s 1998 murder by fellow college students because he 
was openly gay. She also hopes to stage a play during Holocaust 
Week that focuses on the issues that surround that observance. 
Her artistic interests, she says, also include real community 
involvement. “I hope Laramie Project can be something bigger 
than just getting up and doing a play,” she says. 

Berkovsky says the three leaders are looking to fill what he 
sees as a void in Austin theatre: the plays that fall between the 
innovative, experimental premieres and the classics from high 
school lit class. “Your 95-year-old grandma is probably not 
going to want to go see some bizarre experimental show. There’s 
that whole audience that’s just missing out.” 

Tinnin says there’s room for a variety of work on the City 
Theatre stage. “We want to do shows that, number one, the 
audience wants to see; number two, that actors want to do; and 
number three, that we’re passionate about.” 

Overall, the goal for the three company leaders is to stay as 
busy as possible. “We’re about mnning a business as well as a 
company,” says Berkovsky. “We don’t want hardly ever a dark 
night here.” ■

including our first show, Frozen, which was just weeks away. We 
had five weeks, and it was nonstop during that time.” 

“This is one driven man,” Glazer adds. 

The proscenium-style space was an important factor. “Having 
researched the other theatre venues in town, we knew that we 
wanted to do a more traditional proscenium stage,” explains 
Berkovsky. “So our work was cut out for us in building over 40 
risers, hanging curtains and lights, building a light and sound 
booth, and painting for days.” 

“Then it was just a lot of trips to Home Depot,” says Tinnin. 

“There is still some work to be done, but 
we are very happy with how it turned out,” 
Berkovsky says. 

To any other artists considering taking 
the quick leap into owning a space, he 
says, “Research, research, research. Get to 
know your community, consider all your 
options like location and size, and dream 
big but not too big. Know what your 
strengths and limitations are, and build 
upon that.” 

The three City Theatre leaders now 
share the bulk of the duties of directing, 
performing, administrating, and taking 
care of everything else that arises with 
the company. They name as a high point 
of the company’s debut season their first 
sold-out production with the closing night 
of Parallel Lives earlier this month. 

Berkovsky says the show’s popularity 
with audiences exceeded their expecta-

Texas journalist Aziz Shi hab on 'Does the Land Remember Me?: 
A Memoir of Palestine' 


Palestinian-bom Texas journalist Aziz Shihab may be best 
known as the father of San Antonio poet Naomi Shihab Nye, and 
he often has a place in her poems. But since emigrating from 
Palestine in 1950, Shihab has had a long career as a newspaper- 
man, especially in Texas, at the San Antonio Express-News, The 
Dallas Morning News, and as the founding editor of independent 
Dallas newspaper The Arab Star, which he closed after 10 years in 
2004 because of failing health. 

In 1993, Shihab published a memoir 
and cookbook, A Taste of Palestine. His new 
book, Does the Land Remember Me? (Syracuse 
University Press, $19.95), is a memoir of 
his Palestinian village home of Sinjil in the West Bank district 
of Ramallah. Shihab organizes his tale around a 1993 visit to 
see his 100-year-old mother, who came to him in a dream and 
said, “Even when you are no longer in this world, your land will 
remember you.” The title quickly assumes a double meaning: 
Whether his small piece of village land remembers the author, 
exiled from his home in Jerusalem in the 1949 war (displaced by 
Jewish emigrants from Brooklyn) and whether as a visitor he can

find his place again in the world of family and village 
under the shadow of the Israeli/Palestinian conflict. 

In a tone ranging from domestic comedy (Shihab is in demand 
as wedding mediator) through social observation (he exchanges 
guarded home visits with an Israeli soldier) to bitter outrage (an 
old man terrorized by soldiers dies of a heart attack), the author 
explores the difficulties of life in Palestine, the complex relation- 
ships of village life, and the oppression and 
contradictions of life under occupation. 

Of her father’s book, Nye says, “I’m very 
grateful for his appetite for story, despite all of 
the exhaustion one has with stances and injus- 
tice and just the grievous kind of backbiting and sloganry. He can 
still feel the sense that there’s a story here; there’s a scene here. 
There’s something very resonant in this story, if people would only 
pay attention to what the people are saying, what the scene really 
is.” Recendy, I corresponded with Shihab about his book, supple- 
menting our e-mail exchange with a phone interview. 

What follows is an excerpt of that conversation. The full inter- 
view is available with this story at austinchronicle.com. 


Austin Chronicle: Do you still own your 
land in Palestine? 

Aziz Shihab: Yes, I still own my land, 
although one of my nephews stole part of 
it and built on it without asking me. I still 
feel strongly about owning it. It somehow 
connects me with Palestine and the people 
there. I don’t think I will ever use it or 
build on it, but it is important for me to 
know that I still own a small part of the 
Holy Land. ... I had obeyed my mother’s 
beggings and went and got a license to 
build one day when I was there. But 
mostly it was really just putting on an act, 
to show her that, yes, someday I’ll come 
back and build here. 

AC: How difficult was it to write this book 
- in the physical sense, since your health is 
precarious and you were working on it dur- 
ing dialysis, and in the emotional sense, in 
recalling all these sometimes difficult memo- 
ries of your homeland? 

AS: My birth place and the people I knew 
there never left me, or rather, I never left 
them. Every journey I made to Palestine, 
I felt at home. And a lot of the memories 
and stories are not that old. Sometimes 
I felt I was reliving experiences on sub- 
sequent trips. Writing during dialysis 
made me forget that I really was going 
through dialysis. I got so involved in the 
subject that I hardly noticed the people 
around me sometimes. So the writing 
itself was very helpful. . . . But the writ- 
ing made me think of a lot of friends, 
relatives, and events that I might never 
think about if I weren’t writing. I often 
felt sorry for them in their struggles and 
wondered if even dialysis might be bet- 
ter than occupation. 

AC: You write about the role of the media in 
misrepresenting the true nature and history 
of the Palestinian situation. Has that gotten 
better or worse, in your experience? 


AS: It always hurt me to be part of the press 
in the U.S., and often I wished I wasn’t part 
of it. Then I realized that reporters were not 
intentionally trying to mislead, but they 
were truly ignorant about what had hap- 
pened in Palestine/Israel. When so much of 
the news came through major sources (The 
New York Times, the AP wire, etc.) - they 
just followed what they read and bought 
that line, believing it, as most people do. I 
think that this situation has gotten better 
over the years, though the presentation of 
the facts is still far from being balanced. 
AC: The memoir is in part a tribute to your 
mother, her thoughts about her life and yours, 
and your life in what she calls “Amirka. ” 

AS: Of course I loved my mother, and I was 
always amazed at some of her statements, 
knowing that she was illiterate. I specifi- 
cally remember her comments about Arabs 
coming to the U.S. hungry and skinny, and 
they could get inside the large belly of the 
bottle with the narrow neck. Then we get 
so full and fat, we can’t get out of it. I used 
to laugh so loudly when she would say this. 
I always felt, as the book suggests, a mixed 
feeling about being far from her. 

AC: Your history has made you a man with 
two countries - Palestinian in spirit, and yet 
American in your history and in some ways 
in your cultural allegiances. How would you 
sum up this “doubleness” that runs through 
the book? 

AS: I love this country. I still do, and I 
love the people here. But my life never 
felt like it fits perfectly, like it fits there [in 
Palestine]. I mean, I walked in Jerusalem, 
in the streets of Jerusalem, and people 
come and hug you and say, “Where have 
you been?” It’s like they haven’t seen me 
for two days when I’ve been absent for 
50 years. Here, they don’t do that - not 
even my own relatives that I brought here. 
There is no warmth. There, honestly, I 


was there, the last trip, I’m walking in 
the street in Jerusalem with a friend of 
mine. ... Suddenly this man comes up 
and hugs me and says, “My God, you 
haven’t changed; where have you been?” 
It’s amazing the feeling you get. . . . 

I think it is helpful to a person to have 
a doubleness, as you call it. I always find 
myself defensive about the Palestinians and 
our homeland; but the longer I am here, 
the more I understand that Americans are 
far too involved with many other things to 
see beyond what’s happening in the States 
or to them and their families. . . . One of 
the things books can do is invite us into 
the lives of others who are different from 
us and whose struggles are different from 
ours. The more I thought about it, my 
hope as I wrote this book was to educate 
some of my American friends about what 
happened to our land and people. 

AC: Any current thoughts on the predica- 
ment of Palestinians and Israelis - that there 
may one day be a way to justice and peace? 
AS: I feel strongly about two things: One, 
the U.S. needs to leave the Arabs and the 
Middle Eastern people alone and stop 
supporting one side, as in Israel, rightly 
or wrongly. We have contributed to imbal- 
ance in the region, and everyone knows 
it. The second thing: The U.S. should 
stop supporting dictators in the area. The 
Arabs need new rulers who care for their 
people’s lives more than for their own 
power. 

I really believe that the Arab people, as 
Bedouins traditionally, will quickly forgive 
and forget, and make peace with Israel, if 
Israel stops seizing more and more of their 
lands, offers true justice to the people who 
are already there, and if the U.S. stops 
feeding Israel money and weapons. I can 
see peace coming, but the key is in the 
hand of the United States. ■

The 
folks at Ben & Jerry’s developed Willie Nelson’s Country Peach 
Cobbler Ice Cream in his honor, and what an impressive tribute 
it is. This is truly marvelous ice cream: a rich vanilla base shot 
through with a peach swirl, peach chunks, and bits of crunchy 
cinnamon-sugar shortbread! It sure tastes like summer in the 
Hill Country. Ben & Jerry’s public-relations executive Rob Michalak 
reports that the Country Peach Cobbler flavor has already rocketed 
to No. 2 in their list of Top 10 regular flavors, and he assures me 
it will stay in the regular rotation as long as sales are strong. The 
Willie Nelson flavor no doubt got a national sales boost from its win 
in a recent “taste-off" against Stephen Colbert’s AmeriCone Dream 
(vanilla with bits of chocolate-covered waffle cone and a caramel 
swirl) on the comedian's Comedy Central program.

All of Doctor Kracker’s flat breads and crackers are 
made with 100% U.S. Department of Agriculture-certified 
organic grains, seeds, and dried fruits. The crackers are 
leavened with good, old-fashioned yeast, not the chemi- 


cal leavening “conventional” 
companies use. The yeast 
unlocks the depth of flavor in 
the whole grains, and the crack- 
ers are then baked in European- 
style ovens to guarantee an 
even, crisp, flavorful product.

F00D-0-FILE

A few weeks ago, a young man 
named Daniel Barnes contacted me 
about his partnership in a new local 
microdistillery venture that is produc- 
ing Treaty Oak Platinum Rum. The 
rum can claim the distinction of 
being the first of the new spirits pro- 
duced around Austin made complete- 
ly from scratch. Barnes and his busi- 
ness partner, Bruce Graham, are 
purchasing the raw cane molasses 
for their product from the last operat- 
ing sugar mill in the Rio Grande 
Valley and making rum in their local 
distillery using equipment Graham 
built himself. The young men expect 
to have their product on the market 
sometime in August and are currently in the final testing phase, holding 
tastings with liquor-industry professionals and members of the media. 
When Barnes suggested we get together for a tasting of his rum, I told 
him I had to quit drinking long ago, but he was welcome to come to my 
annual potluck birthday bash where plenty of friends who do drink would 
be happy to tell him what they thought. I figured his rum could sink or 
swim alongside Tito’s Handmade Vodka, Paula’s Texas Orange, area 
brews such as Independence and Real Ale, and assorted Texas wines. 
Barnes and his wife, Rachael, showed up and served the crowd refresh- 
ing, farm-fresh mint mojitos to an overwhelmingly positive response. Our 
own Wes Marshall will have more to say about Treaty Oak Platinum Rum 
in the near future. The other product sample debut at the party was a 
home-style frozen-drink machine called the Margaritaville Frozen 
Concoction Maker ($299.99). It seems these machines are the sum- 
mer’s absolute hottest selling item in all the national cookware catalogs 
and cookware stores. The folks at Faraday’s Kitchen Store (1501 RR 
620 N., 266-5666) and Breed & Co. (718 W. 29th, 474-6679; 3663 
Bee Caves Rd., 328-3960) are watching them fly off the shelves. I guess 
that shouldn't be too surprising in the state where the frozen margarita 
was born! The machine has an ice-shaving feature that produces drinks 
with the consistency of a smooth, frosty slurry - not as thick as drinks 
from a commercial margarita machine in restaurants but much smoother 
than anything you could make in a home blender. I won't be making cock- 
tails in this one, but I can’t wait to see how it does with the protein 
smoothies I make for breakfast and my personal version of iced mocha 
lattes made with instant espresso, low-fat milk, cocoa, and Splenda. (I 
know coffee snobs will blanche at that, but high-calorie liquids are now 
verboten; see “Enough Is Enough!” July 13, for why). And now for news 
that’s not all about me: Kudos to local baker Tracy Claros for winning 
the culinary equivalent of an Oscar earlier this month at the Fancy Food 
Show in NYC. Her English Lemon Pudding took home the gold statuette 
as the best baked good, and I’m not the least bit surprised. Take a look 
at the prize, and grab some of that award-winning pudding when you visit 
Claros' booth at the Austin Farmers’ Market (Fourth & Guadalupe) this 
Saturday morning... And speaking of farmers’ markets, the Sunset 
Valley Farmers Market (Highway 290 West in the Toney Burger Center 
parking lot) was recently named as one of the Top 10 farmers' markets in 
the country by EatingWell magazine. Matt Lee of Teo (1208 W. 38th, 
451-9555, www.caffeteo.com) e-mailed to say he’d heard from international 
ice cream maven/cookbook author David Lebovitz (www.davidlebovitz.com) 
after his recent appearances in Austin, and Lebovitz declared Teo’s gelato 
as the very best he had eaten in the U.S. Matt is also justifiably proud of 
the new article in AmericanWay magazine touting his shop as one of the 
seven best places in the country for gelato. Go over there now for some 
of the heavenly sorbetto made with Texas peaches... According to Alamo 
Drafthouse chef John Bullington, local Harry Potter fans are the most 
devoted and enthusiastic when it comes to turning out for movie feasts 
and purchasing movie-themed menu specials. “They show up in costume 
and buy all the specials and gallons and gallons of the Butter Beer. One 
English guy came up and told me the treacle tarts we served reminded 
him of his childhood, and another guy in a kilt said our shepherd’s pie 
was just like home, so that makes all the work worthwhile.” Bullington 
was willing to disclose the raw ingredients for the wildly popular Butter 
Beer (though not the proportions). He steeps real apple cider with aro- 
matic spices, then mixes that with homemade butterscotch syrup. For 
adults, he mixes half the cider/spice/butterscotch mixture with hard 
cider, and for kids, the cider mixture is mixed with soda. By press time, I 
will have attended a Potter Feast and will report back next week.

Exit Here to Eat 

Dining around Central Texas 

One result of the Central Texas population boom of the past 
few years is that once sleepy rural hamlets surrounding the capi- 
tal city are now bustling with growth: new houses, new people 
to live in them, and new places for those folks to eat. The 
Chronicle Food staff spent some time dining in the rural environs 
earlier this summer and discovered some pretty good eats, plus 
the promise of more to come. We’ve got two weeks’ worth of 
stories here. Since they live southwest of the city, Mick Vann 
and Wes Marshall were assigned to cover the Lake Travis area, 
Spicewood, Dripping Springs, Driftwood, Buda, Kyle, and Highway 
71 east toward Bastrop. The rest of us went north and east and 
will report next week. The news is good: There are reliable meals 
in each little boomtown. - Virginia B. Wood 

TUTTO GUSTO

Successful Austin restaurateur Stan Adams (Siena 
Ristorante Toscano, Brick Oven) owns the new Tutto 
Gusto in Steiner Ranch. His goal is to bridge the gap 
between the casual Brick Oven and the fancy Siena. 

Tutto Gusto is a place affordable enough that you can 
take the whole family yet nice enough to feel like you’re dining 
out instead of just eating. 

The food is simple Italian. Their calamari ($5.95 lunch, $6.95 
dinner) is crispy on the outside and tender-sweet on the inside, 
with a very mild tomato dipping sauce. Spinaci al Forno ($6.95) 
is a mixture of spinach and artichoke hearts in a gratin made 
from very intense Romano cheese. It’s best spread on some of 
Tutto Gusto’s delicious bread. 

The best main course we tried was Joey’s Favorite 
($7.95/9.95), a brimming plate of fettuccine with prosciutto, 
sun-dried tomatoes, mushrooms, and a few red chili flakes, 
all in a cream sauce. We also liked the Walnut Chicken 
($10.95/12.95), which was like an Italian version of chicken- 
fried chicken, with sage cream sauce substituting for the cream 
gravy. It was perfectly crunchy and moist. 

One thing that really sets Tutto Gusto apart is its kid-friendly 
atmosphere. Children can eat for $5.95, and that includes a 
drink. For tired parents, there’s a nice play area just outside, so 





you can dine inside in peace and watch your children through 
the big plate-glass windows. If you want to be even closer, 
there’s also dining outside. 

Tutto Gusto successfully offers a relaxed place you can go to 
spontaneously, where a hardworking family wanting something a 
little nicer than usual can have a comfortable dinner.

Last time we reported on Opie’s Barbecue, we 
raised a big holler from the folks at Cooper’s in Llano. 

They took exception to my idea that Opie’s was offering 
food just as good, and it was closer to Austin. That was seven 
years ago, and it’s still just as true today. Only Opie’s is just 
about to take a big step forward: They’re moving to a new, nicer 
facility right on Highway 71. 

Owner Todd Ashmore tells me their new facility should be 
open by Aug. 1, and he’s made some positive changes. “I’m 
gonna have a real kitchen for once,” he laughs. The pit master 
gets a little more comfortable, too, with the serving pit moved 
inside the restaurant. 

The big change for the customers will be in the seating. If 
you’ve ever had trouble scootching in and out of their picnic 
tables after a slab of baby back ribs ($20), you’ll be happy to 
know that the new Opie’s will have real tables and chairs. My 
favorite food at Opie’s is the huge pork chop ($10.99). It’s 
smoky and tender with real pork flavor. Fridays at Opie’s are 
Butter Bean Day, when Ashmore puts out a huge vat of butter 
beans for all customers. Whatever day you come, don’t forget to 
save room for the blackberry cobbler ($3.25). - W.M.

Cold 
beer was the order of the day, with occasional food at 
the fancier places. No air conditioning. Neighborhood 




types crowding the bar. Texas used to have thousands of them 
until the clientele got sucked away to Friday’s and Applebee’s. 

Spicewood is one of the last bastions of the icehouse. We 
had two until Elmo’s burned down (for Elmo’s fans: He’s cooking 
again, now at Blue Moon). At least temporarily, Angel’s is car- 
rying the torch alone. The motto at Angel’s Icehouse is “What 
you LOVE about the Hill Country! Good Friends, Great Food, Live 
Music and Ice Cold Beer!" Judging by the huge crowds packed in 
almost every night, they must be doing something right. Actually, 
they are doing a lot of things right. 

Take their cold beers. Now this is not a froufrou place with all 
sorts of obscure alembic ales. You’ve got your Bud, your Miller, 
and beers made by Bud and Miller. There’s also a few good 
Mexican beers. The main thing they’ve got going for their beer 
program is it’s c-o-l-d. My Dos Equis on draft ($3) was icy, and 
given the expert service, your beer comes to your table about 20 
seconds after it leaves the tap or the cooler. Plus, every waitstaff 
communication is punctuated with a “darling" or a “sweetie." 

This is old-time Texas hospitality. 

The food is better than we expect from an icehouse. Their 
crab cakes ($6.99) are a bit too bready, but they taste great. 

No excuses are needed for their top-notch chicken-fried chicken 
($9.49). A huge breast is covered with crispy, spicy batter, and 
the cream gravy tastes homemade. 

If you go to Angel’s, note the only reserved parking place says, 
“Willie’s Place." Turns out Angel’s is about the only place in Spice- 
wood Willie hasn’t been, so they’re hoping a free parking spot 
will get his interest. Who knows? It might work. In the meantime, 
Angel’s is a great reminder of the way things used to be. - W.M.

When Cafe Castro Nova first opened, it was a nice, unobtru- 
sive little casual restaurant. Recently, they decided to convert 
to a white-tablecloth place with upscale surroundings, top-level 
service, and more creative cookery. 

The best place to start is their Hand Breaded Coconut Shrimp 
($9.99) served on a cranberry and orange coulis. Six big, crispy 
shrimp arrive around a bed of baby greens with the coulis spread 
around the edges of the plate. The play of the coconut, sweet 
shrimp, and tart fruits is wonderful. The biggest surprise came 
in the form of a filet mignon ($35.99) that could stand with the 
best steak-house versions. The meat was fork-tender, flavorful, 
and cooked precisely to order. And instead of the old-fashioned 
way of wrapping the outside in bacon, the fresh asparagus is 
wrapped in bacon and served on the side. 

Given their Lakeway location, they knew they couldn’t leave 
completely the hamburger-and-wrap crowd behind. Best of these 
is the Nova Burger ($9.99), which is basically a burger with all 
the trimmings and a little aioli. 

Cafe Castro Nova also added a closed bar aimed at the remain- 
ing cigar aficionados among us, and it’s loaded to the brim almost 
every night. The bartender knows his drinks, and as long as the 
smoke doesn’t bother you, it’s a nice, intimate, and relaxing place 
to have a drink.

When the farmstand closed, the friends developed a busi- 
ness plan and found a congenial roadside location in Dripping 
Springs for their new venture. Rolling in Thyme & Dough Bakery 
is at home in a cozy cottage surrounded by cheerful gardens. 

(The property was home to a nursery in a former incarnation.) 

The owners are committed to featuring fresh, local products as 
much as possible and at one time even sold local eggs and pro- 
duce in the shop. “Since Timpones opened, we don’t do that 
much anymore - but we use the local eggs and produce in our 
own cooking,” Bollum explains. 

The freshness is apparent in every bite. The busy bakery/ 
catering outfit serves up scrumptious pastries. We sampled flaky

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Danish studded with area peaches, a 
black- and blueberry turnover, and a divine 
slice of moist poppy-seed cake under a 
puckery lemon glaze. At lunchtime, indulge 
in a sandwich made on their bread loaded 
with quality meats and local goat cheese, 
farm-fresh egg salad with silky homemade 
mayo, or grilled garden vegetables. Put 
together a truly filling road meal by pair- 
ing the sandwiches with a cup of cus- 
tom soup or a garden salad, or sample 
weekday specials such as the 290 Torte 
(roasted vegetables and goat cheese in 
a pastry crust) or pizza on a homemade 
rosemary-garlic dough topped with sea- 
sonal vegetables. This attractive little 
roadside gem is worth a stop. - V.B.W.

Sunday, 10am-5pm 
www.timponesmarket.com/location.asp 
Every once in a while, you come across 
a commercial establishment that’s so 
homey and inviting that it’s like you just 
walked into your best friend’s house. From 
the moment you walk through the door 
at Timpones - shopping at the market, 
perusing the holistic health items, or picking up 
some freshly made food - you see nothing but 
smiles, and the only attitude you get is a seem- 
ingly endless desire to give you exactly what 
you want. 

The food is good, too. For the pizzas ($17- 
19), they have a wood-fired oven operating at 
more than 750 degrees. “You really have to 
be on your game when you use one of 

© these ovens,” owner Patrick Timpone 
told me. “It’s a real artisan pizza. If 
you don’t get the dough exactly right 
- roll it out perfectly and watch it 
carefully while you’re cooking - you 
won’t get a great pizza. When you do it right, 
it’s wonderful. But there’s a reason the big 
chains won’t use theses ovens: It’s too risky.” 
Timpones’ pizza has that wonderful wood-fired 
flavor. The crust is crisp on the outside and ten- 
der on the inside, with just a hint of smokiness. 


Sandwiches also get tender loving care. 

When a dish is named after the owner, you 
should expect the best in the house. So I also 
tried the Timpone Sandwich ($8), a heaping 
meat lover’s treat with pepperoni, salami, and 
provolone all stacked high. Both the sand- 
wiches and pizzas are made with what Timpone 
calls "authentic foods,” i.e., foods grown or 
produced within 150 miles by people he knows 
using methods he approves of. Not everything 
is organic, but his motto is: “Know the source,” 
and the payoff for us is good food you can feel 
good about. 

Timpone is well-known in Austin for his 
sauces, his radio show, and his longtime com- 
mitment to informing the public about the perils 
of the monetary system. I wouldn’t be a bit 
surprised if he doesn’t end up better known for 
the soon-to-be chain of Timpones Markets.

Gigi’s is at the very edge of 
Dripping Springs, almost out of town. 

The place has a very “old-Austin” 
feel to it, like a cleaner Les Amis. 

They bake everything fresh each day, 
including delicious cinnamon rolls ($1.90) that 
would have placed very high on our cinnamon 
roll shoot-out two years ago. Coffee is expertly 
made, and for those of us who pay attention 
to such things, their single shot of espresso 
($1.25) had a nice head of crema. 

If you go by later in the day, soups and sand- 
wiches rule. I asked the counter person for her 
pick as the best sandwich in the house, and, 
without a moment’s thought, she pointed at the 
Honey-Cured Ham and Swiss ($5.99). I took 
her up on the recommendation and got a nice, 
thick sandwich made from impeccably fresh 
ingredients and obvious loving care. So what 
can you do to make an ordinary ham & cheese 
into something special? Start with dense bread 
(wheat-berry nugget in this case), eschew the 
mayonnaise in favor of good honey-mustard 
dressing, and dress it with crispy pickles and 
onions. The difference between a good sand- 
wich and a great one is in the details, and 
Gigi’s gets them right. - W.M.

If you haven’t been for a tasting 
at Damian Mandola’s gorgeous new 
winery located about halfway between Driftwood 
and the first low-water Onion Creek crossing, 
you’re missing a treat. Set on one of the pret- 
tiest plots of land in the area, they are in full 
vine-growth mode, with 20 acres planted and 
many more to come. The compound will remind 
you of a Tuscan farm on the hills near Florence, 
Italy. What has the denizens of Driftwood excit- 
ed is the planned opening on Aug. 14 of the 




second phase of the compound, Trattoria Lisina, 
a rustic Italian restaurant. Knowing Mandola’s 
lust for quality, freshness, and authenticity, the 
food is sure to be excellent. 

Chef John Lichtenberger is in place; a 25-year 
veteran of the New York restaurant scene, he 
relocated to Wimberley and is ready to make a 
big impression. We got to take a stroll through 
the space with him and Mandola, and it will be 
magnificent: a large open dining room with sun- 
set views of the vineyard and the hills beyond. 

A covered stone patio will provide additional 
outdoor seating. The kitchen is the stuff of a culi- 
narian’s dreams: curing rooms for the homemade 
charcuterie, a chilled room for meat-cutting, blast 
chillers, rotisserie, and a wood-burning oven. 

The menu holds high promise: hot and cold 
antipasti ($4-10), 10-inch pizzas ($10-11), fresh 
pastas ($10-12), mains ($14-28), a wealth of 
sides ($6-10), and a long list of desserts and 
cheeses ($6-9, including sorbettos and gelati). 
When I can drive just a few miles and get a 
house-made prosciutto-and-arugula pizza, a bowl 
of minestra with escarole, white beans, and 
house-made sausage, some real carbonara with 
no cream, braised oxtails or osso buco, I will be 
a very happy diner indeed. - Mick Vann

A recent visit found Galindo III preparing a

quesadilla with a lively blackberry conca sse; 
asiago-glazed bruschetta with Romano slivers, 
tomato, and garlic; and succulent rare-grilled 
tuna with porcini powder and a smoked paprika 
beurre blanc (menu prices $9-17). 

The salad course was a combination of their 
Caesar ($6) and a crab meat and goat cheese 
salad with mandarin slices on tomato gelee 
($12). Both fantastic. 

The entree plate combined three dishes: the 
fork-tender NY strip Toscana with capers, roast- 
ed red pepper, and goat cheese with a balsamic 
reduction ($28); luscious slices of peppered 
duck breast with a port wine demi-glace ($24); 
and the smoky salmon cooked with alder wood 
smoked salt with a subtle jalapeno-shallot but- 
ter sauce ($19). Sides were portions of grilled 
asparagus, poblano polenta, white truffle oil 
orzo, and a grilled red pepper. 

Dessert was a minispread of their papaya 
gelato with diced papaya and strawberries with 
balsamic syrup, chocolatey pot de creme with 
Chambord whipped cream, and a very light key 
lime cheesecake with strawberry sauce and rasp- 
berries. A perfect finish that wasn’t too sweet.

The Leaning Pear resides in an ancient stone 
building nestled in a big tree grotto right at 
the start of River Road in Wimberley. After the 
Mexican restaurant that preceded them failed, 
Rachel and Matthew Buchanan redid 
the interior, producing a rustic but 
modern feel, complete with a cov- 
ered stone patio with a misting sys- 
tem. They opened up in March of this 
year, and the response has been fantastic. 

The keyword at Leaning Pear is fresh. They 
scour the farmers' markets in San Marcos and 
Wimberley to purchase from and to make con- 
tacts with local growers and cheese makers. 

We started our meal with cups of each of 
the day’s soups ($3.75): a spicy pureed corn 
and roasted poblano chowder with bits of fresh 
corn and diced tomato, garnished with white 
cheese and tortilla strips and a very tomatoey 
cream soup with chunks of rich melting Maytag 
blue cheese, diced ripe tomato, and shreds of 
basil (purchased as a combo with a side house 


salad, $7). The delicious salad is made up with 
crisp microgreens with spiced pecans, sliced 
Anjou pear, goat cheese, and a shallot vinai- 
grette. The next table was feasting on two huge 
entree salads ($6-7.75), which looked inviting. 

We tried a pair of sandwiches: the BBLT 
(peasant bread with double-cream Brie, 

Nueske's bacon, lettuce and ripe tomato, 
$6.50), and the Reuben (fresh marble rye, 
house-made corned beef, fresh kraut, and 
Swiss, $7.25). Both were served with thick 
kettle chips and were exemplary. 

Every day there is a more substantial spe- 
cial, this day a Jumbo Lump Crab Cake on 
Chayote Slaw With Cilantro Dressing ($10.25). 
Other days it might be duck breast, pork ten- 
derloin, or flank steak. Desserts are made in- 
house and usually include an ice cream or sor- 
bet. Leaning Pear offers what Wimberley needs: 
bold flavors, fresh ingredients, great food, and 
nice prices. - M.V.

I was shocked to see a new place on the 
corner of Main Street and FM 150, where 
the pizza place used to be, and even more 
shocked to see it overflowing with customers. 
Esthela Jaime, of the Luvianos Restaurante on 
Cameron Road in Austin, has opened a second 
location in Kyle. One factor of the 
fandom in Kyle is that Luvianos has 
a full bar, perhaps the only one in 
town, if not the area. The other fac- 
tor is the low prices for the great food. 

For breakfast, we tried the Machacado 
($5.99, dried shredded beef with scrambled 
eggs), and the Nopales con Fluevo ($4.50, cac- 
tus pad strips with scrambled eggs). Both hit 
the spot. 

For dinner, we’ve tried the Favorito ($6.50, 
choice of two meats; we chose the pastor 
pork and barbacoa, both nice), the beef fajitas 
($6.99, tender and flavorful), Tex-Mex enchila- 
das ($5.99, good, cuminy chile con carne and 
cheese on top), the Torta Cubano ($4.99, excel- 
lent bread, pressed and grilled, with loads of 
ham), Sopes with pastor meat ($3, loaded with 
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2 Mamas Cafe & Bakery 
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lettuce and cheese on top), the Gordito ($3, 
topped with succulent carnitas, the dough was 
a little tough), and the Napolitos Salad ($4.50, 
a nice portion of fresh cactus strips, tomato, 
cilantro, onion, and cheese). 

More menu adventures await: There’s a 
whole section of fish and shrimp dishes (most 
$8-9) I’ve yet to try. I’ll definitely return ... if I 
can get in the door, that is. - M.V.

Buda used to have a run-down Laundromat 
that I frequented, and almost three years ago, 
it became 2 Mamas Cafe & Bakery. Owners 
Elizabeth McMillin (also known through her Cafe 
290 in Manor), Eugene McMillin, and Teresa 
Garza have transformed the space into a bright, 
warm cafe opening onto Buda’s Main Street. 
When they opened, there were nine restaurants 
in the Buda area; now, there are 22. With the 
solid, fresh flavors coming from their kitchen, I 
know that 2 Mamas is in Buda to stay. 

The food is centered on fresh-baked des- 
serts and breads, sandwiches, salads, and 
home-style daily specials, with recipes handed 
down from all of the respective grannies. 
Pastries and coffee provide the morning fare, 
and the place starts to fill around lunch: 

Monday through Saturday, there are substantial 
blue plate specials for $7.25 (call for 

© offerings). Monday’s meat loaf with 
mashed potatoes and corn was as 
delicious as Mom's (and that speaks 
volumes) and could have fed two. 
Creamy and rich homemade chicken and dump- 
lings is available daily ($2.95/3.95). 

With sandwiches, you can create your own 
combo on house-baked bread from the 20- 
plus offered components ($5.95), or choose 
from the cafe’s menu subs; our muffuletta 
($6.95) was overstuffed and pleasantly fill- 
ing (the Meatball and the Thanksgiving are 
next in line). There is a salad bar: broccoli 
salad, slaw, pasta salad, and the makings for 
a deluxe green salad fill it to the brim. You 
have the option of a single trip or multiple 
($2.95/5.25) and can opt to include it with 
many of the combos. 


The bakery counter groans with an assort- 
ment of tempting jumbo cookies, pies, cakes, 
and various pastries (for morning or afternoon 
tea). A megaslab of sinfully rich carrot cake 
almost did me in before a recent meeting. - M.V.

Gone from the eastern half of 
the La Chica minimart on Anderson 
Lane, Oaxacan Tamaleo has resurrect- 
ed. Bill, Leo, and the brood have a much larger 
space, with a bandstand in one corner and a 
room with a pool table. Beer and wine are now 
served as well, and in case you wondered, the 
food is better. 

All of the scrumptious standbys are on the 
menu: the wonderful daily specials Monday- 
Friday, the amazing lamb barbacoa, the 
melt-in-your-mouth pork in green sauce, the 
tender chicken in red mole (all $8.45), the 
rich posole ($4/5.50), the luscious banana- 
leaf-wrapped tamales ($2.75, two for $5). 

But, because the Texas Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission requires a bigger menu for a per- 
mit, there are new treats! 

Enchiladas (four with rice and beans, $8.45) 
are incredible: overstuffed with moist chicken 
and loaded with red mole. You’ll also find 
flautas (four for $8.45, chicken or bean), and 
enfrijoladas (four for $8.45, smothered in 
refried black beans, cheese, and onions), as 
well as quesadillas, tostados, Tamaleo salad, 
and fried plantains. Breakfast remains the 
same, except that now you can get two eggs 
on top of two pork tamales with black beans 
($3.98). Add some plantains to that, and you 
have a breakfast! 

They are adapting to the new space slowly, 
and when bands do come through, they tend 
to play on Saturday nights, so call first. Leonor 
usually can be persuaded to dance with some- 
thing balanced on her head, so no change 
there. It’s a bit of a haul to get there now, but 
we’ve said it before (“Oaxacan Tamaleo,” June 
2, 2006), and we’ll keep on saying it: hands 
down, the best interior Mexican around Austin 
for the price. -M.V.

In a case of pop-culture synergy rarely 
if ever encountered beyond the perimeters 
of bong-blasted off-campus grad student 
intellectual circles running around in circles 
and pseudo-situationist manifestos, last 
weekend’s edition of The New York Times 
Magazine ran a sidebar to their weekly 
“The Way We Live Now" column describing 
America’s first president as less of battle- 
hardened, Valley-forged, dollar-bill demigod 
and more of sad sack of oak-hewn chompers 
and fusty insecurity. 

That’s a load of crap, as anyone who’s seen 
Brad Neely’s groundbreaking animated video 
for Cox and Combes’ tune George Washington 
knows full well: America’s premiere prez was 
“6-foot-8” and "weighed a fucking ton.’’ Also, 
he had many, many penises. 

Thanks to that flash-animated video’s suc- 
cess, Neely was approached by Turner 
Broadcasting System’s online comedy upload 
site SuperDeluxe.com, which debuted on the 
Web this past December with not only the 
Austin-based Neely on board but also a short 
series by local filmmaker Bob Ray of Rock 
Opera and the recent Roller Derby doc Hell on 
Wheels fame and A Scanner Darkly animator 


and former Gals Panic frontman Lance 
“Fever" Myers. 

While Ray’s SuperDeluxe.com series Ape 
Shit - featuring poo-flinging space travel and 
some serious mad monkey kung-futurism - 
has since been given the axe (which only 
means that Ray's refocusing on other, possi- 
bly more extreme pitches to hurl Turner’s 
way), Myers’ The Ted Zone, which melds Evan 
Dorkin-style comic nerds (a la Dorkin's late, 
lamented Welcome to Eltingville pilot for 
Turner-owned Sunday night animation riot 
Adult Swim) with surpassingly novel storytell- 
ing skill and the odd porn/incest gag. Who 
says family values are in decline? 

Not SuperDeluxe’s Senior Vice President 
for Content Drew Reifenberger, who acknowl- 
edges the tsunami of animation and comedy 
talent currently holding total control over the 
SuperDeluxe website, which allows users 
to upload their own comic ’toons and sketch- 
es while ordering - and, more importantly, 
paying for - the really, really good stuff, 
which, apparently, is all from the Five-One- 
Deuce, baby. 

“Sometimes you're lucky, and sometimes 
you're good, and I think we were both," says 


Reifenberger from the Atlanta warehouse- 
space that SuperDeluxe.com shares with, not 
coincidentally, the Williams Street Adult Swim 
crew. “Austin is such a hotbed for creative 
talent that I think it was sort of inevitable 
that we’d end up with some talent. When we 
were down for South by Southwest, we met a 
ton of young talent that’s all based there. 

“We really wanted to establish an audience 
and a brand and a positioning that would be 
around some really creative work that takes 
some comedic risks. And those three guys 
are exactly that. They’re like the poster chil- 
dren of SuperDeluxe.com.” 

Neely, whose myriad other SuperDeluxe.com 
projects include the absurdist rappings of Tor 
Johnson look-alike Baby Cakes and the nattily 
deranged Professor Brothers, doesn’t view 
this overnight Internet phenom as a subset 
of Adult Swim, however: “I do what I do 
because I have ideas for this format and not 
as a stepping stone to other formats, i.e. 
Adult Swim. If I did do anything for television, 


it would be a lot different, I think. I’m not 
using SuperDeluxe as a portfolio or anything 
like that. I’m just having a really good time 
right where I’m at.” 

Ditto that for Myers, who says, “I’m actual- 
ly a real big believer in what SuperDeluxe. 
com is doing. I think a lot of people, myself 
included, when they first hear about some- 
thing being a cartoon series on the web, 
there’s a little bit of ingrained stigma along 
the lines of something on a website being 
inherently less of a big deal than something 
being on television. 

“But I've found that people are beginning 
to make that switch from watching Adult 
Swim on the Cartoon Network on Sunday 
night to watching it whenever and wherever 
they please on their laptops. People’s habits 
are changing, and the SuperDeluxe guys have 
a lot of interesting strategies to build the 
brand. I really believe in what they’re doing, 
and I think, as an animator and a storyteller, 
I’m in a good place.” - Marc Savlov

DON'T YOU FORGET ABOUT ME: 
CONTEMPORARY WRITERS ON 
THE FILMS OF JOHN HUGHES 

edited by Jaime Clark

For a collection of cinematic made- 
leines, you couldn’t get a better title than 
Don’t You Forget About Me. Then again, if 
the soundtracks of the John Hughes oeuvre 
couldn’t be plundered to name a volume of 
essays, then I bet there would be no book. 
Ironically, The Breakfast Club may own that song, 
and its cast may grace the cover, but there’s not 
much ink devoted to it inside, the foreword by Ally 
Sheedy notwithstanding. One hesitates to draw 
too-sweeping conclusions about the fortunes of an 
artistic output (especially based on a limited sur- 
vey of mid-to-late-30s fiction writers and poets), 
but it is interesting how thoroughly Ferris Bueller 
and Pretty in Pink’s Andie Walsh dominate discus- 
sion. They fire up more identification and conster- 
nation here than the whole Saturday morning 
detention crowd combined. 

Strong reactions to characters who carry an 
entire movie, however, isn’t all that surprising, 
since these are chiefly personal essays, con- 
cerned with the memories and feelings conjured 
by the films. On this score, the book works awfully 
well. There may be very little straight film or cultur- 
al criticism here, but the approach suits the sub- 
ject matter, and it’s refreshing to read “where was 
I then/where am I now” narratives about movies 
unburdened by the feeling that nostalgia should be 
tricked up into analysis. And when we do get hard- 
er film criticism, as in Steve Almond’s astutely 
visual reading of the Cameron/Ferris relationship, 


it’s more persuasive and sensitive to 
performance than a lot of what passes 
for academic or professional film writing. 

Elsewhere, T Cooper's account of try- 
ing to derive fashion sense from the 
Hughes canon enjoyably dances among 
the often-perplexing signals of adoles- 
cent sexuality in the films. If the piece 
seems to be just getting started as it 
ends, perhaps that’s because the sub- 
ject could be bottomless; the gender 
insanity at work in Some Kind of 
Wonderful alone easily could have a collection of 
essays to itself. 

As do the conflicted feelings about Ferris 
Bueller that hog a good portion of this book. Now 
I'll confess my bias here and declare Ferris 
Bueller’ s Day Off the Hughes masterpiece, not 
least since I’m fascinated by the complexity of 
reaction to its two-dimensional hero, so it's easy 
for me to gravitate toward the essays wrestling 
with this little shit/ righteous dude. In particular, 
John McNally’s account of shifting identification 
over the years, from Ferris to principal Rooney, 
impressively examines the not-so-pretty race and 
class relationships at work in this ultimate Eighties 
fantasy of white-boy entitlement, while Rebecca 
Wolff’s surprising and thoughtful entry uses 
Bueller to consider problems of identification 
encountered when you’re actually popular in high 
school, as most teen films valorize the outcast. 

But if Molly Ringwald’s Pretty in Pink heroine 
actually rates even more passionate writing than 
Ferris does, the book’s intensely personal angle 
makes me feel fully comfortable only evaluating 
what most interests me. Nevertheless, I wonder 
if I should reconsider. After finishing the book, I 
took an online quiz to find out which John Hughes 
character I am and came up Andie Walsh.

ACE IN THE HOLE 

Criterion, $39.95 

“I’ve met a lot of hard-boiled eggs in 
my life, but you, you’re 20 minutes." So 
sneers Jan Sterling at Kirk Douglas dur- 
ing 1951's Ace in 
the Hole, and you 
can almost hear 
Billy Wilder yuk- 
king it up softly 
off-camera. That 
the peerless 
Viennese film- 
maker (1906- 
2002) followed 
the second of 
three Best 
Screenplay Oscars for Sunset Boulevard 
with this lesser effort - nevertheless 
nominated for another one - on his way 
to Stalag 17, Sabrina, and Some Like It 
Hot only cements the interest surround- 
ing this relative obscurity. A box-office 
dud retitled by the studio as The Big 
Carnival becomes precisely that as 
Wilder’s prescient media indictment 
dominoes toward a close encounter of 
the cinematic kind. Douglas' exiled big 
city reporter - seeking redemption in the 
“sun-baked Siberia” of New Mexico 
where a sad sack profiteer becomes 
trapped inside a mountainous rock slide 
- ringmasters his exclusive front-pager 
into a circus. Unencumbered by all but 
one ethical tenet, “Bad news sells best 
because good news is no news,” 

Douglas musters a full head of antihero 


steam with all the humility of Charles 
Foster Kane. “This is my story,” he 
threatens the election-year sheriff. “I 
want to keep it mine.” All of the charac- 
ters help themselves eventually, noir col- 
oring everything until the last frame. Disc 
two turns up an hourlong audience with 
the maestro in 1980, all six of Wilder’s 
Oscars huddled together high on an office 
bookshelf, plus a 30-minute excerpt from 
a 1986 American Film Institute forum, 
and a brief interview with Douglas. “A 
very, very harsh experience,” says Wilder 
of Ace in the Hole, the first he took on the 
writing, producing, and directing all at once. 
Sunny side up, even in his comedies, 
never suited him. - Raoul Hernandez 

ALSO OUT NOW 

No Way Out (20th Century Fox, 
$14.98): Ace in the Hole co-screenwriter 
Lesser Samuels took home an Academy 
Award nomination along with writer/ 
director Joseph L. Mankiewicz for Sidney 
Poitier’s baby-faced 1950 film debut as 
a black doctor enduring the n-bombs of 
petty thief Richard Widmark.

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Here's to Holly Hunter

Saving Grace 


Ordinarily, I wouldn’t be excited about 
another cop show, but in the case of Saving 
Grace (TNT), I’m making an exception. 

First, there’s Holly Hunter. She stars as 
Grace Hanadarko, a hard-working, chain- 
smoking, foul-mouthed police detective who 
drinks too much, drives too fast, bends all 
the rules, and sleeps with all the wrong men. 
Second, there’s the setting. It’s refreshing to 
see a “fly-over” state - in this case, Oklahoma 
- presented realistically and not as a bucolic 
wonderland or a backward hellhole. And then 
there’s Earl (Leon Rippy, Deadwood). He’s the 
long-haired, tobacco-chewing figure who falls 
into Grace’s life when she hits the wall one 
fateful, drunken night. Oh, yeah; he’s an angel 
sent by God to help Grace clean up her life. 
And this is what makes Saving Grace unlike 
other cop shows. More importantly, it’s unlike 
any other series wherein angels, religion, or 
talk of God appears. 

Saving Grace is gritty when compared to its 
predecessors. Touched by an Angel, Highway to 
Heaven, or 7th Heaven it’s not. While its bald 
look at Grace’s life will appall the 7th Heaven 
crowd, it may intrigue others who are not 
bothered by stiff shots of realism. Lots of them. 


This, along with Hunter’s 
performance, is what makes 
Saving Grace watchable. 

Grace has a big heart, but 
her moral compass is warped. 

She carries the requisite bag- 
gage that would cause some- 
one like her to live life hard 
and on the edge. This baggage 
has also made her turn her back on God and 
religion, something that her priest brother 
(Tom Irwin) and her best friend, Rhetta 
(Laura San Giacomo), beg her to embrace. 
But it’s Earl’s hard luck that he is assigned to 
help Grace. Oh sure, he’s revealed his angelic 
wings and pops in and out of her life like the 
supernatural being that he is. But Grace is 
not that easy. She’s not going along without 
a fight. It’s this fight - the questioning, the 
doubt, and the literal hand-to-hand combat 
- that makes Saving Grace as humorous as it is 
thoughtful. 

Having said that, Saving Grace isn’t par- 
ticularly deep. While it should be praised for 
presenting a startlingly human woman at the 
core of a series that has faith, religion, and the 
existence of God playing in the foreground, 


like its predecessors, it always resorts to pri- 
mary language. At a key moment in the pilot 
episode, Grace has an opportunity to ask Earl 
some of her burning questions about God. She 
gets angry when he feeds her a story about God 
riding a monster Harley through the sky and 
laughs at her when she’s just about to buy it. 

“I’m sorry; it’s just you guys always ask the 
same questions,” Earl says. 

So far, so does Saving Grace. What stops it 
from replicating the treacle of its predecessors 
are Hunter’s performance and a strong cho- 
rus of foils. Grace’s lifelong friend Rhetta is a 
criminologist. Her deep faith baffles Grace, but 
she is a trusted and droll confidant with whom 
Grace can share her interactions with Earl. 

“Earl cooked me breakfast this morning. . . . 
He’s going to be a huge pain in the ass.” 


“Grace, God has chosen you ... for whatever 
reason, he’s given you an angel, and you call 
him a ‘pain in the ass.’ You want to get struck 
by lightning?” 

“He asked me a whole bunch of questions 
about my life, my family. ... He even wants me 
to pray.” 

“He’s an angel, Grace. He’s going to want 
you to pray.” 

Leon Cooley (Bokeem Woodbine) is another 
confidant, a death row inmate who is more 
challenging than Rhetta and harder to ignore. 
Grace’s 10-year-old nephew, Clay (Dylan 
Minnette), brings out the cool aunt and softer 
maternal instincts of the otherwise sharp-edged 
Grace. He also spouts the most elementary 
ideas about God and religion, a dose of sweet- 
ness that is tolerable from a child. And then 
there’s Earl. His gruff, good ol’ boy vision of an 
angel is a welcome departure from the syrupy 
Roma Downey or even the sassy Della Reese 
in Touched by an Angel. But the most satisfying 
aspect of Saving Grace is that episodes are not 
tied up with a pretty bow. While the cop-show 
storyline usually comes to a neat conclusion, 
it’s the outside incidents that create the ongo- 
ing tension and the maddening gray area where 
good intentions and reality inevitably collide. 
All of this makes Grace one of the most human 
characters TV has seen in a long time. 

Saving Grace premieres Monday on TNT at 
9pm. Check local listings for additional airtimes.

Roky Erickson is a survivor, a fact reiterated by the screening of Keven McAlester’s 
disturbing documentary, You’re Gonna Miss Me, at the Paramount Theatre on Friday. The 
celebrated 13th Floor Elevators’ frontman i 
is also a machine. His movements are con- 
fined to hardwired, salutatory gestures and 
Pavlovian responses: “Thank you.” The magic 
of Erickson’s hourlong performance after the 
screening occurred when the pyramid met the 
eye, the psychedelic originator exorcising the 
ghosts within through the horror-rock chant of g 
classics like “Red Temple Prayer (Two Headed | 

Dog)” and “Creature With the Atom Brain." 3

Austin's Natrix Natrix 
Records, formed by Rhonda 
Turnbough and Seth 
Whaland in 2004, still prefer 
the comfort of the cassette’s protective plas- 
tic shell, hand-dubbing and distributing limited- 
edition tapes by local anti-folk artists like 
Ghost Night and Hundts Kup (So We Meet 
Again tape-split). “We’re willfully naive,” 
admits Whaland. “There's a certain intimacy 
involved with tapes that’s really reflective of 
the type of music we’re interested in.” The 
label recently released its first cassette com- 
pilation, which comes with spray-painted and 


Local firebrand Trish Murphy stepped into the kitchen with the 
Food Network’s Dave Lieberman to tape a segment for his web- 
cast series, In Search of Real Food, which streams on Yahoo! Food 
beginning Tuesday. “Food is something that brings people together, 
like music,” says Murphy one morning at Flipnotics' new Triangle 
location. Having honed her craft through family dinners over the 
years, she likens the process of song-doctoring to adjusting ingre- 
dients. “I’m more prolific with recipes than songs, though.”

“It's very open and improvisational, like visit- 
ing with strangers in the kitchen.” 

If that doesn't whet your appetite, jour- 
nalist Kara Zuaro noshes with your favor- 
ite indie rock acts. Her 256-page cookbook, 
I Like Food, Food Tastes Good, features reci- 
pes from Devendra Banhart, Death Cab for 
Cutie, Belle & Sebastian, and the Violent 
Femmes, to name a few. Okkervil River bakes a 
mean buttermilk pie, and Matt Simon of Vox trot 
and Belaire, who have an in-store at Waterloo 
Records on Wednesday, contributes his Peanutty 
Black-Bean Tofu. Stay away from the Polyphonic 
Spree’s punch.

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Meat Puppets rise to their knees 


You can run, but you’ll never get away 
from the smell of the garbage. And there’s 
crap on your shoes, and the thought of it is 
making you happy. (“Fly Like the Wind”) 

There’s no mercy here. No sympathy. No one 
cares who you are. No one cares who you were. 

Lying in a federal holding cell 50 miles south 
of Phoenix, Cris Kirkwood can barely move. The 
.357 slug still lodged against his spine has ren- 
dered his legs immobile. Dope sickness, heroin 
withdrawal, has caused his body to rebel against 
him. His muscles cramp, bones ache. His track- 
scarred skin sweats in agonizing pulses. 

Regret doesn’t even register through the pain. 
Years of abuse precipitate this point, nothing left 
but his body in decay, obese, teeth rotted out. 
Just another junkie. The other inmates ignore 
him. He stinks, festering in his own filth, the 
atrophy of the needle and the damage done. 

“It’s just brutal,” Cris sighs now with candid 
recall. “You puke. You shit. You have no control 
over your guts, and it lasts for at least a week 
solid. It’s fucking disgusting. You’re just a shit- 
spraying machine. And it hurts. The whole 
time your mind is just screaming, Just bring 
back the dope!”’ 

That wasn’t even rock bottom. Six years ear- 
lier, August 1998, Cris’ wife, Michelle Tardif, 
had overdosed and died amid the detritus of 


their Tempe, Ariz., home, a story chillingly 
detailed in David Holthouse’s article “Shooting 
Star” for Phoenix New Times (reprinted in the 
Chronicle, Jan. 4, 1999). Tardif’s death was 
followed eight months later by the death of 
close friend Pete “Sito” Sievert, whose body 
was found on Cris’ couch. He had been dead 
for more than 24 hours before an anonymous 
call from a pay phone in Phoenix alerted 
the police. In response to the second OD, 
Holthouse printed an open letter in the New 
Times. It began, “Cris - You know me, but 
you’ve smoked so much coke since we last 
talked I should probably reintroduce myself. 
I’m the guy who will write your obituary.” 

Nearly everyone had written Cris off as anoth- 
er slow-bum drug suicide, including his brother, 
Curt Kirkwood, who moved to Austin in 1997. 

“I was just tired. I just couldn’t do it. Not 
at the rate he was going,” says Curt. The older 
Kirkwood squints his eyes against the sun, a 
cultivated detachment screening his own scars. 
“I was at odds with having to put up with 
his decision to just be a piece of shit, really, 
because it is a decision. People can say you’re 
sick or whatever, but you can make a decision 
to get help, too.” 

The same stoic dismissal that allowed Curt 
to relinquish his brother to the spiral of addic- 
tion is also what permitted their reconcilia- 


tion. Curt heard from his son Elmo and close 
friends still in Phoenix that his brother had 
finally managed to get clean in prison, so he 
reached out to Cris. He flew to Phoenix last 
Spring, and the two sat playing guitar together 
for the first time in more than 10 years. By 
October, Cris and Curt were in the studio, 
the prodigal Meat Puppet reclaiming his bass 
alongside his brother’s lead. 

“I wept like a baby the first time I tried to 
sing one of the songs,” admits Cris, still revel- 
ing in his resurrection. “It was just such a mov- 
ing thing, such a healthy sort of weeping.” 

The story of the Meat Puppets’ return is a 
harsh, redemptive saga. It’s the history of a 
band broken at the height of their career. It’s 
the chronicle of the most important movement 
in rock of the past 20 years, the alternative 
scene the Meat Puppets helped birth and then 
became victims of as it imploded in an inertia 
of commercial success and dmgs. 

Most of all, it’s the story of two brothers, 
of loss and reconciliation, and of bloodlines 
bruised and bonded in the improvised fluidity 
of guitar strings. 

Maybe I’ve been wasted, maybe I’m con- 
fused, mosdy this seems like a whole lot to 
lose. (“Vultures”) 

Sitting outsidejo’s Hot Coffee, a short distance 
from his South Austin home, Curt Kirkwood’s 
eyes are heavy, his stare intent. Streaks of gray 
line his close-trimmed goatee and frizzy hair, tied 
tightly back into a knot. He picks at his paper 
cup until it splits open at the side, letting the 
last drops of coffee spill onto his legs. He either 
doesn’t notice or doesn’t care. 

“We started writing off junkies and idiots 
early because it’s just all around,” he says 
casually. “We grew up in North Phoenix, 
northwest side, where it’s rife. It’s an awful 


P place. I’ve seen really brutal shit really close to 
> me, and I don’t put anything past anyone.” 
The Meat Puppets was never a band to pull 
punches, and both brothers speak with the 
same severe frankness and irreverent noncha- 
lance that’s always molded their music. From 
its beginnings in 1979, the band, consisting 
of Curt, Cris, and drummer Derrick Bostrom, 
encompassed an urban disgust that wouldn’t 
be fully recognized for another decade, a waste- 
land of drugs and apathy circling behind the 
fragile facade of Eighties prosperity. It was an 
ethos cultivated from experience. 

Raised amidst the wreckage of their mother’s 
six failed marriages and a string of reckless step- 
fathers, Curt was the wilder of the two brothers. 
Cris, younger by a year, was more introspective, 
made good grades, and held a job. 

“He wasn’t as popular when we were kids,” 
laughs Curt. “He wasn’t shy, but Derrick and 
I were just more confident growing up, and 
Cris didn’t have that kind of confidence. He 
helped me out a lot because he was always the 
straighter one. I was always real spaced out.” 
Cris was 19 and still living at home when 
the band originated, emerging with a pum- 
meling, unrehearsed scrawl of hardcore punk 
that quickly landed them a deal with seminal 
DIY label SST, which released Meat Puppets in 
1982. Drugs were a constant in the group’s 
early music, their sound evolving into a 
genre-shredding repertoire that melded unre- 
pentant punk with country roots and psyche- 
delic jams. 

“The first one was our LSD record,” offered 
Curt upon the 1999 reissue of the Meat 
Puppets’ catalog (“What Is This?,” April 9, 
1999). “We were three days in the studio, 
and we tripped the whole time. And it was 
really cool, and really trying, too, because we 
went insane. [Meat Puppets II] was our ecstasy 
record. That’s why people like that record 
so much, I hate to tell you. Then the weed 
album, Up on the Sun. That’s the pedestrian 
album. Weed and alcohol. I did that whole 
thing in 72 hours, straight through - recorded 
and mixed it.” 

The story of the Meat 
Puppets' return is a 
harsh, redemptive saga. 

By 1989, the Meat Puppets had outlasted most 
of their contemporaries and, with SST suffering 
increasing legal trouble, signed to major label 
London Records. The result was 1991’s Forbidden 
Places, a breakthrough eclipsed by the release of 
Nirvana’s Nevermind just two months later. 

Despite their acknowledged influence on the 
movement, the mainstream success of alterna- 
tive rock didn’t immediately extend to the Meat 
Puppets. Then, November 1993, Kurt Cobain 
invited the Kirkwoods to join him on Nirvana’s 
MTV Unplugged special and to open for the 
group’s European tour. Ironically, Cobain’s 
suicide the following April became the catalyst 
for the Puppets’ success; MTV’s constant rota- 
tion of Nirvana Unplugged and the subsequent 
iconization of Cobain helped make Too High to 
Die the group’s first album to sell in excess of 
500,000 copies. 
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As it turns out, Cobain’s heroin addiction 
and subsequent suicide were the harbinger of 
the scene’s collapse. 

“I hadn’t seen any dope get used until we 
were out on tour with Stone Temple Pilots, 
and then there was heroin and needles every- 
where,” recalls Curt, who says he and Cris had 
stopped shooting up in the early Eighties. 

Be that as it may, by 1995, Cris’ habit had 
become a problem. Through the recording of 
No Joke!, Cris was increasingly incapacitated, 
and by the end of the year, Curt canceled the 
band’s remaining tour dates with Primus. 

“When Cris started getting fucked up to the 
point that he wasn’t a good musician, that’s 
when I bailed,” says Curt. “It wasn’t really in 
response to him dragging his ass around, shitting 
his pants and stuff. He just started fucking up 
onstage and fucking me up in one of my favorite 
places. Do what you want as long as you don’t 
get into my shit. All that seems obvious to me.” 

Stupid stars, you could sell them for a 
song. Nevermind, one became the sun. And 
they say there’s a Tiny Kingdom not too far 
away. And it rains on the plastering, watch 
it melt away. (“Tiny Kingdom”) 

Curt doesn’t attempt to conceal his bitter- 
ness about the self-destruction that mired the 
alternative rock scene and stagnated the Meat 
Puppets’ success. Suddenly enlivened, a sadistic 
smile crosses his face as he castigates Cobain. 

“You suck my ass! You invite me to fucking 
do this; all these cool fuckers invite me out 
and then shoot themselves? How fucking cool 
is that? I’m already 10 years older than every- 
body, and then I watch them blow their wad on 
suicide. It’s Too High to Die. That’s why I did 
that record. I knew it was coming. That was a 
jab in the side, because we went through that 
shit in the early Eighties. 

“Why did Kurt Cobain shoot himself?” he con- 
tinues vehemently. “Nobody gives a rat’s fucking 
ass, first of all, but the reality of it is he was smart 
enough to know he was in deep fucking shit. 
He used too much heroin, got depressed, and 
shot himself because he was bummed fucking 
out. It’s really hard to quit using dope. Fucking 
miserable. A lot of people would rather die. You 
ruin your fucking brain. You ruin your pleasure 
center to a degree where you better have a really, 
really cheery side like my brother has.” 

Despite Curt’s initial efforts to help get his 
brother into rehab, Cris continued disappear- 
ing into a haze of addiction. He and Tardif 
became increasingly reclusive as all night par- 
ties ceded to a constant need to find the next 
fix. On her deathbed, Cris’ mother begged 
him to get clean, but even as he watched her 
body painfully wracked by cancer, he couldn’t 
endure the withdrawal. 

“I didn’t handle Mom’s illness very well, and 
things just started to unravel,” relates Cris. “It 
was just hopeless. And all the while I’m aware 
of the damage I’m doing to other people. I 
fucked up the Meat Puppets, ruined our band. 
I fucking wrecked my brother’s career, and 
Derrick’s. Even as it unraveled, I was like, ‘It’s 
OK, I’ll get better and fix this all.’ 

“But then Michelle died, and that can’t be 
repaired, and now I had really ruined it for every- 
body, because I was gone, just fucking gone.”

Curt, meanwhile, was lost in his own way 
here in Austin as he channeled his creative 
energies into various projects. In 1999, he 
reconstituted the Meat Puppets into a quar- 
tet with local standouts Andrew Duplantis, 
Shandon Sahm, and Kyle Ellison (“A Sound 
Salvation,” Jan. 14, 2000). Despite a year and 
a half of rehearsal before the band debuted, 
Curt admits that the new lineup never realized 
the chemistry of the original Puppets, and they 
lasted for only one album, the lackluster Golden 
Lies (“Texas Platters,” Sept. 29, 2000). 

Eyes Adrift followed in 2002, a supergroup 
consisting of Nirvana’s Krist Novoselic and 
Sublime’s Bud Gaugh that only emphasized 
the fallout from the promise of the Nineties. 
Curt shuffled through the band Volcano and 
an unfinished country duet album with Lisa 
Newmyer before finally releasing his solo 
debut, Snow (“Texas Platters,” Nov. 25, 2005). 

In Phoenix, Cris receded even further from the 
world, a hollow vapor shifting through jails and 


the street. Finally, in 2004, he was sentenced to 
21 months in federal prison after an argument 
over a post office parking space escalated into a 
fight with a security guard. Cris, weighing more 
than 300 pounds at the time, was shot when he 
attacked the officer with his nightstick. 

I thought that it was over, these seem to 
be the days of wine. You’ve done as you’ve 
pleased, we’re all so relieved. (“Enemy 
Love Song”) 

Cris is still unaccustomed to giving inter- 
views. Speaking by phone from Phoenix, he 
continually interrupts himself to ask how he’s 
doing. He’s doing fine these days. 

“It’s just fucking miraculous, really,” he 
enthuses. “I allowed my life to become a serious 
pile of fucking dog shit. I made it all happen, so 
there was nowhere to point any blame except 
for myself. But just to have my brother back in 
my life really means the fucking world to me.” 


His voice bounces with a youthful vital- 
ity, even as he traces the darkest scars of his 
past. Now living with his girlfriend, Flathead 
bassist Ruth Wilson, and her parents, who 
are both doctors, Cris takes nothing for 
granted. A dentist who was a fan of the band 
fitted him with dentures last year, while 
another friend found him a bass. His weight 
is down to 175 pounds. This isn’t simply a 
second chance; this is new life. 

That rekindled sense of wonder lingers 
throughout the Meat Puppets’ new album, 
Rise to Your Knees, which was recorded here in 
Austin at Wire Recording and Bubble Studios 
and released this week on Anodyne Records. 
Although laced with Curt’s characteristically 
caustic lyrics, there’s a hopefulness bom with- 
in the cynicism, a freedom in the unbounded 
possibilities of nihilism. The songs cascade 
with a mellow and melodic rhythm that flows 
easily between the brothers. 

“There’s just something really organic about 
Curt and me playing together,” offers Cris. 
“That’s what made the Meat Puppets happen 
in the first place, and with Derrick. And it’s 
definitely still there.” 

Although Curt tried to recruit Bostrom 
to rejoin the band as well, the drummer 
declined. Ted Marcus instead filled the role 
behind the kit. 

“What the album has to me, it has a very 
big underlying theme of love,” Cris suggests. 
“There’s a lot of love there. And it’s a deep 
love, for oneself, for my brother, for fucking 
life! Just the magic of what life can put you 
through and still being alive, which is what 
Meat Puppets has always ever been - what it’s 
ever been all about.” 

Rise to Your Knees isn’t likely to return the 
Meat Puppets to the pinnacle of their Nineties 
success. Nor will the album spark the revolu- 
tion encapsulated in their SST influence, even if 
alternative rock has since become merely a shal- 
low corporate image of angst without genuine 
substance or emotion. The Kirkwood brothers 
aren’t interested in changing the world, though. 
This album is more important than that. 

“It’s really just a continuation of the art 
that Curt and I have been making since we 


were young,” says Cris. “It’s the reemergence 
of Curt and me playing again and the result of 
me actually getting to the point where I have 
some light back in my soul. Music, art, is a 
strange, frail thing. It’s just part of me coming 
back to life.” 

There are some relationships, however, that 
Cris will never be able to reconcile and some 
things that time will never heal. 

“I fucking hurt myself; I hurt my heart,” he 
sighs. “I broke my heart completely. Losing 
Michelle was irreparably damaging, and there’s 
just no fixing that. But there’s the ability to 
learn to live with wounds, and that’s what I’ve 
managed to be able to do.” 

Drugs were a constant in 
the group's early music, 
their sound evolving into a 
genre-shredding repertoire 
that melded unrepentant 
punk with country roots 
and psychedelic jams. 

Most healing are the reacceptance from his 
brother and the confidence entrusted in re- 
forming the band. The music is consolation 
and redemption, a reaffirmation of life and 
what Cris had lost. 

Nowhere is that conviction more apparent 
than onstage. At this year’s South by Southwest, 
the brothers played their first shows together, 
both grinning effusively behind twin flailing 
billows of curly hair. The intervening 10 years 
dissolved in a wave of thick, swirling guitar 
and thrusting bass vibrations, the pair high in 
harmonic ecstasy. 

“He’s smiling because he sees over the 
clouds all of the sudden,” laughs Curt about 
his brother. “Meat Puppets is a rare thing. It’s 
like in your dreams when you can fly.” 

“It’s just home,” says Cris. “Meat Puppets is 
home.” ■ 


MEAT PUPPETS 

Rise to Your Knees (Andoyne) 

The Meat Puppets defined themselves in 
the early Eighties through two eponymous 
releases, a spoon-cooked amalgam of spa- 
ghetti-western country and reckless punk, only 
a fraction of which was watered down into 
what became grunge. More than two decades 
later, the trio comes full circle, though time 
has clearly taken its toll on the group. Self- 
produced and recorded live on a shoestring 
budget, Rise to Your Knees, the first album 
by reunited brothers Curt and Cris Kirkwood 
since 1995’s misleading No Joke!, is a sub- 
dued and psychedelic affair, where the guitars 
melt instead of fry. Whereas 2000’s Golden 
Lies overcompensated with volume, the resur- 
gent Puppets embrace this change, lighten- 
ing the atmosphere occasionally with synthesizers and moving seamlessly from meandering 
acoustic numbers like “On the Rise,” which reveal Curt’s matured song craft, to fuzz-blown 
power chords (“Radio Moth") and the guit-jo pluck of “Tiny Kingdom.” “New Leaf” comes clos- 
est to the explosive timing that defined 1985’s Up on the Sun, while Kurt Cobain’s lingering 
shadow appears in the desert mirage of “Stone Eyes.” Feedback encapsulates the contem- 
plative “Vultures,” and local producer Chris “Frenchie" Smith’s hypnosis guitar ignites closer 
“Light the Fire.” Consider this therapy for the soul.

Our Love to Admire (Capitol) 

Interpol’s brooding has always pulsed 
cold and calculated, a measure that only 
added to the emotional disturbance and 
damp decadence of the band’s still brilliant 
debut, 2002’s Turn On the Bright Lights. 

With its disappointing and predictable fol- 
low-up two years later, Antics, the NYC quar- 
tet’s shadowy allure all but disappeared, 
a trend Interpol tries to reverse through 
orchestration and the rich production of 
major label debut, Our Love to Admire. 
Opener “Pioneer to the Falls” builds per- 
fectly, beginning with characteristically 
bleak guitar and teardrop piano thrusting 
forward into a symphonic swell led by Sam 
Fogarino’s funeral march. Instead of fad- 
ing four minutes in, however, it drags out 
for an additional minute and a half. The 
same fate befalls “Wrecking Ball," which, 
despite the extended outro, remains the 
most intriguing composition in Interpol’s 
catalog, warping Sixties soul, washed-out 
harmonies, and plucked strings into a bleak 
ballad as Paul Banks croons cutting lines 
like “I'm inside, like a wrecking ball through 
your eyes." Scintillant guitars sinking into 
the undertow of Banks’ deadpan delivery 
spotlight “The Lighthouse,” but a dramatic 
ending ruins the moment. Streamlined lead 
single “The Heinrich Maneuver" could use 
CPR, while Banks’ pleas in the bouncy “No 
I in Threesome” are downright laughable 
(sample lyric: “Baby it’s time we give some- 
thing new a try"). The psych guitar closing 
“The Scale” and “Mammoth” work well, but 
Our Love to Admire could use more Carlos 
D.’s low-end bass/keyboard flourishes. 
Perhaps it’s time to turn the lights out.

NICOLE WILLIS

Keep Reachin' Up 
(Light in the Attic) 

It’s hard not to float 
back into the shadows of 
Motown after staring at the soft-lit cover photo 
of Nicole Willis, eyes come-hither, skin aglow. 
Even after the album’s second track, “If This 
Ain’t Love (Don’t Know What Is),” slaps you 
back into 2007. The Brooklyn-born Willis makes 
her first appearance with the Finnish ninepiece 
Soul Investigators, who do some funky mining 
on their third album, Keep Reachin’ Up, released 
stateside two years after its European debut 
by Seattle’s Light in the Attic.

“No One’s Gonna Love You” connect Detroit

LIVE SHOT 

RYAN ADAMS & THE CARDINALS 

Paramount Theatre, July 14 

The lone microphone planted out front of 
the band told the entire story, Ryan Adams 
stepping up to it only once during the two 
sets. The rest of the show found him sing- 
ing from the folds of the other Cardinals, 
couched inconspicuously amid the seated 
sextet stage right. Opening with “Please 
Don’t Let Me Go” and “Blue Sky Blues,” 
the echoed atmosphere of his trademark 
melancholy matched the wash of blue 
stage lighting and hanging Chinese lan- 
terns. “Blue Hotel,” “Cold Roses,” and the 
exquisite “Elizabeth, You Were Born to Play 
That Part” mined Adams’ extensive catalog, his vocal dexterity danc- 
ing breathlessly alongside piano and the high-lonesome pitch of pedal 
steel. Unfortunately, the capacity crowd’s enthusiasm fell largely unac- 
knowledged by the band, peaking when Adams emerged to the fore on 
“Goodnight, Hollywood Blvd" and thrust himself, sunglasses on, against 


the mic in classic rock star form. 

The excitement was short-lived. 

The second set found Adams again 
retreating into the band and, though 
his exceptional song craft shone on 
“Dear John” and “Peaceful Valley” 
from Jacksonville City Nights, the 
crowd began to wilt from the sub- 
dued sound. Likewise, the smoky 
blues of live staple “What Sin” and 
the almost “Terrapin Station” jam 
of “Magnolia Mountain” offered a 
prime opportunity to inject some 
electric energy into the show, but 
Adams’ deft picking remained 
acoustic. With songs from his lat- 
est, Easy Tiger, sprinkled throughout, 
including "Goodnight Rose” and the 
aptly titled “I Taught Myself How to Grow Old,” Adams closed abruptly 
on Love Is Hell’s “I See Monsters” before exiting sans encore. The main 
attraction proved mesmerizing in bursts over two hours, but his retiring 
performance was an odd offering for such a notoriously disparate and 
naturally charismatic artist. - Doug Freeman

“In my mind there’s really [only] 
black American music and the white 
imitation thereof.” That mind, Atlantic 
Records founder Ahmet Ertegun’s, 
should reside in a Coptic jar at the 
Smithsonian, D.C. welcoming the 
second son of the Turkish ambas- 
sador during the jazz age. Atlantic 
Records: The House That Ahmet 
Built (Atlantic), a two-hour PBS documentary 
prepared in the wake of Ertegun’s death last 
December, follows the eternally dapper hepcat 
Otis Redding called “Omelet" as he retraces 
the history of recordom’s most important indie 
label. Disgracefully, iconic archival footage of 
Ruth Brown, Big Joe Turner, Ray Charles, Aretha 
Franklin, Cream, Led Zeppelin, and Buffalo 
Springfield soon devolves into returned favors 
to narrator Bette Midler and guest interview- 
ers Phil Collins and Kid Rock. Considering the 
headliner’s opening anecdote - his first Harlem 
rent party at age 13 (starring James P Johnson 
no less), absent without leave from a midtown 
field trip - Foreigner’s face time isn’t quite so 
“Urgent.” Los Zafiro s: Music From the Edge 
of Time (Shout! Factory) won’t pass for Wim 
Wenders’ Buena Vista Social Club, but once 
viewed, a mad rush to either Waterloo or iTunes 
will be in order. (Nonesuch’s 1999 Zafiros col- 


lection Bossa Cubana makes the BVSC sound 
positively mortal.) Tragically, three of Havana’s 
five native Platters are now dead, but the 
surviving pair traces the tracks of their tears 
through their hometown to a soundtrack of the 
group’s otherworldly calypso doo-wop, Sixties 
Motown from a parallel plane. The Supremes, 
Reflections: The Definitive Performances 
1964-1969 (Motown) fills just such a desig- 
nation, ear-opening for the number of clips 
among the 20 offered that feature live vocals. 
Elaborate set-pieces on the order of “Stop! In 
the Name of Love” and “Reflections" fade away 
in the narrow face of Diana Ross exuding genu- 
ine warmth and personality during “Come See 
About Me” in 1965. She’s irresistibly girlish for 
“Back in My Arms Again," exuberantly in color 
in “You Can’t Hurry Love," and totally happening 
on “The Happening," live in Stockholm, 1968. 
Diana Ross, human? That’s worth reflection.

JASON ISBELL 

Sirens of the Ditch 
(New West) 

When Jason Isbell 
left/was kicked out of the 
Drive-by Truckers earlier 
this year, it was a shock. 

For the past six years, the 28-year-old guitarist/ 
songwriter had been a principal voice in crafting 
the band’s epic Southern swagger. Sirens of the 
Ditch, his solo debut, doesn’t surprise as much 
as demonstrate a wider range of styles and 
sentiments one sensed he always had in him. 


While favoring piano and pedal steel instead 
of his trademark Gibson SG, Isbell appears 
to possess a soul similar to Ryan Adams yet 
without the posturing. The Alabama native traf- 
fics in soul, blues, and country yet maintains 
an ability to dig deep for pop hooks, tender 
moments, and the occasional guitar overdrive. 
Featuring members of his old band along with 
Muscle Shoals Rhythm Section vet David Hood 
(Patterson’s dad) and Spooner Oldham add- 
ing their expertise, Isbell has pulled together 
another gritty Southern Siren song.

Libertad (RCA) 

Velvet Revolver takes after its mother. Three- 
fifths Guns N’ Roses ought to make it ornery,

BATTLES 

Mirrored (Warp) 

What’s the difference 
between a song and a 
movement? For New York 
math supergroup Battles 
- Helmet drummer John 
Stanier, Don Caballero gui- 
tarist Ian Williams, Lynx guitarist Dave Konopka, 
and soundman Tyondai Braxton - the two are 
one in the same. Warp debut LP Mirrored, wraps 
around the strength of “Atlas,” a commingling 
of powerhouse drums tickled by affected vocals 
and skittering guitar. Despite the band’s back- 
ground, “math" doesn’t completely describe the 
accelerating repetition of “Tonto,” the creep of 
“Leyendecker,” or the hypnotic punch of opener 
and closer “Race - In” and “Race - Out.” 
There’s something beyond counted measures 
and manipulated sound. And while Mirrored 
soars on tracks with Braxton’s nearly indeci- 
pherable lyrics, it’s still an instrumental album, 
progressing from tightly knit songs to sprawling 
movements. The difference? Intent. For Battles, 
that's playing to the members’ individual 
strengths, and it’s awe-inspiring, even when it 
gets caught up in numbers.

"News of the Weird" first mentioned "Breatharians" in a 1999 report, referring to people 
who claim to subsist on only water, air and sunlight, even though there is scant proof of 
their self-denial and utterly no scientific evidence that humans can live beyond a few weeks 
on such a diet. In June, London's Daily Mail profiled German Michael Werner, who claims 
not to have eaten (except for fruit juice, coffee, wine, and an occasional grape or nut) since 
2001 yetis active and appears robust at 6-feet-2 and 175 pounds, attributing his success to 
a hunger-ignoring state of mind. The two most famous Breatharians (Australian Ellen Greve 
and American Wiley Brooks) were both later exposed in the press as having sneaked food on 
the side. 


LEAD STORY 

Africa’s largely primitive Hadzabe people, 
down to their last 1,500 members after surviv- 
ing thousands of years of disease, famine, and 
encroaching civilization, fear their final blow 
will be the recent deal that Tanzania made to 
turn the tribe’s prime hunting grounds over to 
the United Arab Emirates royalty for private 
safaris. The land comprises 2,500 acres near 
the Serengeti Plain, and some Hadzabe (who

The operator pleaded the entire 
time for Vasquez to just say where he was so a 
rescue party could be sent, but, as the Kentucky 
Enquirer put it, “When repeatedly asked his 
location, [Vasquez’s] answer was always the 
same: ‘I’m under the [expletive] truck.’” (He 
finally gave a clue and was rescued.) 

IRONIES 

The local government in Dalkeith, Scotland, 
has decided that, notwithstanding global warm- 
ing and carbon “footprints,” the lights will stay 
on all night, every night, in the building that for- 
merly was Dalkeith High School (but which has 
been vacant since 2004) because councilors fear 
that trespassers would hurt themselves in the 
darkness and sue them. A Green Party spokes- 
man called it “an unbelievable triple whammy 
[cost, fire risk, environmental waste].”

St. Louis Cardinals pitcher Josh Hancock 
was killed in an April car crash after he collided 
with a stopped tow truck on Interstate 64 in the 
middle of the night, and according to a police 
report, Hancock was intoxicated, speeding, un- 
seat-belted, and talking on his cell phone at the 
time. Nonetheless, in May, Hancock’s father 
filed a lawsuit claiming that the causes of the 
crash were: 1) the tow truck operator, 2) the 
driver who was being assisted by the tow truck 
operator, and 3) the manager of the restaurant 
in which Hancock had been drinking. 


THE MARCH OF PROGRESS 

In April, Los Angeles gynecologist David 
Matlock licensed his 2-year-old G-spot-enhanc- 
ing technology to 35 other doctors around the 
country to help spread the benefits of collagen 
injections that swell the so-called Grafenburg 
Spot (a supposedly pleasure-registering zone, 
which is, at best, tiny and hidden, but according 
to some doctors, nonexistent) . With the patient’s 
help, the doctor guides the 3-inch needle to the 
most promising location, and one injection ren- 
ders the G-spot the size of a coin. Many patients 
claim their sex lives are greatly enhanced, but no 
peer-reviewed research has yet been done.

• Lame: 1) Jonathan Powell, 17, was con- 
victed in April of sexually assaulting a college 
student in Iowa City, Iowa, after his DNA was 
found in several places on her body. Powell 
explained the DNA by claiming that he had 
merely bumped into the woman accidentally 
while jogging and had become so “entangled” 
with her that he was unable to free himself 
for about “45 minutes.” 2) In April, Donald 
Duncan Jr., 34, was convicted of invasion of 
privacy in Carlisle, Pa., after his wife discov- 
ered a hidden-camera video of two girls who 
were disrobing in a bedroom in the couple’s 
house. Duncan said he had set up the camera 
because he suspected there were ghosts in the 
house and wanted proof. 

• Lawyer Charles Curbo filed a motion in 
Memphis, Tenn., in June, claiming that his 
client, Tony Wolfe, who was convicted of 
murder, failed to get a fair trial due to the 
ineffectiveness of Wolfe’s lawyer (i.e., Curbo) 
because the lawyer was often too sleepy to do 
a good job. However, the prosecutor pointed 
out that part of Curbo’s strategy had been to 
“wear down” witnesses “by extensive cross- 
examination” and that it was no wonder that 
he was exhausted. 

• Tiffany Weaver pleaded guilty in April 
to having stolen a lawyer’s official ID and 
impersonating the woman in order to gain 
access to the jail in Baltimore so that she 
could visit her incarcerated boyfriend, but 
she denied, through her lawyer, that she and 
the boyfriend had had sex while they were 
together. “There was never any sexual inter- 
course,” said attorney Ivan Bates. “There was 
no thrusting whatsoever.” 

• Unclear on the Concept: 1) After the owner of 
a wrought-iron business in Brussels, Belgium, 
abruptly turned away a 53-year-old Nigerian 
native who had applied for a job, the local 
labor office declared the owner racist. However, 
the man said he was just trying to protect the 
Nigerian from his dog. “My dog is racist,” he 
said. “Not me.” 2) Police in Kyoto, Japan, said 
in March that a man had been detained after 
firing a dozen rounds from his house toward 
a new, 11-story condominium building next 
door. The man explained that he was angry that 
the building was blocking the sunlight he had 
previously enjoyed.

day trips

Nacogdoches has more history in its little finger than most other 
Texas cities have in all of their city limits. Of course, it’s really not sur- 
prising that the “oldest town in Texas” would have hosted a long list of 
historic events. 

Named after the Nacogdoche Indians, a Caddo Federation tribe, the 
city was once an Indian village on Lanana Creek. Originally there were 
four burial mounds around the town, but three 
were leveled to make way for homes. 

The fourth mound, 516 N. Mound St., was 
saved from excavation by the landowner, who 
feared digging would kill a large oak tree at the 
site. When the tree died, the new owner of the 
property allowed archeologists to take samples 
from the mound. Barely 10 feet above street level, 
the mound is disguised as someone’s front yard. 

Spanish missionaries arrived at the village in 
the Piney Woods as early as 1716, but the 
natives never saw much of a need to visit the log 
mission. Legend has it that during a severe 
drought, Father Antonio Margil struck his staff on 
a dry stone on the bank of Lanana Creek, and two 
springs began flowing. The water can still be 
found seeping from the hillside along the hiking 
trail off of Main Street. 

The threat from the French military in Louisiana 
caused the abandonment of the mission. It wasn’t 
until 1779 that the Spanish returned to the site per- 
manently. Gil Antonio Ybaro resettled the town and built what is now 
referred to as the Old Stone Fort as a warehouse for goods smuggled 
across the border from Louisiana. The two-story La Casa Piedra was rare- 
ly used as a fort but more often as a saloon and commissary. A replica of 
the building is now a museum on the campus of Stephen F. Austin 
University at Griffith and Clark boulevards. 

With the transfer of French Louisiana to the United States, a wave 
of illegal immigrants washed into Spanish and then Mexican Tejas. 
Nacogdoches was the gateway to the lands west of the Sabine River. 
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Among the new residents were the seeds for three rebellions begin- 
ning in 1812, all of which failed. The Fredonia Rebellion in 1826 last- 
ed only six weeks but gave the town a nickname. In 1832, the expul- 
sion of Mexican forces from Nacogdoches allowed the revolution of 
1836 to gather momentum in San Antonio. 

Before Texas independence, Sam Houston made his home in 
Nacogdoches, at least on paper. As a land speculator he owned proper- 
ty in and around the settlement. It was in the Adolphus Sterne House, 
211 S. Lanana St., that he received the Catholic baptism required for 
Mexican citizenship. The house is now a city-owned museum and library. 

Nacogdoches was the second-largest city in the new republic. It was 
also the staging area for immigrants. Unfortunately, a series of fires 
over the decades has destroyed the wooden structures of the original 
town site. The original business district, like so 
many small towns, is made up of layers of archi- 
tecture that replaced the old. The downtown is 
built around a central plaza in the Spanish style. 

In the center is the 1917 post office, 200 E. 

Main St., that is now a visitors' center. Even 
though most of the downtown buildings are now 
occupied by antique shops, the city has placed 
plaques on the buildings that explain the area's 
deep history. 

One of the stories about the old Nacogdoches 
involved the Marx Brothers before their movie 
careers. Performing at the vaudeville house at the 
corner of Main and Church streets, the show was 
interrupted by a runaway mule-drawn cart. The 
commotion inspired Groucho Marx to comment, 
“Nacogdoches is full of roaches." 

On Feb. 1, 2003, Nacogdoches entered the his- 
tory books again when the space shuttle 
Columbia disintegrated over East Texas. Along 
with Hemphill, San Augustine, and Lufkin, the 
town is working to build a memorial to the crew. 

Commerce, agriculture, and the university have kept Nacogdoches a 
vibrant 228-year-old city. It is home to many restaurants, hotels, and 
shops, even though many of the national franchise businesses have 
moved to the outskirts of town. For more information, call 888/653-

The City Theatre Company has taken a big bite with 
Stephen Adly Guirgis’ The Last Days of Judas Iscariot. This 
play - a trial set in Downtown Purgatory 
- brings to life some of history’s most promi- 
nent religious figures: Jesus Christ, Mary 
Magdalene, Pontius Pilate, and a handful of 
saints. Even Satan and Mother Teresa are 
thrown into the mix. If you are remotely inter- 
ested in thinking nontraditionally about the 
Jesus and Judas story, then this play will keep 
you listening. It is an intellectual exercise as 
much as a theatrical one. 

The idea here is that Judas Iscariot’s case is being recon- 
sidered. Perhaps blame should not be placed solely on his 
shoulders for the death of Jesus Christ. What of Pontius 
Pilate? What of Caiaphas the Elder? Judas did repent, after 
all. If God’s love is perfect, shouldn’t Judas be forgiven? This 
play functions like a really great lecture in a history of religion 
course taught by a radical teacher who understands that the 
material will be more engaging if portrayed by modern arche- 
types. Pontius Pilate is a frat boy. Mary Magdalene is the girl 
next door. Satan has a movie-star, false-charm, shirtless thing 
going. The play asks a horde of questions about what really 
went down in the Promised Land. 

The City Theatre Company’s production is not scintillating, 
but it is sufficient. From this large cast of performers, many 
of whom play multiple roles, all of the performances are 
competent, and a handful of them rise to meet the challenge 
of portraying such well-known, often-imagined figures. Gina 
Flouston kicks the show into gear as Saint Monica, who intro- 
duces us to the sympathetic side of Judas Iscariot. Charles 
Stites creates three nicely distinct characters that each 
bear witness to their varying impressions of Judas. Yusef El- 
Fayoumy, the prosecuting attorney for the Kingdom of Fleaven, 


is played by Steve Campos in a wacky circus of gesture and 
overemphasis. Beth Burroughs does calm, clean work as 
Mother Teresa and Mary Magdalene. The defense attorney 
is played by Michelle Keffer, and as written, this character 
is one messed-up lady, but as played, she is pretty straight. 
Flowever, Keffer conducts the text well, which is vital to the 
audience’s comprehension. In a show-making performance, 
Aaron Weisinger plays a dusted-red Satan. A nice choice on 
the part of the designers, his coloring is not a plastic red but 
rather a subtle hue, as if Satan is simply sunburned from hav- 
ing stood beside a burning flame of hell for too long. Travis 
Tinnin, as Judas, does the hard work of sitting still for the 
greater part of three hours. From the time the house opens 
until the audience files out after curtain’s close, Judas sits 
in an onstage cell, served up for discussion and observa- 
tion. Tinnin rarely stirs out of a catatonic stupor, but when 
he does, it is captivating. The play’s best scene is Judas and 
Satan having a drink at a bar, the former in mortal peril and 
the latter relishing that terror. 

What fun it must be to write for Satan. Guirgis captures the 
seductive charisma of the devil in one scene and the terrible 
fury in the next. When the defense attorney attacks God’s 
love, calling it “conditional,” it is Satan who takes the stand 
to defend God’s purity with well-chiseled scorn. 

Unfortunately, the play’s sentimental climax is not so 
smooth or subtle. It is structured around the confession of 
one betrayer to another. Butch Floneywell (performed excel- 
lently by Wray Crawford) is the foreman of Judas’ jury. This 
common man climbs into the cell to convey the results of 
the trial, but he winds up confessing his sins. Floneywell 
is wracked with guilt over the infidelities he committed on 
earth. After telling a sentimental tale of love lost, he says to 
Judas, “You may have cashed in silver, but I threw away gold." 
Though delivered well, it is a hard line to swallow - the final 
blow to the dead horse. The subject matter of Judas Iscariot 
is interesting, but at times the mechanics are too visible. We 
get the point, yet the point keeps getting made. Jesus, played 
by Jesse Alba, falls into this same trap. Fie floats irritatingly 
in and out of scenes, gazing meaningfully at Judas. His pure 
love is reiterated and then overiterated. 

Unless you are well-versed in religious history, both ancient 
and contemporary, you will learn many a thing from The 


Last Days of Judas Iscariot. For example, you will learn that 
Mother Teresa, in her acceptance speech for the Nobel Prize, 
said, “I feel the greatest destroyer of peace today is abor- 
tion.” Not one character is left unturned. Each has the light 
side and the dark side exposed. We are left at the end with 
Jesus washing Judas’ feet as Satan chuckles in the back- 
ground. Stephen Adly Guirgis gives us questions, questions, 
questions, without conclusion. Ultimately, it is the jury that 
determines Judas’ fate and thus delivers the evening’s most 
insightful sentiment: Flope is no longer composed of contem- 
plation but rather litigation. - Hannah Kenah

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Principally Precocious 

First Unitarian Universalist Church, July 14 

July’s chamber-music capital of the world con- 
tinued to flourish with the Austin Chamber Music 
Festival’s Principally Precocious. For all the talk of 
youth obsession in our culture, in classical music 
such a fixation is unavoidably all the rage. With 
Saturday’s performance, the festival, under the 
artistic direction of Michelle Schumann, exploited 
this in the best of ways. 

Jam-packed into the clamshell-shaped sanctuary, 
the audience was animate from the start. Enter 
the Jupiter String Quartet, chamber music’s rising 
stars. The 2007 recipients of the career-defining 
Cleveland Quartet prize, the ensemble - whose 
members are all younger than 30 - reprised its 
triumphant 2006 visit to the festival with an ambi- 
tious program: Mendelssohn, Bartok, and more 
Mendelssohn. 

As described in Schumann’s spirited introduc- 
tion, Felix Mendelssohn’s String Quartet #6 is a 
departure from his typically buoyant style. Written 
following the sudden death of his beloved sister, the piece is wrought 
with anguish. In the able hands of the Jupiter String Quartet, however, 
the result was a sublime elegy, its angst brought to life with clarity 
and drive. 

When the audience calmed, cellist and Austin native Daniel 
McDonough broke from the group to lead a humorous, interactive 
tutorial on the quartet’s next piece, his peers assisting with musical 
snippets. It was clever to introduce an intense and unusual piece in 
this way, as was McDonough’s closing hint: “So sit back; you won’t be 
able to relax.’’ 

The five movements of Bela Bartok’s Fifth String Quartet are written 
in "arch” form, which wraps the outer movements in symmetry around 
the distinctive third movement. Given its dense modal harmonies and 
tricky rhythms, this was nothing if not meaty repertoire. Any concerns 


about the quartet’s maturity, however, 
were silenced by a technically brilliant, 
inspired performance. Through the bat- 
tles of the first and fifth movements, the 
mournful tones of the second and fourth, 
and the Bulgarian-folk-inspired jaunt of 
the third, the ensemble attacked the 
piece with an impressive vigor that only 
improved through the most challenging 
sections. The piece ended in rapturous 
applause, the lovefest in full force. And 
that was just the first act. 

For the latter half of the program, 
the festival brought out the Azmari 
Quartet - itself a dynamic up-and-comer 
- to join with the Jupiter Quartet for 
Mendelssohn’s majestic Octet for Strings. 
Written at the age of 16 - a full two 
years before the prodigy chose com- 
position as his profession - this was 
Mendelssohn’s personal favorite work. 
Gauging the anticipation of the audience, 
it was obvious the sentiment wasn’t his 
alone. The players soared through the 
symphonic Octet with an infectious joy, eventually settling into the 
fine balance of a single ensemble. By the concluding rush of the last 
movement, played at a frighteningly furious pace, the audience (this 
writer included) exploded in the kind of roaring applause that marks a 
genuinely inspired performance. 

This was an event with glorious personality: thoroughly welcoming, 
energetic, and mischievous. In a field where a shrinking audience and 
appeal is an often inescapable concern, it was exciting to see scores 
of young people, toddlers to teenagers, taking in the experience. 

What resulted was a fiery brew of youthful, virtuosic programming, for 
which Schumann and her festival colleagues have an obvious knack. 

During the third ovation, Austin Chamber Music Center students, 
armed with roses, took the stage to award their chamber idols. 
Precious? Maybe. Precocious? No question. - Michael Kellerman

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' Christine Gray: 

Mimecgraphic Spectrum’ 

Okay Mountain, through Aug. 4 

The vivid colors shout out from their rectangles on the gallery’s 
white walls. The pinks, reds, and purples alert you to their presence 
but also diffuse the image into a softer character. 

The paintings slip back and forth between a rendered 
dimensionality and actual protrusion. Space shifts 
from the planes of the painted objects to the atmo- 
sphere of the backdrops. Christine Gray’s paintings at 
Okay Mountain are really something to look at. 

Tie immaculate lighting, dramatically dynamic com- 
positions, and solid paint handling are throwbacks 
to the virtuosity found in old Dutch vanitas still iifes. 
From the dusty cardboard to the matte fabrics and 
especially the glistening droplets, the variety of textures corresponds 
with the historical paintings. But mejuffrouw Grisj is working with 
more than just painting an object as realistically as possible. She 
uses her technical proficiency to play with our perceptions on mul- 
tiple levels. 

Painting is as painting does. Sometimes the paint is tightly con- 
trolled, and you can easily see an image of pillows in Beaver Dam. 
Other times the paint is smeared across the panel, countering both 
the focus and the measurable flatness of a specifically rendered 
object. Yet within both, the chosen colors reveal an intimate knowl- 
edge of color and light. 

It’s all constructed, but it’s still life. With an interest in crafting, 
Gray paints objects and structures that she herself has constructed 
into dioramas and models. Traditional materials like yarn, knitting 
needles, colorful pipe cleaners, and hot glue join the nonconventional 
cardboard and twigs placed on flat backdrops. With the proper light 
sources, real depth and space blend into the suggested landscape. 
What is real and what is fantasy are difficult to delineate. 

Eyefuls of sugar help the medicine go down the rabbit hole. The 
observations of Gray’s paint handling and her image sources are 
fairly obvious. A mystery behind the pleasant coloring made the show 



even more enjoyable. Titles like Pegasus Blood Rainbow, TIsketTasket, 
and Forest Finds combine with references to truffles, fruit, and jewel- 
ry, leaving a sweet trail worth following. The search for a fairy tale or 
some other form of narrative underpinning is only compounded by the 
Rainbow Brite clips playing in the other room. Picking at and digging 
through the images in the gallery leads to digging through 
www.christinegray.coin and unearths ... Martha Stewart! 

Okay Mountain has adventurous and playful shows, and 
“Mimeographic Spectrum” is no exception. The work stays true to 
its medium yet pushes boundaries. Ideas command attention and 
provide hints as you wander through the images. Who would have 
thought you could have epic fantasy without a violent throw down at 
the end? - Salvador Castillo

It’s almost impossible to imagine 
an animated film like Paprika ever 
being produced in America. Not to 
knock the fine work of Pixar and the 
occasionally somewhat less fine 
work of the Disney 
gang, but Paprika's 
cypher-punk story 
of futuristic psy- 
chotherapy and 
the inherent perils 
of messing about 
with the minds of 
the masses falls 
outside even the 
Dick-realm of A 

Scanner Darkly, its closest domestic contemporary. That said, Paprika, 
directed by the legendary Japanese animator Kon ( Perfect Blue, Tokyo 
Godfathers) and adapted from a novel by Yasutaka Tsutsui, is - no 
pun intended - heady stuff, shot through with the kind of psycho-social 
metaphors and grim, end-time observations that put Yanks like Bruce 
Sterling and William Gibson on the literary cyber-map. In the multilay- 
ered world of Paprika, reality and dreams commingle, collide, and even- 
tually override each other after the theft of a prototype psychotherapy 
tool, code-named the DC-Mini, which allows therapists (and, more 
dangerously, others) to enter peoples’ subconscious minds and retool 
their personalities where necessary. Dr. Atsuko Chiba is the crux of 
Kon’s film, a research assistant to DC-Mini designer Dr. Tokita, and the 
woman whose own dreamtime alter-ego bears the name of the titular 


spice. Part detective story, part meditation on the nature of the self, 
and part morality tale on mankind’s penchant for obliterating (or, at the 
very least, obfuscating) his own humanity in the quest for ever greater 
control over the still-mysterious realm of the human mind, Paprika is 
dense, trippy stuff and a perfect match for Kon’s riotous visuals. Much 
of the imagery here takes place in the subconscious as Dr. Chiba/ 
Paprika sets out in search of clues to the missing mind-warper, which 
allows Kon to literally go crazy in depicting both inner madness and 
outer turmoil. Schizophrenia never looked so good or so mesmerizing 
as it does here, and Paprika, while certainly not suitable for kids, man- 
ages to capture the childlike, helter-skelter chaos and curiosity of the 
human mind better than any other animated film. - Marc Saviov

CAPTIVITY 

D: Roland Joffe; with Elisha Cuthbert, Daniel 
Gillies, Pruitt Taylor Vince, Michael Harney, Laz 
Alonso. (R, 98 min.) 

Captivity is the kind of film that gives 
torture porn a bad name. It’s disturbing 
in the most unpleasant ways possible 
outside of Abu Ghraib or battlefield snuff 
films, and the fact that it was directed by 
Oscar-nominated director Joffe ( The Killing 
Fields) and co-written by Larry Cohen 
(Phone Booth, Cellular) renders the whole 
production all the more unpalatable. As 
the only other audience member at the 
screening I attended cackled midway 
through, “This is some fucked-up shit, 
dude!” Hell yeah it is, and not in a good 
way, either. Captivity makes Eli Roth’s 
Hostel: Part II play like a down-market The 
Adventures ofTintin. It ups the ante on the 
Saw franchise, which at the very least has 
its own skewed, Rube Goldberg sensibility 
to it (ditto that for the Final Destination 
films) and considerably lowers the bar on 
what can get squeezed out of Hollywood's 
lower extremities if only enough financial 
lube is applied. It may be symptomatic of 
some sort of ongoing, upramping American 
cultural meltdown - perhaps since neither 
the mainstream media nor the current 
administration will allow us to view the 
blackened and blood-drenched costs of 


real warfare, we somehow crave cinematic 
slaughter-by-proxy - but even that feels like 
a lame, off-base excuse for wallowing in 
misogynistic, artfully photographed rivers 
of gore. Cohen’s plot features Cuthbert 
(late of Burnt Orange Productions’ The 
Quiet) as a supermodel abducted by an 
unseen maniac and subjected to various 
forms of mental and physical torture while 
Gillies, on the other side of a cement wall, 
goes through his own hell, and it’s light 
years away from the snarky nihilism of Q 
or his mutant baby It's Alive triptych. This 
feels like Cohen slumming, while Joffe’s 
career continues imploding over and over 
again. I've always been a huge genre fan 
( Cannibal Holocaust and Punishment Park 
are still my ideal drive-in double-bill), but 
this is just soulless, hateful, and ultimately 
as freakishly monotonous as death by 
natural causes. - Marc Saviov

This Miramax import, developed at the 
Sundance Institute, is Napoleon Dynamite 
in its 20s, a dork-chic romance about two 
Kiwi oddballs, one of whom has nunchaku, 
goofy T-shirts, Coke-bottle glasses, and a 
contemptuous sneer. But it’s gentler and 
more lyrical, with angular cinematogra- 
phy interwoven with surreal stop-motion 
sequences about the lives of discarded 


apple cores who find love together. Lily 
(Horsley) is a fast-food cashier smitten 
with Jarrod (Clement), a grandiose gaming 
geek bent on revenge against a bully from 
high school - so smitten that she meekly 
joins him for a week back home with his 
family. Jarrod trains in the back yard, oblivi- 
ous to Lily, and the next bus doesn’t leave 
until Sunday. A shortage of beds requires 
them to camp in the yard, which affords 
all sorts of cinematographic possibilities, 
and Lily gradually awakens to her self-worth 
while Jarrod says things like, “Sometimes 
I wish I did have knives that came out of 
my fists.” Like Napoleon Dynamite, it’s a 
little wisp of a movie, a lightweight feature 
loaded with montage and hung on one 
performance - in this case, that of Horsley 
as the wallflower finally starting to bloom. 
Writer-director Waititi gracefully manages 
to balance the film’s farcical elements with 
the dramatic arc of his protagonist, who 
isn’t the goofy guy in glasses after all but, 
gratifyingly, the geek girl. (See also Steve 
Collins’ G retchen.) Horsley’s rich, multidi- 
mensional performance gives the movie its 
emotional heft; she’s a noticeably physical 
actor even when Lily is doing little more 
than slouching around in Jarrod’s shadow. 
Clement’s is the wackier role, but Horsley 
keeps the viewer grounded in sympathy. 
There are plenty of jokes - Jarrod’s sister 
and her husband sell horrifying custom 
tracksuits that turn up on all the charac- 
ters, Jarrod makes candle sculptures (“I 
guess I’ve got to keep creating, or I’ll just

die,” he says, in the most monotonous of 
monotones) - but underneath the quirk 
there’s a real heart. However, discuss 
among yourselves whether Lily lets Jarrod 
off too easily. The film’s resolution is more 
implied than complete. - Marrit Ingman

If ever there were a happy summer 
movie, it’s Hairspray. But for all its bub- 
bly musical numbers and effervescent 
good humor, this film adaptation of the hit 
Broadway musical feels oddly lacquered - 
it’s John Waters by way of Disney. Hairspray 
adheres closely to the storyline in Waters’ 
1988 cult film: A pleasantly plump teenag- 
er, Tracy Turnblad, becomes the unexpected 
star on a segregated Baltimore dance show 
circa 1962 - but its gee-whiz homogeniza- 
tion of adolescent sexual desire and racial 
politics is from another movie. Decidedly 
tame by Waters’ usual standards, the 
original Hairspray was nostalgic without 
being saccharine. While there’s nothing 
offensive about the wholesomeness of this 
new Hairspray, you wish that it didn’t feel 
as if every hair were in place. Even the 
very white villains in the piece, ice queen 
Velma Von Tussei and her bratty daughter, 
Amber, are more annoying than deliciously 
nasty in their hatred of overweight and 
black people. Marc Shaiman’s infectious 
(albeit repetitive) Tony-winning score keeps 
things moving at a lively pace, but many of 
the plot points get glossed over in the pro- 
cess. For example, Tracy’s rise to stardom 
on the Corny Collins Show literally happens 
overnight, and her budding romance with 
heartthrob Link (Efron) never jells as believ- 
able. Of course, comparisons between 
the female leads in Waters’ original film 
and this version are inevitable. As Tracy, 
Blonsky looks the part and can sing up a 
storm, but she lacks the spunk of perky 
Ricki Lake, who really made you believe 
that big was beautiful. Travolta has some 
pretty large shoes to fill in the role of 
Tracy’s hefty mother, Edna, given that the 
late and great Divine made the part her 
own as only she could. A frazzled hausfrau 
with a hint of drag queen, Divine didn’t so 
much act the part as she did posture in 
it, but that approach to the role seemed 
fitting in Waters' vision of Sixties angst. A 
heavily made-up Travolta aims for a more 
realistic portrayal, and it works for the 
most part. There’s sadness in this insecure 
woman, who’s so ashamed of her plus- 
size appearance that she won't leave the 
house. And when Edna finally lets loose in 
the film’s finale, there’s a joy onscreen that 
rocks the house. Who ever thought some- 
one in a fat suit could be so nimble and 
full of life? - Steve Davis

O I DON'T WANT 
TO SLEEP ALONE 

D: Tsai Ming-Liang; with Norman Atun, Chen 
Shiang-Chyi, PearllyChua, Lee Kang-Sheng. (NR, 
115 min., subtitled) 

For his most recent feature, director 
Tsai returns to his homeland of Malaysia 
after years of making internationally 
acclaimed films in Taiwan. The minimalist 
poetry of Tsai's narrative style remains 
fully evident in / Don’t Want to Sleep Alone, 
and also present are a couple of mem- 
bers of his recurring cast of players (Lee 
and Chen) and dominant visual motifs 
(most notably, long takes and human inun- 
dation by water). Although / Don’t Want to 
Sleep Alone is nearly wordless and slow 
moving, the film’s characters are compel- 
ling and its pace hypnotic. The Kuala 
Lumpur in which the story is set is a vast 
urban jungle of immigrant workers, most 
of whom are getting by on subsistence 
jobs in the wake of the Asian economic 
crisis of the Nineties, which left many of 
Malaysia’s foreign workers instantly unem- 
ployed. Heat, grime, and humidity rise up 
from the streets in a welter that will test 
the psychological benefits of any project- 
ing theatre’s air-conditioning system. 
Workers speaking a babel of Mandarin, 
Malay, and Bengali languages inhabit the 
warrens of half-built buildings that have 
been abandoned midway through construc- 
tion. A pool of stagnant rainwater collects 
in the ground level of the one building we 
observe. Yet even amid this living decay, 
Tsai manages to compose shots of beauty 
as angular reflections of architectural gird- 
ers criss-crossing the shimmering surface 
of the squalid water. The lives of three 
intersecting characters provide the film’s 
crux, although their tales are told through 
two parallel storylines. In one, a char- 
acter listed in the credits as Homeless 
Guy (Lee) is beaten up and left for dead 
by a gang of con artists. He is discov- 
ered on the sidewalk and taken home by 
Rawang (Atun), a worker who is struggling 
to transport an unwieldy but prized pos- 
session: a found futon. Rawang tenderly 
ministers to the guy, bathing him and 
holding him upright to urinate in a man- 
ner which, despite its kindness, does not 
seem wholly platonic. In the parallel story, 
cafe worker Chyi (Chen) is also forced by 
the shop’s boss (Chua) to minister to her

paralyzed son (also played by Lee), whom 
she bathes and rubs with various salves. 
Once the homeless guy becomes ambula- 
tory and frequents the coffee shop where 
Chyi works, he becomes the object of her 
sexual desires, as well. Yet the quenching 
of desire falls prey to a smog that over- 
takes the city and forces everyone to 
don surgical masks in order to breathe. 
Kisses start well but end in suffocating 
gasps and paroxysms of choking. Tsai’s 
drama is something like a mixture of 
Robert Bresson and R.W. Fassbinder, 
as God’s bedraggled souls struggle with 
the desires of the damned, and nobody 
wants to go into that good night alone.

There was a time when “ladies man” 
meant Tony Curtis in Some Like It Hot, 
seducing secretaries with his eyes and his 
wit. Not so by today’s standards. Sandler 
(Click) plays Chuck, a ladies man who col- 
lects enormous boxes of porn and frequent- 
ly can be seen with half a dozen Hooters 
girls in his bedroom. Now, don’t get me 
wrong, I like Adam Sandler. And not just his 
wonderful turn in Punch Drunk Love. Give 
me Billy Madison or Happy Gilmore any day. 
And on a lazy Sunday, I’m not above sit- 
ting back to enjoy The Wedding Singer. But 
Sandler is funny as much as he is awkward. 
His raw humor works so well because it’s 
countered with a childish innocence that 
would rather throw water balloons at the 
Hooters girls than have them all in his bed- 
room at once.

Enter 
Biel (The Illusionist), a young lawyer with 
a great ass who steals Chuck’s heart. As 
Chuck and Larry fight prejudice from strang- 
ers, friends, and co-workers, the movie 
turns from wild farce to gay-agenda movie. 
There’s actually a speech at the end where 
Chuck bemoans the use of the word “fag- 
got,” one he so readily threw around at the 
beginning of the film. It’s a weak moment 
in a movie full of weak moments, contrived 
to the point of painful. And then there are 
the cameos.

Poor Tim Dwight (Chittenden). He’s got 
a winning smile but no wit to go with it; 
he’s polite and respectful but diffident 
to the point of paralysis. On the phone 
with girls he stutters and stammers, and 
in their bedrooms he stumbles around 
blindly before giving up, throwing on his 
clothes, and racing home in a panic. 

When his new girlfriend, Jill (Booth), 
threatens to leave him, Tim explains the 
reason for his ineptitude: Both of his 
parents are entertainers, he confesses, 
saying the word “entertainers” like you 
and I might say “prostate cancer" or 
“Pat Robertson.” His father (Holden) was 
once a middling pop singer who made 
a small name for himself as a Conway 
Twitty tribute act and who is now the 
security guard at a local grocery store, 
hanging on embarrassingly to his dreams 
of stardom by singing syrupy cowboy bal- 
lads in old-age homes. Then there’s Tim’s 
mom, Jean (Blethyn), a low-grade stand- 
up comedian who, like her ex-husband, 
flirted with fame in her youth and now 
prowls the cabarets of Sydney, Australia, 
with her bawdy-homemaker routine about 
randy women and their overweight hus- 
bands, trying to resuscitate a career 
she’s convinced was derailed because 
she left London to have her first child 
and not because she wasn’t talented. 
Jean’s not ashamed to let Tim and her 
other son, the mentally retarded Mark 
(Wilson), know that they place a distant 
second in her heart to her hopes of 
stardom, and yet her need for an audi- 
ence compels her to hold on tight to 
them both, even if it means choking poor 
Tim off from his love for Jill. Introducing 
the Dwights is a difficult film to watch. 
Ostensibly a comedy, it’s really just a col- 
lection of awkward stage performances 
set off by scenes of familial dysfunc- 
tion. Blethyn strikes the right tone as 
the pathologically insecure Jean, but the 
actress hasn’t been born yet who could 
make us care for such a woman. As Tim 
- a character rich in contradictions and 
psychological possibilities - Chittenden 
may as well be a cardboard cutout for 
all the emotional complexity he’s able to 
muster. And as for Wilson, he hits a new 
low in the dubious realm of nonretarded 
actors grinning and flailing their arms 
about in the hopes of communicating 
mental deficiency and inspiring sympathy 
in their audience and recognition from 
film-award committees. Whenever he's 
onscreen, any decent person should be 
compelled to look away. - Josh Rosenblatt

Ben Stone (Rogen) is a scruffy, round-faced, 
good-natured schlub who uses his deadpan wit as 
a defense mechanism against a world that often 
doesn’t put much stock in being scruffy or even 
good-natured. When he meets Alison (Heigl), a 
beautiful, blond, buxom, impossible dream of a 
woman, and unwittingly impregnates her during a 
one-night stand, it’s clear his introduction to the 
world of adult accountability is going to be messy. 
Like most of Apatow's work, Knocked Up walks a 
perilous line between sarcasm and sentimental- 
ity, and though it's extremely funny in bursts, the 
movie flirts once too often with schmaltz before 
toppling into melodrama in its third act. The fault 
lies as much with Apatow’s casting as his writing. 
Rogen may have a gift for deadpan one-liners, but 
he doesn't have the skills to carry a movie with 
this many emotional peaks and valleys. Rogen 
was born to be someone else's comic sidekick.

It's been 25 years since L.A.'s seminal 
Wall of Voodoo released Call of the West, 
and that calls for a drink. The album’s 
dusty, Barstow-to-Bakersfield, Ross 
Macdonald-meets-Edward G. Ulmer in a 
Death Valley Detour to nowheresville title 
track and grimly optimistic film noir narra- 
tives still reverberate across the musical 
Route 66 Voodoo frontman Stan Ridgway 
paved, roadkill and all. It's the closest 
musical approximation yet of that hard- 
scrabble, postwar, westward wanderlust 
to rush headlong into the unknown, “And 
above all to get a fair shake, to get a 
piece of the rock, a slice of the pie, to spit 
out the window of your car and not have 
the wind blow it back in your face ... .” 


Ridgway’s post-Wall of Voodoo output 
has, if anything, cemented his neo-noir 
rep as one of American music’s great 
storytellers, the wild and wily Steinbeck 
of sad whiskey railroads and rusted, ram- 
shackle American dreams. Then again, it’s 
that single he’ll likely have blasted onto 
his final marble road sign: “He was on a 
Mexican radio ...” 

Does that rankle him like Dracula 
sucked for Bela Lugosi? There is, after 
all, so much more to Stan Ridgway. (Like 
1989’s Mosquitos.) 

“‘Mexican Radio’ still holds up,” says 
Ridgway, “because there’s a quality to it 
that’s enigmatic. I still enjoy singing it, and 
there’s an aspect of playability about it 


because I’m still trying to figure out what 
the song is about.” 

Covered by both old-school death met- 
allers Celtic Frost and Latin rockers Kinky, 
"Mexican Radio” evolves more with every 
listen. Listen enough, and you’ll really wish 
you were in Tijuana, eating barbecued 
iguana, hazy AM static clotting your mind. 
Ridgway's verdict? 

“It seems like it’s always been following 
me around, and, you know, I’m happy to be 
known for anything. And then, of course, 
people find you through it, too. It’s like a lit- 
tle flag that goes up over Fort Ridgway, and 
then when they get into my fort, I can shut 
and lock the door, tie them to a chair, and, 
you know, just torture them.” - Marc Savlov

'SECURITY FREEZE' YOUR 
IDENTITY-THEFT WORRIES 

My friend told me that I should get a security freeze to 
protect myself from identity theft. What is a security freeze? 
How does it work? 

A security freeze prohibits, with certain specific 
exceptions, a credit-reporting agency from releasing the 
consumer’s credit report or any information from it 
without the express authorization of the consumer. In 
short, obtaining a security freeze means that your credit 
file cannot be shared with potential creditors or potential 
identity thieves, which makes it an attractive option for a 
consumer that has been a victim of identity theft or fears 
becoming a victim in the future. 

A consumer must write to one of the three main credit 
bureaus - Equifax, Experian, or TransUnion - to initiate 
the security freeze. Each credit-reporting agency charges 
a $10 fee, unless the consumer can show he or she has 
already been the victim of identity theft (usually done with 
a police report), in which case the fee is waived. The freeze 
goes into effect five business days after the credit-reporting 
agency receives the consumer’s letter. The credit-reporting 
agency will send the consumer a personal identification 
number (or password) that allows the consumer to have 
the security freeze lifted, either for a temporary period of 
time or a specific party. It takes about three business days 
to lift a freeze. 

Wondering why you haven’t heard much about 
security freezes? Texas has lagged behind other states in 
providing security freezes as an option to combat identity 
theft. The ability to obtain a security freeze in Texas was 
approved by a new law passed in this year’s legislative 
session, which takes effect on Sept. 1. This is due in 
large part to strong lobbying efforts of credit-reporting 
agencies, which have not generally been eager to spread 
the word about security freezes due to their financial 
incentive to make it easier for potential creditors to check 
credit reports. 

Next week’s “Common Law” column will talk 
more about the nuts and bolts of obtaining a security 
freeze. In the interim, anyone who wants to learn more 
about protecting their identity with a security freeze 
should check out the Texas attorney general’s website, 
www.oag.state.tx.us, or www.consumersunion.org/pdf/ 
security/securi tyTX.pdf.

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Now that I’m 75% certain that 
there will not be another major 
snowstonn in the Northeast, I want 
to switch from snow tires to summer 
tires. Do I need to have than balanced 
and aligned, or can I just swap them 
out? - Erin 

RAY: They don’t need to be 
aligned, Erin - unless the mechanic 
is still trying to pay off his alignment 
machine. Alignment is something 
you do to the car, and it’s indepen- 
dent of the tires. 

TOM: But you do have to balance 
the tires, unless your summer tires are 
mounted on their own set of wheels. 

RAY: Balancing involves adding 
small weights to the inner and outer 
rims of the wheel to make up for the 
small inconsistencies in weight in 
different parts of the wheel-and-tire 
combination. If you didn’t balance 
the tires, you’d probably notice a 
wobbling sensation or a vibration, 
particularly as the tires got up to 
higher speeds. 

TOM: That’s why we recommend 
that those of you who live in the 
freezer sections of the country con- 
sider buying four steel wheels when 
you buy your snow tires and mount- 
ing the snows permanently on those 
four wheels. You can buy a set of 
used wheels for $150 or a new set 
for $250 or so. And then you’ll 
never have to mount or balance your 
snow tires or summer tires again. 
Just pull the winter tires off, toss the 
summer tires on, and three weeks 
later, put the winter tires back on 
again.
